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PREFACE 


An  overview  of  Barbadian  history  can 
provide  a  contextual  basis  for  discussing 
the  background  to  this  Guide  and  the 
procedures  followed  in  compiling  it. 

The  first  non-Amerindian  settlement 
in  this  southeastern  Caribbean  island 
was  established  in  1627  when  a  handful 
of  Englishmen  and  a  small  group  of 
Africans,  captured  during  the  voyage, 
arrived  directly  from  England.  In  the 
early  years,  the  island’s  cash  economy 
rested  upon  the  production  of  tobacco, 
cotton,  and  indigo,  largely  grown  on 
small  holdings  by  both  free  and 
indentured  Europeans.  By  the  1640s  it 
was  the  first  of  Britain’s  possessions 
in  the  Caribbean  to  produce  sugar  on  a 
commercial  basis.  As  the  plantation 
system  expanded,  thousands  of  Euro¬ 
peans  left  the  island  in  search  of  land 
and  other  opportunities  elsewhere, 
and  many  thousands  more  of  Africans 
were  imported  to  take  their  place.  In  the 
1650s,  the  plantation  system  based  upon 
slave  labor  was  firmly  entrenched,  and 
the  island’s  flourishing  economy  made 
it  the  richest  of  Britain’s  Caribbean 
possessions.  Although  the  zenith  of 
prosperity  was  reached  by  the  1660s 
and  1670s,  throughout  the  remainder 
of  the  seventeenth  century  (until  later 
surpassed  by  Jamaica)  the  wealth  of 
the  island  and  its  planters  became 
legendary. 

The  status  of  Barbados  sugar  was 
subjected  to  many  pressures  over  the 
eighteenth  and  early  nineteenth  cen¬ 
turies,  and  despite  sometimes  marked 
fluctuations  in  the  island’s  economy, 
the  traffic  in  African  slaves  continued. 
In  1807,  the  trade  was  abolished;  the 
slaves  were  nominally  freed  in  1834, 
and,  after  an  abortive  “apprenticeship” 
period,  in  1838  they  were  formally 
emancipated. 


However,  fundamental  patterns, 
developed  during  the  slave  period,  per¬ 
sisted.  The  plantation,  as  a  social  and 
economic  institution,  dominated  island 
polity  and  society,  and  a  rigid  strati¬ 
fication  system,  based  to  a  considerable 
degree  on  racial  origins,  perpetuated 
the  low  status  and  limited  opportunities 
for  most  of  the  island’s  population. 
Also,  the  process  of  creolization,  where¬ 
in  African  and  European  cultural 
patterns  were  modified  and  transformed 
and  new  cultural  traits  evolved,  had 
already  started  within  the  context  of 
the  slave  society.  Today,  the  island’s 
culture,  despite  the  prominence  of 
English-derived  national  institutions, 
is  fundamentally  of  the  New  World,  a 
variant  of  wider  West  Indian  culture. 

By  the  late  nineteenth  century, 
Barbados  had  slipped  into  the  back¬ 
water  of  the  British  colonial  empire,  far 
removed  from  its  position  in  earlier 
days,  and  of  limited  concern  to  colonial 
policy.  Despite  vicissitudes  and  threats 
to  its  external  market,  sugar  continued 
its  domination  of  the  island’s  economy, 
as  it  does  to  the  present  day,  and  basic 
political  patterns,  established  in  early 
colonial  history,  continued. 

In  the  early  years  of  Barbados’s 
colonization,  proprietary  rights  were 
granted  by  the  Crown.  But,  by  the 
1650s,  the  home  government  had 
assumed  direct  control  and  appointed 
its  own  governor  who,  in  turn,  selected 
a  council,  usually  composed  of  leading 
planters  and  merchants.  Somewhat 
earlier,  a  House  of  Assembly  had 
emerged  whose  members,  elected  on 
a  narrow  franchise  based  on  property 
and  race,  were  largely  concerned  with 
protecting  their  own  political  and 
economic  interests.  Barbados’s  political 
history  was  frequently  marked  by 
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conflict  between  these  local  interests 
and  the  governor  or  even  the  British 
Parliament  itself,  and  the  island  was 
the  only  British  Caribbean  possession 
to  have  two  legislative  chambers 
throughout  most  of  its  colonial  history. 

Although  absentee  plantation  owners 
were  not  uncommon  in  Barbados,  the 
island  had  many  locally-based  planters, 
and  throughout  most  of  its  history  a 
larger  proportion  of  whites  than  other 
West  Indian  territories.  This  popula¬ 
tion,  although  a  numerical  minority, 
dominated  and  controlled  the  society’s 
major  internal  political  and  economic 
institutions  until  fairly  recent  times. 

The  basic  social,  economic,  and 
political  patterns  delineated  above, 
continued  until  the  late  1930s  when  the 
system’s  inequities,  aggravated  by  the 
depression,  unleashed  demonstrations 
with  more  urgent  pleas  for  social 
reform.  The  reform  movement  was  to 
some  extent  heeded  by  the  Imperial 
government,  and  ameliorative  measures 
were  instituted.  By  the  1940s,  the  trade 
unions  which  had  emerged  earlier, 
formed  the  basis  for  mass  political 
parties.  Suffrage  qualifications  were 
modified,  and  more  members  of  the 
island’s  non-white  population  took  their 
places  in  the  legislature.  With  the  estab¬ 
lishment  of  universal  adult  suffrage  in 
1950,  Barbados  moved  toward  the  first 
popular  government  in  over  three 
hundred  years  of  its  elected  House  of 
Assembly. 

The  island,  by  now  with  a  great 
measure  of  internal  self-government, 
became  a  member  of  the  ill-fated  West 
Indies  Federation  (1958-62),  and  in 
the  early  1960s  its  government  decided 
for  complete  independence.  In  Novem¬ 
ber  1966,  after  close  to  three  hundred 
and  forty  years  of  continuous  and  un¬ 
interrupted  British  rule,  Barbados  be¬ 
came  a  politically  independent  member 
of  the  British  Commonwealth. 

In  its  major  outlines,  Barbadian 
history  does  not  differ  to  any  consider¬ 
able  degree  from  the  experiences  and 
forces  that  helped  shape  other  West 
Indian  societies.  In  recent  years,  his¬ 
torical  studies  of  these  societies  appear 
to  reflect  a  trend  where  less  emphasis 
is  placed  on  the  history  of  the  colonial 
powers  and  their  agents  in  the  area,  and 


more  on  the  development  and  nature 
of  the  societies  themselves.  Although 
traditional  emphases  upon  political  and 
economic  history  are  still  very  apparent, 
scholars  in  a  variety  of  fields  and  of 
various  nationalities,  are  showing  a 
greater  concern  with  broader  socio¬ 
cultural  topics  and  issues.  Such  interests 
are  to  be  greatly  encouraged.  Among 
other  legacies,  the  colonial  heritage 
has  often  left  a  distorted  view  of  West 
Indian  society  and  culture,  the  historical 
roots  from  which  they  sprang,  and 
the  processes  by  which  they  developed. 
The  period  of  the  slave  society  is  of 
special  significance  for  an  understand¬ 
ing  of  such  developments;  Edward 
Brathwaite  makes  the  point  succinctly 
when  he  writes:  “In  the  same  way  that 
West  Indian  culture  must  be  defined  in 
terms  of  the  process  of  creolization,  so 
too  must  this  creolization  be  understood 
against  its  background  of  slavery.”1 

The  position  of  Barbados  in  the  West 
Indies  during  the  days  of  slavery  needs 
no  extensive  documentation  here.  As 
noted  above,  the  sugar  plantation 
system  based  upon  slave  labor  was 
flourishing  by  the  mid-seventeenth 
century,  and  the  social  and  cultural 
patterns  which  developed  over  the  years 
were  to  leave  an  indelible  imprint  on 
the  island  in  the  postemancipation 
period.  Barbados  in  turn  provides 
materials  for  a  wider  perspective  on  the 
slave  society  of  the  British  Caribbean 
as  a  whole. 

Despite  contributions  to  an  under¬ 
standing  of  this  period  in  Barbados, 
such  as  the  work  of  J.  Harry  Bennett2 
and  the  volume  of  articles  edited  by 
Frank  J.  Klingberg,3  major  studies  of 
slavery  and  the  slave  society  of  Barbados 
are  lacking.  Important  and  intensively

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researched  contributions  to  a  study  of 
slavery  in  the  British  West  Indies  have 
been  published  in  recent  years  for 
Jamaica4  and  the  Leeward  Islands,5  but 
it  is  still  generally  true  that  relatively 
more  is  known  about  the  structure  and 
institutional  organization  of  the  slave 
society  itself,  than  about  the  life  of  the 
slaves  from  a  cultural  and  social  pers¬ 
pective.6 

Such  considerations  prompted  me  to 
start,  during  the  summer  of  1965,  a

research  project  designed  to  provide  an 
intensive  case  study  of  the  social  and 
cultural  life  of  Africans  and  their 
descendants  in  Barbados  during  the 
seventeenth,  eighteenth,  and  early  nine¬ 
teenth  centuries.  It  is  hoped  that  this 
study,  when  completed,  will  yield  an 
ethnographic  picture  of  a  slave  popula¬ 
tion,  and  insights  into  the  ways  in  which 
Africans  contributed  to  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  Barbadian  society  and  the 
formation  of  a  creole  culture;  it  is 
further  hoped  that  this  study  will  be 
able  to  isolate  some  of  the  forces  which 
contributed  to  the  growth  and  develop¬ 
ment  of  British  West  Indian  societies 
and  cultures  in  general.7 

The  bibliographic  guide  presented  in 
the  following  pages  focuses  on  the  period 
1627-1834,  and  is  a  by-product  of  this 
research  project;  it  is  offered  for  the 
benefit  of  other  scholars  who  might  be 
concerned  with  Barbadian  and  West 
Indian  history. 

As  far  as  I  know,  there  are  three 
reasonably  comprehensive  Caribbean 
bibliographies  which  contain  items  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  time  period  considered 
here.8  But  each  of  these  has  limitations 
in  terms  of  its  utility  for  one  engaged  in 
intensive  research  on  early  Barbadian 
social  and  cultural  history.  In  the 
earliest  of  these  bibliographies,  com¬ 
piled  by  Frank  Cundall,9  the  section 
dealing  with  Barbados  lacks  annotation, 
many  important  items  are  missing,  and 
there  are  some  misleading  citations. 
Furthermore,  items  containing  im¬ 
portant  materials  on  Barbados  are  not 
all  found  under  the  Barbados  section  of 
the  bibliography,  and  this  can  easily 
cause  the  researcher  focusing  on  the 
island  to  overlook  them.  Although  J. 
Graham  Cruickshank’s  bibliography10 
builds  upon  Cundalfs  and  is  specifically 
concerned  with  Barbados,  it  too  lacks 
many  items  and  contains  errors.  In 
addition,  neither  author  makes  any 
comprehensive  effort  to  locate  items, 
and  both  fail  to  treat  manuscript 
sources  which  are  integral  to  any  full- 
range  study  of  Barbadian  history. 
Despite  such  limitations,  both  biblio¬ 
graphies  are  useful  compilations  of  a 
number  of  printed  sources  dealing  with 
the  slave  and  postemancipation  periods. 

The  most  comprehensive  biblio- 
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graphy  available  for  the  British  Carib¬ 
bean  is  the  now  classic  work  by  Lowell 
J.  Ragatz11  after  which  my  own  Guide 
is  admittedly  modeled.  Ragatz’s  work, 
however,  covers  a  much  shorter  time 
period  than  is  dealt  with  here.  In 
addition,  he  does  not  locate  sources  (see 
below)  and  although  two  brief  sections 
of  his  Guide  are  specifically  devoted  to 
Barbados,  its  general  West  Indies 
coverage  sometimes  makes  it  difficult, 
despite  frequent  annotations,  topical 
organization,  and  comprehensive  index, 
to  discover  those  entries  which  refer  to 
the  island,  and  to  discern  the  types  of 
information  contained  within  them. 
Also,  Ragatz’s  primary  concern  with 
political  and  economic  history  often 
leads  him  to  underemphasize  or  mini¬ 
mize  sources  which  contain  potentially 
useful  information  on  Barbadian  social 
life  and  customs. 

The  present  work  owes  a  considerable 
debt  to  the  above  three  authors  as 
many  of  the  printed  items  cited  in  this 
Guide  were  initially  discovered  through 
use  of  these  sources.  Others  were  un¬ 
covered  through  a  variety  of  means, 
mainly  by  searching  library  catalogs, 
including  the  National  Union  Catalog 
at  the  Library  of  Congress,  and,  when 
possible,  the  shelves  of  libraries  which 
had  specialized  West  Indian  collections. 
I  have  also  made  extensive  use  of  Joseph 
Sabin’s  bibliography,12  and  the  biblio¬ 
graphies  compiled  by  L.  W.  Hanson12 
and  Donald  Wing.14  In  the  following 
pages,  these  bibliographies  and  the  ones 
by  Cruickshank,  Cundall,  and  Ragatz 
are  generally  only  referred  to  by  the 
author’s  last  name  and  the  item  or  page 
number  which  refers  to  a  particular 
title.  Other  bibliographic  sources,  in¬ 
cluding  those  utilized  for  the  location 
and/or  description  of  manuscript  mater¬ 
ials,  are  cited  and  discussed  in  various 
pages  of  the  following  sections  and 
chapters. 

This  Guide  cannot  include  all  of  the 
items  I  have  consulted  over  a  number 
of  years  of  research.12  For  the  intensive 
researcher,  a  considerable  amount  of 
time  could  be  saved  by  knowing  which 
items  dealing  with  the  West  Indies 
contain  no  specific  treatment  of  Bar¬ 
bados,  but  space  limitations  make  such 
inclusions  impractical.  Although  some 


of  the  literature  that  treats  the  West 
Indies  in  general  would  have  bearing 
on  Barbados  history,  I  have  generally 
tried  to  confine  my  citations  to  those 
items  that  mention  Barbados  in  their 
titles  or  treat  the  island  in  their  con¬ 
tents;  included  as  well,  even  if  they 
do  not  meet  these  criteria,  are  titles 
published  in  Barbados  and  those  auth¬ 
ored  by  persons  known  to  be  Barbadians 
or  long-term  island  residents.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  to  provide  some  assistance  in 
judging  the  contents  of  sources,  I  have 
included  a  number  of  items  which, 
by  their  titles  or  subtitles,  imply  that 
they  contain  primary  or  firsthand 
observational  information  on  the  island, 
but  which,  in  reality,  are  merely  para¬ 
phrases  or  outright  plagiarisms  of  other 
sources.16  Such  items,  and  at  least 
some  of  the  sources  upon  which  they 
are  based,  are  briefly  described  in  the 
annotations. 

In  annotating  an  item,  I  have  tried, 
at  the  minimum,  to  indicate  its  major 
emphasis,  and  the  types  of  materials 
contained  within  it.  Because  of  space

Preface 


limitations,  it  is  sometimes  necessary 
to  simply  give  an  overall  assessment. 
This  applies  especially  to  travelers’ 
accounts  and  manuscript  collections 
in  which  materials  on  a  variety  of  topics 
are  presented. 

Generally  speaking,  many  of  the 
works  cited  appear  to  offer  sparse  and 
cursory  information;  yet,  they  could 
be  useful  to  those  seeking  specialized 
data.  As  a  guiding  principle,  then,  I 
fully  agree  with  the  sentiments  ex¬ 
pressed  by  H.  I.  Hogbin  who,  referring 
to  a  bibliography  of  the  Pacific,  notes, 
“Some  of  the  minor  publications,  it 
may  be  thought,  would  have  been 
decently  left  in  oblivion.  But  .  .  .  subse¬ 
quent  generations  may  well  discover 
significant  material  in  the  most  unlikely 
places.”17 

As  indicated  above,  the  period 
covered  in  this  Guide  is  from  1627  to 
1834;  the  vast  majority  of  the  sources 
cited  were  written  or  published  within 
this  period,  but  some  later  items 
(especially  those  relating  to  the  Ap¬ 
prenticeship  period)  have  been  included 
because  they  contain  firsthand  informa¬ 
tion  which  could  easily  be  applicable 
to  preemancipation  society  and  culture.

I  have  generally  avoided  citing  late 
nineteenth  and  twentieth-century  works 
unless  they  include  transcripts  or  re¬ 
productions  of  earlier  items.  This  is  par¬ 
ticularly  so  in  the  case  of  the  Journal 
of  the  Barbados  Museum  and  Historical 
Society'*  whose  volumes,  since  the 
Journal's  inception  in  1933,  contain 
numerous  articles  of  interest  to  the 
scholar  concerned  with  the  island’s 
history.  I  have,  however,  frequently 
cited  those  articles  that  help  illuminate 
the  primary  sources  by,  for  example, 
providing  biographical  materials  on  the 
author  or  background  to  his  work.  In 
general,  for  a  useful  introduction  to 
secondary  twentieth-century  materials 
that  deal  with  the  preemancipation 
period,  the  reader  is  referred  to  the 
recent  West  Indies  bibliography  com¬ 
piled  by  Lambros  Comitas.19 

Many  of  the  printed  works  in  this 
Guide  are  found  in  very  few  libraries;20 
not  even  the  largest  depositories  such  as 
the  Library  of  Congress  and  the  British 
Museum  contain  all  of  them.  Because  of 
this,  one  of  the  great  difficulties  in 
using  Ragatz’s  Guide  is  its  failure  to  list 
at  least  one  location  for  each  of  the 
items  cited.  Ragatz  informs  his  readers 
that  the  Guide  “is  based  on  material  in 
69  repositories,  both  public  and  private, 
in  seven  countries.”21  Although  he  lists 
these  repositories,  he  makes  no  attempt 
to  correlate  them  with  items  in  his 
bibliography.  Thus,  the  researcher  who 
uses  his  Guide  is  often  faced  with  a 
veritable  “treasure  hunt,”  and  a  great 
deal  of  time  can  be  consumed  in  tracing 
the  location  of  source  materials. 

In  the  present  work  I  have  tried  to 
overcome  this  difficulty  by  placing  in 
brackets,  at  the  end  of  each  citation,  at 
least  one  repository  in  which  the  item  is 
known  to  be  located.22  This  repository 
may  be  the  one  in  which  the  item  was 
consulted  and/or  it  may  be  the  one  in 
which  an  authoritative  source  has  given 
its  location.  I  made  no  attempt  to 
survey  the  holdings  in  each  of  the 
libraries  visited,  and  thus  do  not  offer  a 
census  of  locations;  it  is  to  be  under¬ 
stood,  then,  that  the  repository  cited  for 
a  published  item  may  not  be  the  only 
one  in  which  it  is  located.  In  most  cases, 
some  effort  to  locate  was  made  even 
if  I  had  no  opportunity  to  personally 


examine  the  item.  In  other  cases,  which 
are  commented  on  in  the  annotations, 
fairly  intensive  search  failed  to  yield  a 
copy.  Many  of  the  items  I  cite,  both 
printed  and  manuscript,  were  not 
personally  examined,  for  a  variety  of 
reasons,  including  not  being  able  to 
ascertain  their  location  or  discovering 
the  item  when  I  no  longer  had  access 
to  the  repository  in  which  it  is  located. 
In  all  such  cases,  I  have  identified  the 
source  for  my  citation,  whether  it  be 
a  bibliography,  article,  library  catalog, 
and  so  forth.  Printed  materials  I  have 
not  examined  are  marked  with  an 
asterisk  (*)  preceding  the  author  or 
title  of  the  work,  and  manuscripts  in 
this  category  are  clearly  specified  as 
well. 

Each  published  entry  is  comprised  of 
the  author’s  name,  if  known,  title,  place 
and  date  of  publication,  the  number  of 
volumes  or  pages.  Library  locations 
appear  either  in  code  in  the  entry  or  in 
full  in  the  annotation.  If  the  author’s 
name,  date  or  place  of  publication,  etc., 
is  not  published  in  the  work  itself,  such 
information,  if  known,  is  given  in 
brackets.  I  have  tried  to  indicate  my 
reasons  or  sources  for  ascribing  author¬ 
ship  to  anonymous  works,  and  have 
often  relied  upon  sources  such  as 
Hanson,  Wing,  and  Sabin  for  assigning 
dates  to  undated  works.  In  some  cases, 
I  have  been  forced  to  assign  provisional 
dates  myself;  I  did  this  with  some 
trepidation,  being  somewhat  aware  of 
the  manifold  difficulties  involved  in 
assigning  precise  dates,  especially  to 
early  works. 

A  number  of  printed  works,  such  as 
medical  dissertations  in  Latin,  have 
been  cited  by  short  title,  but  I  have 
tried  to  insure  that  the  title  entry  is  of 
sufficient  length  to  permit  easy  identi¬ 
fication  of  the  item.  Cross-referencing 
to  printed  works  is  usually  done  by 
simply  citing  the  author  or  short  title, 
and  the  year  of  publication. 

I  have  indicated  the  number  of 
volumes  or  pages  in  printed  items  to 
give  the  reader  some  idea  of  the  physical 
size  of  the  work,  although  the  number 
of  pages  may  not  be  precise  in  terms  of 
technical  bibliographic  criteria.  In 
addition,  I  have  tried  to  give  informa¬ 
tion,  where  available,  on  various  edi¬ 


tions  of  a  given  work,  although  I  use 
the  term  edition  loosely  to  mean  any 
printing  of  an  item.  In  some  cases  I 
have  compared  editions  and  indicate 
the  similarities  and  differences  in 
content,  if  any,  between  them,  but  in 
most  cases  I  have  not  done  this. 

For  a  variety  of  reasons,  many 
researchers  will  not  have  direct  access 
to  repositories  which  contain  a  majority 
of  the  items  they  may  wish  to  consult. 
And  because  of  restrictive  loan  policies 
and  the  rarity  and  fragility  of  many  of 
the  books,  journals,  and  manuscripts, 
interlibrary  loans  will,  in  many  cases, 
prove  to  be  impractical  or  impossible. 
Yet,  a  number  of  repositories  will  be  in 
a  position  to  provide  reproductions  of 
sections  of  books,  or  even  manuscripts, 
in  their  possession.  To  facilitate  inquiries 
and  ordering  procedures  in  these 
circumstances,  I  have  indicated  for 
many  items  the  pages  which  specifically 
refer  to  Barbados. 

As  a  final  word,  I  should  like  to 
emphasize  that  many  of  the  citations 
and  much  of  the  information  in  this 
Guide  were  not  originally  compiled  for 
publication.  They  derive  from  a  biblio¬ 
graphy  I  developed  as  an  aid  to  my  own 
researches,  and  the  decision  to  publish 
came  much  later,  when  the  work  was 
well  under  way.  One  consequence  of 
this  is  that  the  completeness  of  cita¬ 
tions  and  the  depth  of  annotations  are 
of  variable  quality  and  some  may  not 
satisfy  the  standards  of  professional 
archivists  and  bibliographers.  It  is  my 
hope,  however,  that  this  Guide  will  not 
only  be  of  assistance  to  historians,  but 
to  other  scholars  who,  like  myself, 
were  not  trained  in  the  use  of  source 
materials,  but  whose  interests  have 
carried  them  into  historical  research. 


T  his  Guide  could  not  have  been  com¬ 
piled  without  the  assistance  ol  scores  of 
persons  on  the  staffs  of  the  libraries 
and  archival  depositories  in  which  I 
worked  and  with  which  I  have  corres¬ 
ponded.  With  rare  exceptions,  I  have 
encountered  nothing  but  courtesy  and  a 
willingness  to  help  from  such  persons, 
many  of  whose  names  1  did  not  learn, 
and  the  debt  that  I  owe  them  is  con¬ 
siderable.  Certain  individuals  have 
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consistently  gone  out  of  their  way  to 
provide  assistance,  and  the  amiable 
way  in  which  they  have  done  so  greatly 
contributed  to  the  pleasure  of  this 
project.  Michael  Chandler,  Barbados 
Government  Archivist,  and  Neville 
Connell,  Director  of  the  Barbados 
Museum,  both  friends  of  many  years’ 
standing,  have  shown  a  keen  interest  in 
this  project  from  its  inception  and  have 
yielded  to  many  impositions  I  have 
placed  on  their  time  and  knowledge  of 
Barbadian  source  materials.  Others 
who  have  been  exceptionally  kind  in 
helping  the  research  along  are  Father

He  thus 
declares  “that  each  freeman  who  is  un¬ 
provided  of  land,  and  shall  therefore 
desire  to  go  off  from  the  Barbados  shall 
have  a  portion  of  land  allotted  to  him 
in  my  islands  of  Nevis,  Antigua,  or  any 
other  island  under  my  command  .  .  .” 
The  declaration  also  promises  investiga¬ 
tions  into  complaints  against  various 
governors  of  the  islands  and  assures  that 
supply  ships  will  be  sent  more  regularly 
to  the  West  Indies.

“that  the  courts  of  justice  shall  still 
continue,  and  all  judgements  and  orders 
therein  be  valid,  until  they  be  reversed 
by  due  form  of  laws”;  “that  no  taxes, 
customs,  imposts,  loans,  or  excise  shall 
be  laid,  nor  levies  made  on  any  the 
inhabitants  .  .  .  without  their  free  con¬ 
sent  in  a  general  assembly”;  “that  no 
man  shall  be  imprisoned  or  put  out 
of  his  possession  of  lands  and  tenements 
.  .  .  without  due  proceedings  according 
to  the  known  and  common  laws  of 
England  and  statutes  and  customs  of 
this  island.”

J.  Jennings  (1654,  1656).

The  author  does  not  appear  to  have 
visited  Barbados;  his  brief  description 
of  the  island  {pp.  470-71)  is  largely  con¬ 
cerned  with  agricultural  products  and 
physical  geography. 

S.,  L 

A  brief  and  perfect  journal  of  the  late 
proceedings  and  success  of  the  English 
Army  in  the  West-Indies ,  continued  until 
June  the  24th  1655.  ...  by  I.  S.  an  eye¬ 
witness. 

London,  1655.  27  pp.  [  bm  ] 

The  author  was  a  member  of  the  Penn 
and  Venables  expedition  sent  against 
the  Spanish  in  the  West  Indies.  He 
remained  in  Barbados  for  about  two 
months;  although  his  journal  offers 
no  descriptive  materials  on  the  islands, 
he  details  the  manner  in  which  the 
expedition  was  provisioned  and  the 
preparations  undertaken  prior  to  leav¬ 
ing  for  the  northern  islands.  Many 
Barbadian  settlers  joined  this  military 


venture,  and  of  them  the  author  com¬ 
ments:  .  .  certainly  these  islanders 

must  be  the  very  scum  of  scums,  and 
meer  dreggs  of  corruption,  and  such 
upon  whose  endeavors,  it  was  impossible 
to  expect  a  blessing,”  an  assessment 
shared  by  Henry  Whistler  (bm,  Sloane 
Mss.  3926). 

Rous,  John 

A  warning  to  the  inhabitants  of  Barbadoes, 
who  live  in  pride ,  drunkennesse ,  covetous- 
nesse ,  oppression ,  and  deceitful  dealings. 
[London],  1656.  8 pp.  [  f  ] 

Written  by  a  Quaker  in  Barbados  this 
short  tract  (six  hundred  copies  of  which 
were  distributed  on  the  island)  is  a 
diatribe  against  the  morality  and  religi¬ 
ous  life  of  Barbados’  white  inhabitants. 
Wing  (R2043,  R2044)  cites,  by  the 
same  author,  New  England  a  Degenerate

Ligon,  Richard 

A  true  and  exact  history  of  the  Hand  of 
Barbados. 

London,  1657.  122  pp.  [  bmhs,  bm  ] 
A  classic  and  indispensable  source  for 
any  study  of  Barbadian  social  history 
and  early  sugar  production;  a  consider¬ 
able  part  of  the  work  is  devoted  to  the 
island’s  flora  and  fauna.  Includes  the 
earliest  known  detailed  map  of  the 
island  (reproduced  in  Tony  Campbell, 
1 965) .  Based  upon  the  author’s  residence 
from  1647-50.  A  second  edition,  with 
the  same  contents,  was  published  in 
London  in  1673  [nypl,  bos];  this  edi¬ 
tion  has  been  reprinted  by  Frank  Cass  & 
Company  (London,  1970). 

[Rochefort,  Charles  de] 

Idistoire  naturelle  et  morale  des  lies 
Antilles  de  V Amerique. 

Rotterdam,  1658.  527  pp.  [  bm  ] 
Pages  1 1 -1 2  provide  a  general  descrip¬ 
tion  of  Barbados  in  the  mid  1640s  (the 
last  date  mentioned  is  1646)  when  sugar 
production  was  well  under  way. 

Later  editions  of  this  well-known 
work  are  cited  by  Sabin  (723I5“322) 
who  also  provides  an  extensive  discus¬ 
sion  of  its  authorship. 

Rivers,  Marcellus  and  Foyle,  Oxen- 
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England's  slavery ,  or  Barbados  merchan¬ 
dize.  Represented  in  a  petition  to  the  high 
and  honorable  court  of  Parliament ,  by 
Marcellus  Rivers  and  Oxenbridge  Foyle ,

The  authors  claim  that  they  had  been 
falsely  accused  of  participating  in  the 
Royalists’  1655  “Salisbury  uprising,” 
otherwise  known  as  “Penruddock’s 
rising.”  After  a  year’s  imprisonment  in 
England,  they  were  shipped  to  Bar¬ 
bados  where  they  were  indentured.  In 
this  petition  they  complain  about  their 
“inhuman  treatment”  in  Barbados, 
ask  Parliament  to  alleviate  their  suffer¬ 
ing,  and  to  prevent  others  from  coming 
to  “this  place  of  torment.”  Appended 
to  the  petition  are  letters  from  four  other 
persons  involuntarily  indentured  in 
Barbados  whose  complaints  run  in  a 
similar  vein  to  those  in  the  petition 
itself.  The  petition  and  the  proceedings 
in  Parliament  relating  to  it  are  repro¬

The  promise  of  God  proclaimed ;  ...  by 
his  servants  and  messengers  sent  forth 
since  for  Barbadoes ,  New-England,  Vir¬ 
ginia.

A  broadsheet,  entirely  religious  in 
nature;  contains  no  information  on 
Barbados. 

*Pinder,  Richard 

A  loving  invitation  {to  repentance  and 
amendment  of  life )  unto  all  the  inhabitants 
of  the  island  Barbados.  Before  the  Lords 
sore  judgements  come  upon  them ,  which  is 
seen  to  be  nigh ,  and  which  they  cannot 
escape  .  .  .  with  something  more  particu¬ 
larly  to  the  heads  and  owners  of  the  several 
plantations . 

London,  1660.  [  bm  ] 

“Written  at  Barbados  the  10th  day  of 
the  8th  month,  1660”  (Sabin  62920); 
the  author  was  a  Quaker  “minister”  on 
a  visit  to  the  island  (Manuscripts, 
Society  of  Friends,  Portfolios,  vol.  17, 
no.  2). 


Hickeringill,  Edmund 
Jamaica  viewed  .  .  .  with  several  other 
collateral  observations  and  reflections  upon 
the  island. 

London,  1661.  87  pp.  [  bm  ] 

Offers  no  information  on  Barbados,  but 
in  discussing  the  advantages  of  settling 
in  Jamaica,  because  of  its  land  re¬ 
sources,  he  notes  {pp.  16-17)  “•  •  • 

whereas  in  St.  Kitts,  Barbadoes,  etc. 
you  cannot  turn  a  horse  out  but  he 
presently  trespasseth  upon  his  neighbor, 
if  not  upon  your  own  canes.  The  most 
barren  rocks  (even  in  the  Scotland  of 
Barbadoes)  owning  a  proprieter,  and 
the  whole  island  pestered  with  a  super¬ 
numerary  glut  of  inhabitants;  too  small 
a  hive  for  such  a  swarm  of  people.” 

Biet,  Antoine 

Voyage  de  la  France  Equinoxiale  en  6 isle 
de  Cayenne ,  entrepris  par  les  Franfois  en 
I'Annee  M.  DC.

Paris,  1664.  432  pp.  [  bm,  lc  ] 

Biet,  a  French  priest,  spent  close  to  three 
months  in  Barbados  in  early  1654.  His 
little  known  account  of  the  island, 
pages  268-95,  offers  a  variety  of  details 
on  social  life  and  customs  and  can  be  a 
useful  source  complementing  other 
contemporary  accounts.  The  chapters 
treating  the  author’s  visit  to  Barbados 
have  been  translated  and  annotated  in 
my  article  “Father  Antoine  Biet’s  Visit 
to  Barbados  in  1654”  {Jl.  BMHS ,  32, 
■967,  56~76)-

Contains  a  copy  of  a  letter  which  des¬ 
cribes  de  Ruyter’s  unsuccessful  attack 
on  Barbados  in  late  1664.  The  account 
is  signed  at  the  end  by  the  author  who 
participated  in  the  campaign.  “A.F.,” 
who  presumably  brought  this  account 
into  print,  has  not  been  identified. 

Davies,  J. 

The  history  of  Barbados ,  St.  Christophers , 
Mevis ,  .  .  .  and  the  rest  of  the  Caribby- 
I stands.

A  “translation  of  the  anonymous  French 
edition  of  1658”  by  Charles  de  Roche¬ 
fort  (Sabin  72322) ;  Barbados  is  treated 
on  pages  8  and  9.  Sabin  cites  the  title  as 
The  History  of  the  Caribby- 1  stands,  viz., 
Barbados,  St.  Christophers.

To  friends  in  Barbadoes,  Virginia, 
Maryland ,  New  England,  and  elsewhere.

A  religious  epistle  written  from  London, 
this  provides  no  information  on  the 
island’s  Quaker  community;  signed 
“G.F.”

Uchteritz,  Heinrich  von 

Kurtze  Reise-Beschreibung  Hrrn.  Hein¬ 
rich  von  Uchteritz,  Lieutenants,  erbsassen 
auf  Modelwitz  in  Meissen,  und  worinnen 
vermeldet  was  er  auf  derselben  fiir 
ungliick  und  gliick  gehabt  sonderlich  wie 
er  gefangen  nach  West-Indien  gefiihret  zur 
sclaverey  verkaujft  und  auf  der  insul 
Barbados. 

Schlesswig,  1666.  28  pp.  [  jcb  ] 

Von  Uchteritz,  a  German  nobleman, 
fought  for  the  Royalists  during  the 
English  Civil  War;  captured  at  the 
Battle  of  Worcester  in  1651,  he  was 
shipped  to  Barbados  where  he  spent 
approximately  four  and  a  half  months 
as  an  indentured  servant  in  early  1652. 
Only  pages  3-16  of  this  pamphlet 


record  his  adventures,  but  close  to  three- 
fourths  of  these  describe  how  he  ac¬ 
quired  his  freedom  through  the  inter¬ 
vention  of  German  merchants  visiting 
Barbados.  The  remaining  pages  offer 
very  brief  descriptive  passages  on  the 
treatment  and  life  of  indentured  ser¬ 
vants  and  slaves,  house  construction, 
sugar  and  cotton  production,  currency, 
the  consumption  of  cassava  and  pota¬ 
toes  and  the  manufacture  of  beverages 
from  these  plants,  clothing,  and  religion. 

This  rare  pamphlet  (only  one  other 
copy  of  this  edition  is  known  to  exist)  is 
one  of  two  known  published  accounts 
in  which  persons  indentured  by  Crom¬ 
well  relate  their  experiences  in  Barbados 
(see  also  M.  Rivers  and  O.  Foyle,  1659). 
It  was  republished  in  1705  and  1712  in 
Weissenfels;  more  details  on  these 
editions  and  their  locations  as  well  as  a 
translation  of  von  Uchteritz’s  account 
are  given  in  A.  Gunkel  and  J.  Handler, 
“A  German  Indentured  Servant  in 
Barbados  in  1652:  The  Account  of 
Heinrich  von  Uchteritz”  (Jl.  BMHS, 

33.  >970, 91-100). 

Rich,  Robert 

Love  without  dissimulation :  or,  the  letter 

and  directions  of  Robert  Rich  to  Air.  John 

Raynes.  For  the  distributing  his  benevo¬ 
lence  to  the  seven  churches  in  London. 

[London,  1667?]  7  PP-  [  bm  ] 

In  1654  Rich,  a  Barbados  planter, 
became  a  Quaker,  but  in  1656  he  broke 
with  that  group.  Some  of  his  published 
works  touch  on  his  altercation  with  the 
Barbados  Quaker  community,  but  most 
are  largely  concerned  with  theological 
issues  and  are  valueless  sources  for 
information  on  the  island. 

In  the  above  work,  Rich  describes 
how  he  heard  of  the  “Great  London 
Fire,”  while  in  Barbados,  and  his 
religious  reasons  for  sending  money  to 
be  distributed  among  various  church 
groups.  His  gift  to  the  Quakers  was 
refused  because  of  their  criticisms  ol 
his  behavior.  His  reactions  to  this  re¬ 
fusal  are  described,  but  are  treated 
more  fully  in  his  pamphlet  Mr.  Robert 
Rich,  His  Second  Letters  from  Barbadoes 
(London,  1669,  18  pp.  [bm]).  In  these 
letters,  written  in  1668,  he  also  notes 
that  he  had  recently  attended  three 
Quaker  meetings  in  Barbados,  but 


“how  much  contrary  to  the  spirit  of 
love  and  truth,  they  have  appeared  in 
all  their  dealings  with  me”  (rebutted 
in  a  pamphlet  by  John  Bolton,  Judas 
His  Thirty  Pieces  Not  Received ,  London, 
1670  [bm]). 

Other  items  by  Rich  include:  The 
Hidden  Things  Brought  to  Light  (London, 
1678  [bm]),  a  criticism  of  Quakers  (re¬ 
butted  in  Something  in  Answer  to  a  Book 
Printed  in  1678,  London,  1679  [bm]); 
the  posthumously  published  The  Epistles 
of  Mr.  Robert  Rich  to  the  Seven  Churches 
(London,  1680  [bm])  which  contains  a 
brief  biography  of  Rich  by 
reprints  of  some  items  on  Rich’s 
theological  views,  and  a  summary  of 
his  altercations  with  the  Quakers; 
Abstracts  of  Some  Letters  Written  by  Mr. 
Robert  Rich ,  Treating  Mostly  Spiritual 
Matters  (London,  1680  [bm])  includes 
materials  written  from  the  1650s  to 
1670s  and  focuses  upon  theological 
issues  and  the  stance  of  the  Quakers.

Tertre,  Jean  Baptiste  du 

IListoire  Generale  des  Antilles  habitees  par 

les  Francois. 

Paris,  1667-71.  4  vols.  [  bm  ] 

In  volume  3,  Du  Tertre  continues  his 
political  history  of  the  French  islands. 
Anglo-French  relations  are  discussed 
and  Barbados  and  Governor  Willough¬ 
by  are  frequently  mentioned.  Some  use¬ 
ful  insights  are  provided  into  French 
views  of  the  relationship  between 
Bardados,  as  an  English  colony,  and  the 
French  islands,  e.g.,  in  the  discussion 
of  attacks  on  St.  Lucia,  launched  from 
Barbados  in  the  1660s. 

Du  Tertre  admits  to  never  having 
been  in  Barbados.  For  this  reason,  he 
reproduces  {pp.  2g4~g6)  a  description 
of  the  island,  “Remarques  faites  par 
Monsieur  [Gordelier]  du  Blanc  dans 
Lisle  de  la  Barbade,  ou  Barboude.”  Du 
Blanc  had  spent  a  week  in  Barbados  in 
early  1666  while  on  a  mission  (des¬ 
cribed  by  Du  Tertre  on  pp.  282-gfi)  to 
discuss  Anglo-French  relations.  His 
brief  account  largely  records  observa¬ 
tions  on  the  island’s  military  organiza¬ 
tion  and  fortifications,  but  also  offers 
minor  comments  on  Bridgetown,  house 


construction,  etc. 

An  earlier,  shorter  edition  of  Du 
Tertre’s  work  (Paris,  1654  [bm])  does 
not  treat  Barbados. 

[Bushel,  John  and  Bond,  Francis] 

A  true  and  perfect  narrative  of  the  late 
dreadful  fire  which  happened  at  Bridge- 
Town  in  the  Barbadoes,  April  18 ,  1668. 
As  the  same  was  communicated  in  two 
letters  from  Mr.  John  Bushnel  and  Mr. 
Francis  Bond ,  two  eminent  merchants 
there ,  to  Mr.  Edward  Bushel ,  citizen 
and  merchant  of  London. 

London  [1668].  6 pp.  [  nypl,  bm  ] 
The  letter  extracts,  dated  Bridgetown 
April  20  and  27,  1668,  describe  the 
origins  and  damage  caused  by  a  devas¬ 
tating  fire  which  “in  the  space  of  two 
or  three  hours  time  burnt  and  con¬ 
sumed  almost  all  the  whole  buildings 
...  no  less  then  800  houses  [were] 
consumed  in  this  terrific  conflagration, 
with  a  very  great  value  of  goods  .  .  .” 
The  editor  of  this  pamphlet  adds,  in  a 
postscript,  that  the  fire  caused  a  loss 
that  “amounted  to  above  £400,000.” 

Stubbes,  Dr.  [Henry?] 

“ Observations  made  by  a  curious  and 
learned  person ,  sailing  from  England  to

The  author  (identified  by  last  name  on 
p.  6gg )  visited  Barbados,  but  he  only 
makes  a  few  very  brief  and  superficial 
references  to  the  island’s  weather  and 
flora.  His  account  is  reprinted  in  the 
Philosophical  Transactions  and  Collections 
to  the  End  of  the  Tear  [1700]  Abridged  (vol. 
3,  5th  ed.,  London,  1749 ,  p.  546)  under 
the  title  “Observations  Made  in  a 
Voyage  from  England  to  the  Caribbee 
Islands.” 

Clarke,  Samuel 

A  true  and  faithful  account  of  the  four 
chiefest  plantations  of  the  English  in 
America.  To  wit ,  Virginia ,  New  Eng¬ 
land ,  Bermudus ,  Barbados. 

London,  1670.  8y  pp.  [  LG  ] 

The  description  of  Barbados  {pp.  6o-8y ) 
is  an  abridgement  and  rephrasing  of 
Richard  Ligon  (1657);  this  is  also 
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included  in  Clarke’s  Geographical  Des¬ 
cription  of  all  the  Countries  in  the  htiowne 
Worlde,  London,  1670-71  (Sabin 
13444). 

*Case  stated  between  the  East  India 
Company  of  the  United  Netherlands  and 
the  assigns  of  W.  Corn  teen. 

[London?],  1671. 

A  “folio”  listed  by  Sabin  ( 1 7 1 79)  who 
notes  “This  celebrated  case  relates  to 
the  island  of  Barbados.” 

Fortescue,  William,  et  al. 

A  short  relation  concerning  the  life  and 
death  of  that  man  of  God ,  and  faithful 
minister  of  Jesus  Christ,  William  Simpson , 
who  laid  down  his  body  in  the  island  of 
Barbados ,  the  eighth  day  of  the  twelfth 
month  [1670]. 

[London],  1671.  13  pp.  [bos] 

Simpson,  a  Quaker,  had  come  to  Bar¬ 
bados  to  preach.  This  brief  tract  is 
comprised  of  five  eulogies;  two  written 
by  William  Fortescue  and  the  others  by 
Oliver  Hooton,  George  Fox,  and  Eliza¬ 
beth  Flooton.  Most  are  valueless  for 
information  on  the  Barbados  Quaker 
community.  The  possible  exception  is 
Fortescue’s  account  of  Simpson’s  death 
( pp .  3-8)  which  mentions  the  names  of  a 
few  Quakers  on  the  island  and  notes 
that  Simpson  “was  buried  in  a  garden 
belonging  to  Richard  Forstal,  being 
honourably  accompanied  thither  with 
several  hundreds  of  Friends.”  Each 
eulogy  is  signed  by  its  respective  author. 

Ogilby,  John 

America :  being  the  latest  and  most 
accurate  description  of  the  new  world. 
London,  1671.  674  pp.  [  bm  ] 

Ogilby’s  treatment  of  Barbados  [pp. 
377-80 )  is  primarily  of  interest  because 
of  the  verbatim  publication  of  a  lengthy 
letter,  dated  May  31,  1670,  he  received 
from  Robert  Rich.  Rich,  a  prominent 
planter  and  former  Quaker,  had  lived 
on  Barbados  for  more  than  twenty 
years;  he  objects  to  Peter  Heylyn’s 
account  of  the  island  (which  appeared 
in  his  1666  edition  ;  see  P.  Heylyn,  1674), 
and  offers  a  systematic  description  of 
its  geography,  economy,  population, 
government,  etc. 

The  first  edition  was  published  in 
London  in  1670;  see  Sabin  (50088-89) 


for  comments  on  this  and  other  editions, 
and  a  challenge  to  Ogilby’s  authorship. 

Blome,  Richard 

A  description  of  the  island  of  Jamaica ; 
with  the  other  isles  and  territories  in 
America ,  to  which  the  English  are  related , 
viz.  Barbadoes ,  St.  Christophers ,  Nievis. 
London,  1672.  192  pp. 

[  BM,  JCB,  lc,  h  ] 
Brief  synopses  of  geography,  demo¬ 
graphy,  etc.,  based  upon  a  variety  of 
papers  the  author  received  from  friends 
who  had  visited  the  colonies.  His 
account  of  Barbados  {pp.  63-96)  seems 
to  be  largely  a  paraphrasing  of  Richard 
Ligon  (1657).  A  second  edition,  under 
the  same  title,  was  published  in  London 
in  1678  [bc,  jcb]  ;  the  pagination  differs 
from  the  first,  but  the  contents  are 
identical.  Another  edition  was  pub¬ 
lished  in  London  in  1687  under  the 
title  The  Present  State  of  His  Majesties 
Isles  and  Territories  in  America  .  .  .  [bm], 
but  it  contains  no  important  substan¬ 
tive  changes  although  there  has  been 
some  rewriting  of  the  materials. 

Fox,  George 

To  the  ministers ,  teachers ,  and  priests  {so 
called ,  and  so  stileing  your  selves)  in 
Barbadoes. 

[London],  1672.  79  pp.  [  bm,  f 
Pages  3-47  contain  Fox’s  impassioned 
attack  on  the  Anglican  clergymen  of 
Barbados  which  accuses  them  of  hypo¬ 
crisy,  ineffectiveness,  mendacity,  and 
slander  (rebutted  in  Morgan  Godwyn, 
1680).

established  church  in  Barbados.

On  page  6,  E.B.  pub¬ 
lishes  a  letter  he  wrote  from  Barbados 
on  January  31,  1673,  which  offers  a 
few  more  details  on  the  expedition  to 
Tobago,  and  adds  a  brief  comment  on  a 
fire  in  Bridgetown  during  January 
which  “burnt  down  about  30  houses 
in  the  street  called  New-England  Row.”

This  extremely  detailed  map  is  the  first 
one  based  upon  a  systematic  survey 
of  the  island;  it  identifies  the  names  of 
over  eight  hundred  plantations  and 
shows  the  sugar  mills  attached  to  each. 
Another  edition,  with  some  modifica¬ 
tions,  was  published  ca.  1678.  Tony 
Campbell  (1965)  discusses  both  edi¬ 
tions  and  reproduces  the  first  whose  date 
of  publication  he  tentatively  gives  as 
1681.  The  second  edition  is  reproduced, 
and  both  editions  are  discussed,  in 
Jeannette  D.  Black,  ed.

Lydia  Fell,  a  Quaker,  visited 
Barbados  in  1676  (Manuscripts,  Society 
of  Friends,  Portfolios,  vol.  17,  no.  2)  and 
lived  in  Bridgetown  “when  the  last 
great  fire  was  in  town.”  Her  religious 
diatribe  was  apparently  a  reaction 
against  the  persecutions  of  the  Quakers.

The  “Description  of  Barbados”  (p.  48) 


contains  brief  information  on  topics 
such  as  physical  geography,  flora  and 
fauna,  towns,  government,  etc.,  most 
of  which  is  apparently  based  on  sources 
such  as  Ligon  (1657)  and  Ogilby  (1671). 
A  map  of  Barbados  is  also  included,  but, 
according  to  Tony  Campbell  (in  whose 
work  the  map  is  reproduced)  “the 
island’s  outline  is  copied  from  Ogilby 
but  the  interior  is  dotted  with  trees 
and  hills  that  owe  little  to  Ligon  or 
geographical  accuracy”  (1965,  p.  10).

He  visited  Barbados 
at  least  three  times  during  the  early 
1 660s  and  ultimately  spent  a  total  of 
approximately  fourteen  weeks  on  the 
island.  His  description  {pp.  io-2g) 
includes  brief  comments  on  topics 
such  as  trade,  towns,  diseases,  slave 
life,  beverages,  and  fauna;  approxi¬ 
mately  half  the  pages  are  devoted  to  the 
island’s  commercial  and  noncommercial 
plants.  He  describes  these  plants  and 
sometimes  includes  information  on  how 
they  are  cultivated  and  used,  e.g., 
sugar-cane  planting  and  processing.

The  Negro's  and  Indians  Advocate ,  suing 
for  their  admission  into  the  Church :  or  a 
persuasive  to  the  instructing  and  baptizing 
of  the  Negroes  and  Indians  in  our 
plantations.

The  author,  an  Anglican  minister, 
offers  this  tract  as  a  direct  rebuttal  to 
George  Fox’s  (1672)  attack  on  the 
Anglican  ministers  of  Barbados.  God¬ 
wyn  gives  no  indication  as  to  how  long 
he  lived  in  Barbados  but  he  was  there 
sometime  between  1672  and  1680  and 
his  tract  is  directly  related  to  his  ex¬ 
periences  on  the  island.  In  it  he  argues 
for  the  humanity  of  the  Negro  and 
develops  an  elaborate  case  for  the  neces¬ 
sity  of  instructing  him  in  Christianity. 
Godwyn  argues  for  neither  the  aboli¬ 
tion  of  the  slave  trade  nor  for  the  eman¬ 
cipation  of  the  slaves,  but  his  position  is 
a  liberal  one  for  the  period.  The  work, 
however,  contains  relatively  sparse 
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information  on  the  behavior  and  social 
life  of  the  slaves  themselves.

On  the  title  page  of  the  jcb  copy  there 
is  a  manuscript  inscription  “by  John 
Taylor.”  Taylor  had  visited  Barbados 
at  least  in  1659,  1662,  1666  (see  Manu¬ 
scripts,  Society  of  Friends,  Portfolios, 
vol.  17,  no.  2).  His  tract,  of  little  value 
for  a  study  of  the  island’s  Quaker  com¬ 
munity,  criticizes  two  former  Quakers 
who  had  lived  in  Barbados.

Hanson,  a  long-time  resi¬ 
dent  of  Barbados,  had  been  accused  of 
fraudulently  acquiring  and  selling  guns 
belonging  to  a  Jewish  merchant,  An¬ 
thony  Rodriguez.  He  was  found  guilty 
and  his  “.  .  .  several  applications  to 
Sir  Richard  [Dutton],  praying  favor 
to  be  heard,  in  order  to  the  vindication 
of  his  reputation,  not  in  the  least  re¬ 
garding  the  fine,  but  only  to  preserve 
his  credit  .  .  .”  were  refused.  His  appeal 
to  the  King  was  forwarded  to  the  Lords 
of  Trade  who  then  asked  for  more 
details  from  Governor  Dutton.  The 
afTair  snowballed,  Dutton  became  ang¬ 
ered  and  Hanson  was  imprisoned; 
he  escaped  to  England  and  continued 
his  appeals.

Tryon,  a  London  merchant  and  prolific 
writer  on  various  subjects,  had  spent 
about  five  years  in  Barbados  in  the 
1660s.  Some  of  his  experiences  are 
reflected  in  this  book  which  is  divided 
into  three  parts:  part  1  ( pp .  1-73),  “A 
Brief  Treatise  of  the  Principal  Fruits 
and  Herbs  that  Grow  in  Barbadoes, 
Jamaica,  and  other  Plantations  in  the 
West  Indies,”  is  not  particularly  in¬ 
formative,  and  about  half  of  its  pages 
are  devoted  to  advice  on  how  to  live 
and  eat  so  as  to  preserve  one’s  health; 
part  2  ( pp .  75-145)  “The  Negroes 
Complaint  of  Their  Hard  Servitude 
.  .  makes  a  strong  plea  for  milder 
and  more  humane  treatment  of  slaves. 
Barbados  is  not  specifically  mentioned 
in  this  section,  but  Tryon’s  comments 
seem  to  be  based  upon  his  observations 
in  the  island;  part  3  {pp.  146-222 )  “A 
Discourse  in  way  of  Dialogue  between 
an  Ethiopean  .  .  .  and  a  Christian,  that 
was  his  Master  in  America”  is  an  inter¬ 
esting  satire  on  the  subjects  of  Christian¬ 
ity,  white  supremacy  and  slavery,  in 
which  the  slave  points  out  various  con¬ 
tradictions  between  Christian  belief 
and  practice.  In  all,  the  book  is  of  very 
little  value  as  a  source  of  information  on 
Barbados.  Despite  Tryon’s  lengthy 
residence  in  Barbados,  his  posthum¬ 
ously  published  autobiography  {Some 
Memoirs  of  the  Life  of  Mr.  Thomas  Tryon , 
London,  1705  [bm])  contains  no  infor¬ 
mation  about  the  island.

After  the  defeat  of  Monmouth’s  army 
in  1685,  Pitman  was  imprisoned  in 
England  and  was  subsequently  shipped 
to  Barbados  as  an  indentured  servant. 
Only  a  few  pages  of  his  account  are 
devoted  to  his  approximately  sixteen- 
month  stay  on  the  island  and  the  harsh 
treatment  he  received  while  there,  but 
he  relates  in  considerable  detail  the 
manner  in  which  he  clandestinely 
procured  a  boat  and  escaped  in  the 
company  of  seven  other  servants. 

The  “Monmouth  rebels”  were  con¬ 
sidered  a  special  category  of  indentured 
servant,  and  reproduced  in  this  work 
is  the  stringent  law  of  early  1686,  passed 
to  regulate  their  behavior  and  prevent 
their  removal  from  Barbados  before 
their  ten-year  period  of  indenture 
expired.  Richard  Hall  (1764,  p.  455) 
only  reproduces  the  title  of  this  law, 
“An  act  for  the  governing  and  retaining 
within  this  island,  all  such  rebels 
convict  .  .  and  comments  on  it,  in  a 
footnote:  “.  .  .  the  condition  of  these 
rebels  was  by  this  act,  made  as  bad  as, 
if  not  worse,  than  the  Negroes ;  but  King 
William  III  was  pleased  to  release  them 
from  servitude,  and  this  act  was  re¬ 
pealed,  March  17,  1690.”

I  have  come  across  no  other  reference 
to  this  Relation ,  have  been  able  to  find 
no  trace  of  an  earthquake  on  the 
island  in  1690  (cf.  Schomburgk,  1848, 
pp.  68-6g),  and,  from  all  evidence, 
nothing  was  published  in  Barbados 
until  1730. 

Thomas,  Dalby

This  London  newsletter  (a  broadside 
printed  on  two  sides)  reports  a  story 
which  came  from  the  West  Indies  via  a 
ship  at  Bristol.  The  story  describes  how 
two  merchantmen,  hearing  of  the  war 
between  England  and  France  and  fear¬ 
ing  to  return  to  London  without  a 
convoy,  made  for  Barbados.  The 
island’s  Assembly  convinced  the  ships 
captains  to  unload  their  cargoes  and 
convert  their  ships  to  men-of-war. 
Thus  converted,  the  two  ships,  joined 
by  seven  other  “smaller  vessels,’  and 
twenty-three  hundred  men  sailed  for 
St.  Kitts  where,  after  capturing  some 
French  vessels  and  destroying  others, 
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they  landed,  plundering  and  destroying 
various  French  settlements.  After  this 
venture  “.  .  .  this  victorious  fleet  of 
Barbadians,  to  the  great  honor  and 
reputation  of  the  island,  [were]  flushed 
with  success”  and  wanted  to  continue 
their  campaign  against  the  French 
elsewhere.

The  entries  relating  to  Barbados  for 
the  first  three  decades  or  so  are  usually 
very  brief,  a  few  lines  at  most,  and  relate 
largely  to  Codrington  College  itself, 
e.g.,  its  construction,  staffing,  and  to 
general  progress  made  in  the  religious 
instruction  of  the  slaves;  occasionally 
one  finds  comments  on  the  state  of  the 
plantations.  Every  year,  however,  there 
is  appended  to  each  report  a  summation 


of  the  plantations’  finances  showing 
expenditures,  receipts,  and  profits. 
These  reports,  although  lacking  in 
detail,  permit  a  useful  overview  of  the 
development  of  the  college  and  planta¬ 
tions. 

Beginning  in  the  mid- 1740s,  entries 
on  Barbados  become  lengthier,  and 
more  details,  especially  relating  to  the 
college,  are  offered.  By  the  late  1 760s 
and  through  the  next  decade,  reports 
dealing  with  Barbados  are  sporadic, 
appearing  every  few  years,  although 
the  annual  financial  statement  of  the 
plantations  is  continuously  published. 
The  reports  start  again  in  the  early 
1 780s  and  deal  with  financial  and 
economic  problems  of  the  plantations, 
the  progress  in  paying  off  debts,  etc., 
but  they  continue  to  be  erratic,  and  by 
1800  cease  again.  Recommencing  in 
1823,  the  Barbados  reports  become 
more  elaborate  than  ever  before,  and 
often  contain  transcripts  and  lengthy 
extracts  of  letters  written  from  Barbados, 
reporting  on  conditions  of  the  planta¬ 
tions,  especially  with  respect  to  the 
slaves  and  the  provisions  and  progress 
made  in  their  religious  instruction. 
Reports  for  the  1830s  are  extremely 
detailed  and  a  great  deal  of  information 
is  also  provided  on  the  college  itself, 
its  academic  affairs,  curricula,  etc. 

A  complete  set  of  these  reports  is 
located  in  the  uspg  Archives.

Pages  1-196  of  volume  2  are  devoted  to 
Barbados.  In  nine  chapters,  the  author 
deals  with  the  island’s  political  history, 
geography,  military  establishment, 
agriculture,  flora  and  fauna,  popu¬ 
lation,  government,  sugar  production, 
etc.  The  author  never  visited  the  West 
Indies,  and  relies  upon  Ligon  ( 1 657)  to  a 
considerable  degree,  but  he  also  uses 
other  published  sources  and  information 
provided  by  residents  and  former 
residents.  The  result  is  that  his  ac¬ 
quaintance  with  Barbados  appears  to 
be  much  more  intimate  than  that  of 
many  other  writers  who  never  visited 
the  island.  He  frequently  attempts  to 
update  Ligon,  and  sometimes  offers 
useful  comparative  materials  to  assess 
social  change  since  the  time  of  Ligon’s 
writing. 

A  second,  two-volume  edition,  “cor- 
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rected  and  amended,”  was  published 
in  London  in  1741  [bm,  ij,  bmhs]. 
The  Barbados  section  (vol.  2 ,pp.  i-iyi) 
contains  few  significant  differences  in 
content  from  the  first  edition.  In  the 
first  edition,  chapter  1  takes  the  island’s 
political  history  up  to  1708  and  the 
administration  of  Governor  Mitford 
Crowe;  the  second  edition  continues  the 
history  through  1739  and  the  adminis¬ 
tration  of  Robert  Byng.  The  remaining 
chapters  are  identical  in  the  two  edi¬ 
tions,  except  that  the  last  three  para¬ 
graphs  of  the  final  chapter  in  the  first 
edition  are  omitted  in  the  second  one. 
The  dedication  page  is  signed  J.  Old- 
mixon  in  the  1708  edition.

located  northeast  of  Trinidad  on  num¬ 
erous  maps  of  the  seventeenth  and 
eighteenth  centuries.  The  earliest  use 
of  the  name  seems  to  have  been  in 
Jan  Huyghen  van  Linschoten’s  Itiner- 
ario  (Amsterdam,  1596)  on  the  map 
of  South  America  compiled  for  him  by 
Peter  Plancius  from  Portuguese  sources. 
On  this  map  the  island  is  called  T.  da 
Fongequa  al:  de  S.  Barnaldo.’  Possibly 
the  name  refers  to  Joao  Vicente  da 
Fonseca,  Archbishop  of  Goa  (d.  1587), 
who  had  been  Linschoten’s  patron  dur¬ 
ing  the  years  he  spent  in  India.  On 
earlier  sixteenth-century  maps,  includ¬ 
ing  those  of  Ortelius  and  Mercator,  the 
island  appears  in  the  same  location 
with  the  name  of  St.  Bernard  or  St. 
Bartholomew,  spelled  in  various  ways. 
In  some  cases  (for  instance  a  manu¬ 
script  atlas  by  Vaz  Dourado  of  1580), 
the  name  appears  as  ‘Sao  Brandao’, 
suggesting  that  it  may  have  been 
originally  intended  to  represent  one  of 
the  many  imaginary  islands  to  which, 
according  to  legend,  the  Irish  monk  St. 
Brendan  voyaged  in  the  sixth  century.

Thomas  Fullerton,  Esqs.,  and  other 
Friends  in  England  having  Estates  or 
Interests  in  the  said  Island;  touching 
the  Petition  which  they  lately  trans¬ 
mitted  to  be  given  into  the  Plonourable 
House  of  Commons,  for  having  the 
Trade  to  Africa  carried  on  by  a  Com¬ 
pany  of  a  Sufficient  Joint-Stock;

The  77  signatories  to  this  petition 
claim  to  own  two-thirds  of  all  the  land 
and  slaves  in  Barbados,  offer  some 
valuable  information  on  the  island's 
trading  activities,  and  vigorously  defend 
a  reassertion  of  the  Royal  African 
Company’s  monopoly,  while  complain-

Sharpe,  William 

The  case  of  William  Sharpe ,  Esq. 
London,  1712.  50  pp.  [  rcs,  bm  ] 
Concerns  the  altercation  between  Gov¬ 
ernor  Mitford  Crowe  and  William 
Sharpe.  The  latter  was  removed  as 
President  of  the  Barbados  Council  when 
Crowe  arrived  in  1707.  The  case  was 
precipitated  by  the  legislature’s  deci¬ 
sion  to  introduce  a  paper  currency  in 
the  island,  a  decision  in  which  Sharpe 
had  been  instrumental  and  for  which 
he  was  accused  of  corruption.  This  item 
contains  a  petition  sent  to  the  King  by 
Sharpe  in  which  he  explains  why  a 
paper  currency  was  established  and 
defends  his  actions.  It  also  reproduces 
(pp.  17-50)  a  variety  of  documents 
relating  to  the  case,  such  as  letters  and 
petitions  supportative  of  Sharpe  and 
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signed  by  clergymen,  merchants  and 
planters. 

[Cleland,  William] 

The  present  state  of  the  sugar  plantations 
consider'd;  but  especially  that  of  the 
island  of  Barbadoes.

Written  by  a  Barbados  merchant  and 
planter,  this  pamphlet  contains  des¬ 
criptions  of  various  island  institutions 
(as  well  as  a  critique  of  their  inade¬ 
quacies)  such  as  the  church,  governor’s 
office,  civilian  administration,  organiza¬ 
tion  of  the  militia  and  military  fortifica¬ 
tions,  and  agriculture.  The  largest 
section  deals  with  the  island’s  trade  and 
commerce,  with  a  few  pages  devoted  to 
the  slave  trade.  The  author’s  name  is 
inscribed  in  manuscript  in  one  of  the 
bm’s  copies  and  on  the  dedication  page 
of  a  1714  edition  [ul]. 

[Cleland,  William] 

Some  observations  shewing  the  danger  of 
losing  the  trade  of  the  sugar  colonies. 
Plumbly  offer'd  to  the  consideration  of  the 
Parliament.  By  a  Planter. 

London,  1714.  15  pp-  [  ul  ] 

This  pamphlet  is,  in  effect,  an  argu¬ 
ment  for  the  establishment  of  a  mono¬ 
poly  trade  in  slaves  by  a  British  joint- 
stock  company.  It  stresses  that  slaves 
cost  more  since  the  Royal  African 
Company  lost  its  monopoly,  discusses  a 
variety  of  economic  factors  which 
“clearly  demonstrate  how  near  the 
desolation  of  the  sugar  islands  is  at 
hand,”  and  offers  a  solution  which  rests 
upon  Parliament’s  “securing  as  much 
as  possible  the  whole  trade  to  Africa, 
in  the  hands  of  the  subjects  of  Great 
Britain.”  Although  concerned  with  the 
West  Indies  in  general,  there  are  fre¬ 
quent  specific  references  to  Barbados. 

Hanson  (2016)  cites  the  author;  he  is 
also  provisionally  identified  in  the  ul 
catalog. 

Edmundson,  William 

A  journal  of  the  life ,  travels ,  sufferings , 
and  labour  of  love  in  the  work  of  the 
ministry ,  of  that  worthy  elder ,  and  f  aithful 
servant  of  Jesus  Christ ,  William  Ed¬ 
mundson,  who  departed  this  life ,  the  31st 
of  the  6th  month ,  1712. 

Dublin,  1715.  413  pp.  [  nypl  ] 


Edmundson,  a  Quaker,  made  five  visits 
to  Barbados.  Two  were  in  1671  (the 
first  of  these  in  the  company  of  George 
Fox,  Thomas  Briggs,  John  Stubbs, 
James  Lancaster,  Robert  Widder,  “and 
several  others”);  one  in  1675;  and  two 
in  1683-84.  In  all,  he  must  have  spent 
close  to  a  year  on  the  island,  but  his 
account  of  these  visits  ( pp .  33,  55,  70-76 , 
iog,  1 10)  is  superficial  and  concentrates 
upon  his  own  religious  activities,  the 
meetings  he  attended,  and  some  of  the 
local  Quakers  he  encountered.  Of 
interest  is  a  brief  discussion  of  his 
altercation  in  1675  with  the  Anglican 
minister  (Gilbert?)  Ramsey,  their 
public  debate  on  theological  issues,  and 
his  dialogue  with  Governor  Atkins 
concerning  the  Quakers’  preaching  to 
slaves.  Three  letters  Edmundson  wrote 
from  Barbados  are  also  reproduced. 
One  (pp.  233-33),  written  in  1675  and 
addressed  to  Friends  in  Ireland,  men¬ 
tions  the  names  of  some  Barbados 
Quakers;  the  other  two  (pp.  303-7 ) 
were  written  in  1684  to  his  wife  and  are 
primarily  religious  epistles. 

The  first  edition  was  published  in 
London  in  1713;  the  last  in  1829 
(Sabin  21873).

Aside 
from  the  “representation”  (pp.  13  jd), 
there  are  other  documents  and  state- 
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ments  dealing  with  Governor  Lowther, 
especially  his  seizure  of  the  cargo  of  a 
Portuguese  ship  which  had  landed  at 
Barbados.  The  author  is  cited  by 
Hanson  (2526).

The  thrust  of  this  item  is  an  exposure  of 
the  arbitrary,  corrupt,  and  slanderous 
behavior  of  Governor  Robert  Lowther. 
“The  Gfovernor]  partly  out  of  a  pique 
against  some  particular  men,  and  more 
out  of  his  own  natural  arbitrary  temper, 
has  carry’d  things  with  so  high  a  hand, 
as  to  occasion  uneasiness  in  all,  and  to 
incur  the  dislike  of  everyone,  except  the 
hated  few  who  are  his  creatures  and  de¬ 
pendents.”  Reviewed  are  the  Governor’s 
altercations  with  the  Reverend  William 
Gordon  ‘‘whose  character  was  privately 
traduc’d  in  an  unparalled  manner  to  the 
Bishop  of  London”;  his  relationship 
with  Jonathan  Blenman,  a  lawyer;  his 
extortion  and  legal  manipulation  in  the 
case  of  a  Portuguese  ship  that  had  put 
into  the  island;  his  criticisms  of  John 
Smalridge,  the  manager  of  the  Codring- 
ton  plantations  (whose  reply  to 
Lowther’s  charges,  reproduced  in  this 
tract,  offers  some  information  on  the 
productivity  of  the  plantations) ;  and 
cases  of  other  individuals  who  had 
trouble  with  Lowther  —  these  are  offered 
as  other  “flagrant  instancefs]  in  the 
abandon’d  accuser  of  good  men.”  A 
useful  and  interesting  work  for  a  study  of 
the  relationship  between  the  islanders 
and  the  governor.

A  portion  of  this  map  is  reproduced  by 
Tony  Campell  (1965)  who  notes  that  it

that  the  legal  bounds  of  the  parishes 
were  fixed.  Schomburgk  [1848]  •  •  • 
suggested  that  the  outdated  boundaries 
should  be  revised,  but  it  was  not  until 
the  Admiralty  survey  of  1873  that 
Mayo’s  map  ceased  to  be  the  standard 
representation  of  Barbados.”  The  map 
also  contains  an  inset  plan  of  Bridge¬ 
town  and  view  of  Codrington  College.

The  author,  a  physician,  had  apparently 
lived  in  Barbados  for  about  seven  years 
at  the  time  of  his  book’s  publication. 
Most  of  his  discussion  is  devoted  to  the 
symptoms  and  nature  of  various  ill¬ 
nesses,  and  the  remedies  he  has  person¬ 
ally  found  most  effective ;  little  attention 
is  given  to  types  of  local  cures,  the  use 
of  plants  in  the  preparation  of  curatives, 
etc.  In  a  letter  to  Hans  Sloane,  written 
from  Barbados  on  April  30,  1 732  (BM> 
Sloane  Mss.  4052,  fol.  105 ),  Towne 
wrote  that  he  was  preparing  a  “second 
edition  of  my  treatise  on  the  diseases  in 
these  parts.  It  has  cost  me  a  good  deal 
of  pains  and  observation  and  ...  it  will 
be  much  larger  and  more  complete  than 
the  former  [edition].”  I  have  been 
unable  to  trace  this  edition,  and  assume 
it  was  either  never  completed  or  never 
published. 

Uring,  Captain  Nathaniel 

A  history  of  the  voyages  and  travels  of 
Capt.  Nathaniel  Uring.

A  monthly  in  which  the  articles  relating 
to  Barbados  are  mainly  short  news  items 
largely  dealing  with  political  events  or 
natural  calamities.  Occasionally  ex¬ 
tracts  from  letters  sent  from  Barbados 
are  included,  but,  generally  speaking, 
the  articles  do  not  provide  rich  sources 
of  information  on  social  history.  A

Dated  September  30,  1731,  this  item 
continues  a  discussion  of  trade  and 
economic  matters  started  in  the  author’s 
first  letter  (1731).

In  a 
1 744  testimony  before  a  House  of 
Commons  committee,  he  noted  that  he 
had  “lived  [in  Barbados]  at  different 
times  [for]  twenty  eight  years”  ( Reports 
from  Committees  of  the  House  of  Commons , 
reprinted  by  order  of  the  House.  Vol.  2, 
Miscellaneous  Subjects :  1798-69.  London, 
1803,  p.  72).  Although  this  work  is 
more  extensive  than  the  author’s  1 734 
and  1735  tracts,  it  deals  with  the  same 
economic  issues.  It  argues  that  the  sugar 
colonies  are  of  considerable  economic 
importance  to  Great  Britain  and  that 
there  are  unfair  economic  burdens 
imposed  upon  them.

“A  good  part  ...  of  this  work,” 
the  editor  notes,  “does  more  nearly 
affect  the  people  of  [Barbados]  for 
whose  benefit  indeed  it  was  principally 
undertaken.  .  .  .  But  ’ tis  apprehended 
that  our  European  readers  will  find 
their  account  in  the  perusal  of  even  of 
this  part  of  our  collection,  as  it  may 
give  them  an  idea  of  the  customs, 
manners,  humours,  morals,  and  poli¬ 
ticks  of  a  small  subordinate  Govern¬ 
ment,  and  shew  how  near  it  resembles 
those  that  are  independent .  .  .  and  more 
renowned  in  story.  Here,  indeed,  they 
may  see  Great  Britain  itself  in  miniature, 
observe  the  direful  effects  of  the  same 
unruly  passions,  discover  the  same 
springs  of  action,  the  same  inclination 
to  parties  and  factions,  kept  up  too 
by  the  same  motives,  all  centering  in 
self-interest,  which  alike  governs 
throughout  the  world.” 

Both  volumes  contain  subject  and 
name  indexes,  and  a  lengthy  appendix 
to  volume  2  (pp.  237-338)  reproduces 
eight  papers  “referr’d  to  in  the  book, 
but  several  others  relating  to  the  affairs 
of  Barbados,  some  whereof  were  never 
printed  before”  —  these  items,  written 
between  1728  and  1732,  largely  relate 
to  legal  and  political  issues. 

The  value  of  this  collection  is  greatly 
enhanced  because  of  the  rarity  of  early 
issues  of  the  Barbados  Gazette. 

Keimer  is  cited  as  editor  of  Caribbeana 
by  Sabin  (37174)  and  in  the  bm  catalog.

West  Indies,  and  North  America;  laws 
governing  exports  and  their  impli¬ 
cations  for  island  trade;  the  islands 
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legal  and  judicial  system  with  respect  to 
real  estate  and  debts;  London  mer¬ 
chants  and  their  representatives  in  Bar¬ 
bados;  the  island’s  credit  system; 
general  comments  on  the  operation  of 
the  island’s  judicial  and  legal  system 
and  the  relationship  between  local  con¬ 
ditions  and  laws  passed  in  England.  Also 
presented  is  a  detailed  history  of  the  \\ 
percent  export  duty  and  its  effects  on 
the  Barbadian  economy.

Chalkley,  a  Quaker  merchant,  paid 
visits  to  Barbados  in  at  least  1701,  1707, 
1718,  1727,  1729,  and  1731  (Manu¬ 
scripts,  Society  of  Friends,  Portfolios, 
vol.  17,  no.  2).  The  following  comments 
on  the  above  work  are  based  upon  an 
article  by  Henry  J.  Cadbury,  “A  Quaker 
Account  of  Barbados  in  1718”  {Jl. 
BMHS,  10,  1942-43,  118-24).  Cadbury 
provides  biographical  data  on  Chalkley 
and  information  on  how  the  volume, 
published  posthumously,  came  into 
print.  He  notes  that  some  passages  from 
the  manuscript  journal  were  omitted  in 
the  published  volume,  and  his  trans- 
scription  of  Chalkley’s  1718  visit  to 
Barbados  is  from  the  original  located  in 
the  Historical  Society  of  Pennsylvania. 
In  his  account,  Chalkley  gives  some 
information  on  the  island’s  Quaker 
community,  makes  a  brief  comment  on 
the  treatment  of  slaves,  and  reports  on  a 
visit  to  “Oliver’s  Cave”  (the  Animal- 
flower  cave?).  Cadbury  simply  sum¬ 
marizes  Chalkley’s  other  visits  to 
Barbados.  Sabin  (11746-747)  cites  later 
editions. 

The  royal  African:  or,  memoirs  of  the 
young  prince  of  Annamaboe . 

London  [1749].  53  pp-  [  ul,  bm  ] 
The  adventures  of  the  “Young  Prince” 
apparently  aroused  considerable  interest 
in  England.  The  author  of  this  account, 
“not  being  perfectly  satisfied  with  the 
narrative  in  the  newspapers.  ...  it 
appeared  to  me  worth  employing  a  few 
leisure  hours,  in  reducing  what  I  have 
learned  into  some  kind  of  order  .  .  .  this 
gave  rise  to  the  following  Memoirs.” 
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The  Memoirs  detail  how  “John  Cor- 
rente,”  a  Fanti  (Gold  Coast)  chief  and 
active  slave  trader,  was  encouraged  by 
a  privateering  captain  to  send  his  son 
to  England.  Instead,  the  son  was  taken 
to  Barbados  and  sold  as  a  slave;  he  was 
ultimately  freed  through  the  interven¬ 
tion  of  the  Royal  African  Company 
which  wanted  to  stabilize  its  business 
relationships  with  the  father  in  Africa. 
The  account  is  largely  devoted  to  the 
intricacies  of  slaving  operations  on  the 
African  coast ;  other  than  briefly  record¬ 
ing  the  son’s  reactions  upon  discovering 
he  was  enslaved  in  Barbados  ( pp .  40-42), 
no  information  is  provided  about  the 
island.

Although  most  of  this  well-known  work 
is  devoted  to  descriptions  of  the  island’s 
flora  and  fauna,  these  often  contain 
information  on  plant  use  for  medicinal, 
dietary,  etc.,  purposes,  and  ancillary 
comments  applicable  to  wider  cultural 
practices.  There  are  also  some  valuable 
descriptive  passages  on  the  island’s 
human  population,  agricultural  prac¬ 
tices,  and  sugar  making. 

Hughes  first  arrived  at  Barbados  in 
late  1 735  and  assumed  the  rectorship  of 
St.  Lucy’s  parish,  a  post  he  formally 
held,  with  intermittent  residences  in 
Pennsylvania  and  England,  until  1754;

“Fir’d  with  a  sense  of  filial  gratitude,” 
the  author  notes,  “.  .  .  for  that  indus¬ 
trious,  venerable  isle,  which  gave  me 
birth  and  rear’d  me  up  to  life,”  his 
“blank  verse”  extols  the  island’s  geo¬ 
graphy,  animal  and  plant  life  (occasion¬ 
ally  providing  information  on  the 
cultivation  and  local  use  of  plants),  and 
white  population  — a  sample:  “Indus¬ 
trious  are  thy  sons  /  and  by  their  toil, 


made  healthy,  strong  and  brave.  True 
to  their  King,  and  generous  to  stran¬ 
gers  /  a  chearful  welcome  smiles  in  ev’ry 
face  (the  index  of  their  hearts)  and 
hospitality  crowns  all  their  boards. 
Thy  daughters  too,  are  blest  with  ev’ry 
virtue  /  prudent,  and  chaste,  and 
modest,  and  discreet  /  in  person  fair,  in 
shape  most  delicate.” 

Belgrove,  William 

A  treatise  upon  husbandry  or  planting. 
Boston,  1755.  86 pp.  [  bm,  bos,  h  ] 
The  author,  identifying  himself  as  a 
“regular  bred,  and  long  experienced 
planter  of.  .  .  Barbados,”  devotes  about 
fifty  pages  of  this  useful  pamphlet  to  a 
detailed  exposition  of  management, 
planting,  care,  cost-accounting,  sugar 
making,  etc.,  on  a  five-hundred  acre 
sugar  plantation.  Appended  to  Bel- 
grove’s  work  (pp.  51-86)  is  Henry 
Drax’s  “Instructions  for  the  manage¬ 
ment  of  Drax-Hall  and  the  Irish-Hope 
plantations:  to  Archibald  Johnson.” 
These  “Instructions,”  Belgrove  notes, 
were  “given  many  years  ago  ...”  but 
he  does  not  date  the  manuscript  nor 
relate  how  he  acquired  it.  On  the  basis 
of  internal  evidence  and  Drax  family 
history,  I  would  guess  the  “Instruc¬ 
tions”  date  from  the  late  seventeenth  or 
early  eighteenth  century;  they  afford  a 
valuable  source  of  information  about 
plantation  operations,  especially  with 
respect  to  agricultural  practices  and 
sugar  making. 

Douglass,  William 

A  Summary ,  historical  and  political ,  of  the 
first  planting ,  progressive  improvements , 
and  present  state  of  the  British  settlements 
in  North  America.

Dr.  Douglass  visited  Barbados  in  1717. 
His  brief  chapter  specifically  dealing 
with  the  island  (vol.  1,  pp.  i3°^3^)  1S 
largely  a  chronological  history,  based  on 
unspecified  sources,  with  some  com¬ 
mentary  on  government,  commerce, 
etc.  More  useful  information,  on  topics 
such  as  plant  use,  manufacture  and 
cultivation  of  sugar  cane,  and  slaves,  is 
interspersed  throughout  his  more  gen¬ 
eral  chapter  “The  British  Island  Settle¬ 
ments”  (vol.  1 ,  pp.  iI5~3°)\

Contains  a  map  of  the  island  which 
shows  towns  and  forts  (reproduced  in 
Tony  Campbell,  1965).

ses. 

[Paris],  1758.  284  pp.  [  bm,  lc,  h  ] 
The  section  on  Barbados  {pp.  5-42), 
which  includes  materials  on  history, 
geography,  etc.,  focuses  on  the  island’s 
commerce  and  economy;  it  is  based  on 
various  published  sources.  Sabin  (9601) 
cites  the  author. 

Gardiner,  Richard 

An  account  of  the  expedition  to  the  West 
Indies ,  against  Martinico ,  Guadeloupe , 
and  other  the  Leeward  Islands ,  subject  to 
the  French  King.

A  captain  of  the  marines  very  briefly 
records  {pp.  g—io)  his  stay  in  Barbados 
while  the  English  fleet  was  being  pro¬ 
visioned  and  attempts  were  made  to 
acquire  volunteers  to  join  the  expedi¬ 
tion.

Alleyne”  (Cruickshank  63)  a  prominent 
Barbadian  planter,  focuses  upon  the 
problems  of  raising  a  Barbadian  volun¬ 
teer  force  to  participate  in  an  expedition 
against  the  French.  Some  useful  com¬

These  references  contribute 
to  an  understanding  of  the  island's 
trading  and  political  relations  with 
other  Caribbean  territories.

Cited  by  E.  M.  Shilstone  (“Book  and 
Pocket  Almanacs.”  Jl.  BMHS ,  28, 
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1960-61,  78-79),  who  notes  “From  an 
advertisement  which  appeared  in  the 
Barbados  Mercury  of  Dec.  4,  1 784,  it 
would  seem  that  publication  of  this 
almanac  began  with  the  year  1755. 
‘Arrived  from  London  and  now  on  sale 
Matthias  Holst’s  Barbados  Almanac 
for  1785  being  the  31st  year  of  contin¬ 
ued  publication  in  sheet  and  books.’ 
A  later  advertisement  in  the  Mercury  for 
Nov.  29,  1788  announces  the  arrival 
of  the  almanac  for  1 789  being  the  35th 
year  of  continued  publication.” 

Shilstone’s  citation  permits  a  delinea¬ 
tion  of  some  of  the  information  con¬ 
tained  in  the  1764  almanac:  “districts 
of  the  several  precincts  .  .  .  the  time 
the  [mail]  pacquets  are  to  sail  from 
Europe  for  these  islands.  An  exact  list 
of  His  Majesty’s  justices  of  the  peace.  A 
table  of  the  holidays  observed  at  the 
Customs  House.  Also  the  times  of 
meeting  of  the  several  Lodges  of  Free 
and  Accepted  Masons  in  this  island 
etc.” 

Almanacs  in  this  series  are  rare;  see 
Shilstone’s  article  for  biographical  notes 
on  Holst. 

Dolland,  John

This  item  was  printed  for  Matthias 
Holst,  a  Bridgetown  “jeweller,  gold¬ 
smith,  and  toyman”  who,  in  the  “ad¬ 
vertisement,”  offers  an  elaborate  in¬ 
ventory  of  his  talents  and  capabilities. 
The  almanac  itself  provides  standard 
information  and  includes  the  names  of 
the  members  of  the  Barbados  Council, 
the  judges  of  the  island’s  courts,  and 
other  officials.  There  is  also  a  list  of 
about  one-hundred-seventy-five  Bar¬ 
badians  “of  the  Commission  of  the 
Peace  appointed  by  His  Excellency 
Charles  Pinfold,  esq.  and  published 
November  10,  1761”;  a  list  of  the 
holidays  observed  at  the  customhouse 
in  Barbados  for  1 765 ;  and  the  weekly 
schedule  of  meetings  of  the  Barbados 
Mason’s  Lodge. 

The  copy  of  this  volume  located  in 
the  jcb  library  has  eighty-four  pages, 
but  only  twenty-four  of  these  are 
printed  — many  of  the  remaining  ones 


contain  handwritten  notes,  by  the 
almanac’s  apparent  owner,  which  large¬ 
ly  record  business  transactions  and 
other  personal  matters. 

Hall,  Richard 

Acts ,  passed  in  the  island  of  Barbados.

An  invaluable  source,  reproducing 
about  two-hundred-thirty  of  Barbados’s 
laws  in  force,  with  occasional  marginal 
commentary  by  Richard  Hall,  Sr.,  who 
was  a  long-time  member  of  the  Barba¬ 
dos  House  of  Assembly  and  a  Justice 
of  the  Peace  for  almost  thirty  years. 
Also  contains  the  titles  of  over  eight- 
hundred  laws  which  had  become  obso¬ 
lete  or  had  been  repealed. 

In  the  preface,  Richard  Hall,  Jr., 
comments  on  earlier  published  editions 
of  Barbados  laws:  “Mr.  Rawlin’s  [1699] 
edition,  which  on  proper  examination 
with  the  records  will  be  found  to  be 
very  imperfect,  commenced  in  1648, 
and  ended  in  1698.  Mr.  [Arthur] 
Zouch  [Acts  of  Assembly ,  1721]  also 

began  his  compilement  in  1648  and 
continued  it  to  1717,  but  he  copies  the 
errors  of  the  first  edition,  introduced 
many  others,  and  was  likewise  guilty 
of  great  omissions.  Mr.  Salmon  [Acts 
of  Assembly ,  1739]  collected  the  laws 
from  1717  to  1738,  and  his  compile¬ 
ment,  in  conjunction  with  Mr.  Zouch’s 
are  the  only  editions  that  have  been 
used  for  many  years  past  .  .  .  Mr. 
Salmon’s  is  the  most  correct  of  these 
several  publications,  though  by  no 
means  accurate:  He  was  particularly 
careless  with  respect  to  dates,  not  one 
act  in  his  own  collection  being  dated.”

A  controversy  over  colonial  responses 
to  the  Stamp  Act  was  generated  by  the 
publication  of  A  Letter  from  the  Committee 
of  Correspondence  in  Barbados  to  their  Agent 
in  London  (1766).  InJ.  Dickinson  (1766) 
the  letter  was  sharply  criticized,  and  in 
K.  Morrison  (1766)  it  was  defended. 
In  the  present  tract,  the  author  points 
out  that  an  unauthorized  and  “surrepti¬ 
tious”  edition  of  the  original  letter  was 
published  in  Barbados  and  it  was  this 
edition,  containing  some  alterations  in 
wording  from  the  original,  that  found 
its  way  to  North  America.  The  object  of 
this  tract  is  to  clarify  misunderstandings

He  notes 
that  the  letter  “casts  unmerited  censure 
on  my  countrymen,”  and  tells  Bar¬ 
badians  that  they  themselves  have 
proved  in  their  letter  that  the  Stamp 
Act  .  .  is  destructive  of  our  [colonial] 
property,  our  freedom,  our  happiness: 
that  it  is  inconsistent  with  reason  and 
justice;  and  subversive  of  those  sacred 
rights  which  God  himself.  .  .  has  bes¬ 
towed  upon  mankind.  Yet  .  .  .  you 
[Barbadians]  term  the  opposition  made 
by  my  countrymen  to  the  execution  of 
this  .  .  .  act  rebellious.”  Dickinson  is 
not  only  incensed  at  the  Barbadians, 
but  he  also  challenges  the  right  of  the 
King  to  impose  taxes  of  this  kind  and 
presents  an  elaborate  argument  for 
colonial  “freedom”  and  private  pro¬ 
perty  rights.

Relatively  little 
material  is  presented  on  Barbadian 
attitudes  and  beliefs  concerning  illness 
and  disease,  and  local  curing  practices. 
A  later  edition,  “with  notes  by  Benja¬ 
min  Rush  of  Philadelphia,”  was  pub¬ 
lished  in  Philadelphia  in  18 11  [bm].

Medical  dissertation  by  a  Barbadian. 

A  letter  from  the  Committee  of  Correspond¬ 
ence  in  Barbados ,  to  their  agent  in  London. 
Barbados,  1 766.  [  lcp  ] 
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The  committee  represented  the  Assem¬ 
bly  and  Council  of  Barbados.  The  letter 
complains  about  the  “hardships  which 
this  community  labours  under  by  the 
imposition  of  the  stamp  duties,  lately 
put  in  force  amongst  us,”  and  notes 
that  Barbadians  are  paying  these  duties 
not  because  they  want  to,  but  rather 
“from  a  principle  of  loyalty  to  our 
King  and  Mother  Country,”  adding 
that  the  North  American  colonies,  by 
their  opposition  to  the  Stamp  Act,  are 
in  “rebellious  opposition  to  authority.” 

The  letter,  according  to  Kenneth 
Morrison  (1766),  was  first  published  in 
the  newspaper,  Barbados  Mercury ,  on 
April  19,  1766  (the  only  copy  of  this 
issue  that  I  was  able  to  locate  is  in  the 
lcp)  and  this  was  its  only  authorized 
publication.  In  Candid  Observations  on 
Two  Pamphlets  Lately  Published  (1766),  it 
is  pointed  out  that  after  publication  in 
the  Barbados  Mercury ,  “surreptitious 
copies”  of  the  letter,  containing  some 
unauthorized  alterations  in  wording, 
were  published  and  were  sent  to  the 
mainland  colonies.  One  of  these  “sur¬ 
reptitious  copies”  was  obtained  by  John 
Dickinson  who  reproduced  the  letter 
( 1 766,  pp.  ii-vi)  and  sharply  criticized  it.

This  pamphlet,  a  rebuttal  to  John 
Dickinson  (1766),  points  out  that  the 
Barbadians  “dutifully  remonstrate 
against  the  oppression  of  the  Stamp 
Act  and  the  hardship  of  being  taxed 
internally  .  .  .  yet  they  did  not  .  .  .  pre¬ 
sume  expressly  to  deny  [the  British 
Parliament]  the  right  of  taxing.”  The 
author’s  criticism  of  Dickinson’s  tract 
is,  in  effect,  a  statement  of  his  own 
political  philosophy  which  stresses  the 
belief  “.  .  .  that  a  dutiful  submission  to 
lawful  authority,  even  when  its  hand 
lies  heavy  upon  us,  will  never  be 
thought,  by  sober-minded  men,  to  indi¬ 
cate  any  inclination  to  slavery.” 

Warburton,  William

The  author  spent  some  time  in  Barba¬ 
dos,  but  his  “blank  verse”  description 
of  various  aspects  ol  island  hie  and  geo¬ 
graphy  {pp.  7/7-759)  is  cumbersome 
and  of  limited  value.  Other  editions 
of  this  work  were  published  in  177^’ 
one  in  Dublin  with  the  same  title  as 
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the  Barbados  original,  and  the  other 
in  London  under  the  title  A  Description 
of  the  West  Indies.  A  Poem ,  in  four  books. 
By  Mr.  Singleton.  During  his  excursions 
among  those  islands.  Both  1776  editions 
[nypl]  are  identical  with  the  first  in 
content,  but  differ  in  pagination. 
Sabin  (81425)  cites  a  second  London 
edition,  published  in  1777. 

[Alleyne,  Sir  John  Gay] 

Remarks  upon  a  book ,  intitled,  A  Short 
History  of  Barbados :  in  which  the 
partial  and  unfair  representations ,  of  the 
author  upon  the  subjects  of  his  history  in 
general ,  and  upon  that  of  the  demand  of 
privileges  in  particular ,  are  detected  and 
exposed. 

Barbados,  1768.  88  pp.  [  jcb  ] 

The  author,  who  is  identified  by  John 
Poyer  ( The  History  of  Barbados,  From  the 
Discovery  of  the  Island ,  1808,  pp.  338-40), 
offers  a  barbed  polemic  against  Frere 
( 1 768) .  For  the  early  years  of  Barbadian 
history,  Alleyne  accuses  Frere  of  having 
plagiarized  from  the  works  of  persons 
such  as  Oldmixon  (1708)  and  Ligon 
(1657),  and  challenges  his  account  and 
interpretations  of  the  administrations 
of  various  eighteenth-century  governors. 
The  effect  of  Frere’s  work,  he  notes,  is 
“to  inculcate  a  doctrine  of  the  most 
abject  and  undistinguishing  submission 
to  our  governors,  by  discouraging  every 
effort  of  liberty,  if  it  takes  the  form  of 
opposition,  in  the  representatives  of 
the  people.”  Most  of  the  critique  is 
devoted  to  events  of  the  mid-eighteenth 
century,  and  the  book  can  be  useful  to 
one  concerned  with  the  politics  of  this 
period. 

Frere,  though  he  saw  this  criticism 
of  his  work,  chose  not  to  rebut  it  in  his 
second  edition  (see  Frere,  1768),  but 
Poyer  points  out  that  “  Phis  produced 
a  duel  between  the  two  gentlemen;  and 
though  it  ended  without  bloodshed, 
the  dispute  laid  the  foundation  of  an 
enmity  which  had  a  visible  influence  on 
the  politics  of  the  literary  antagonists 
during  their  lives.” 

The  Barbados  edition  of  the  Remarks 
is  rare;  a  reprint  was  published  in 
London  in  1768  [h,  ij] . 

[Frere,  Henry]

A  well-known  local  history  designed 
to  show  that  “Barbados  hath  always 
preserved  a  uniform  and  steady  attach¬ 
ment  to  Great  Britain,  and  therefore  is 
intitled  to  the  affection  and  indulgence 
of  the  mother  country.”  The  early 
historical  sections  rely  on  a  variety  of 
sources  such  as  the  island’s  laws,  and 
there  is  some  useful  information  on 
eighteenth-century  administrative  struc¬ 
ture,  economy,  trade,  etc. 

To  a  criticism  of  his  history  (see  J.  G. 
Alleyne,  1768),  Frere,  in  the  second 
edition  (A  Short  History  of  Barbados  from 
its  First  Discovery  and  Settlement  to  the 
Present  Time,  London,  1768  [e,  bm,  ij]) 
replied:  “When  this  edition  was  prepar¬ 
ing  for  the  press,  the  author  was 
favoured  with  a  sight  of  some  remarks, 
published  in  Barbados,  upon  the  first 
edition  of  this  work.  These  remarks 
contain  some  assertions  that  are  false, 
many  confutable,  and  all  of  them 
uncandid  and  ungenerous.  They  are 
written  with  the  peevishness  of  a  child 
whose  playthings  have  been  disturbed. 

.  .  .  The  remarker  will  not  be  indulged 
with  a  reply,  because  a  reply  would  be 
food  for  his  distempered  appetite.  .  .  . 
For  the  present,  the  writer  of  the  re¬ 
marks  who  is  well  known  .  .  .  will  be 
permitted  to  ride  his  hobbyhorse  full 
speed,  uninterrupted.” 

Although  all  sources  agree  that  Frere 
authored  the  Short  History ,  his  first  name 
is  cited  variously  as  Henry  or  George. 
For  example,  Poyer  (1808,  p.  34°)  > 
Sabin  (3289),  and  Ragatz  (p.  182 )  cite 
him  only  as  H.  Frere.  Poyer  (1808,  p. 
226 )  notes  that  the  “author  of  the  Short 
History”  was  the  grandson  of  John 
Frere,  President  of  the  Barbados  Coun¬ 
cil  in  1720,  and  this  person  is  identified 
as  Henry  Frere  in  the  Jl.  BMHS  (17, 

1 949-50,  4).  Henry  Frere,  by  at  least 
the  1780s,  was  a  member  of  the 
Council  and  was  its  President  in  1790- 
93  (Schomburgk,  1848,  pp.  341 ,  685). 

George  Frere  is  cited  as  the  author 
by  Gundall  (35),  Cruickshank  (69),  and 
in  the  catalogs  of  the  bm  and  lc, 
among  other  libraries.

Kings  Attorney  in  Barbados”;  pages  7 
and  36  are  dated  June  24  and  July  20, 
1737.  The  Remarks ,  first  printed  in 
numbers  439,  440,  441,  and  442  of  the 
Barbados  Gazette ,  concern  a  famous  libel 
suit  against  a  New  York  printer.  They 
have  nothing  to  do  with  Barbados  per  se, 
but  reflect  the  legal  thinking  of  the 
island’s  attorney  general.  Read  in  the 
Readex  Microprint  edition,  published 
by  the  American  Antiquarian  Society.

Some  account  of  the  British  Dominions 
beyond  the  Atlantic.

The  author  visited  the  West  Indies.  He 
implies  that  the  islands  will  be  treated 
at  greater  length  in  part  2  of  his  work, 
but  this,  according  to  the  lc  catalog, 
was  never  published.  In  part  1  (p.  jg) 
he  offers  a  brief  paragraph  on  Barbados 
in  which  he  notes  “[I]  heard  many 
of  the  inhabitants  say  they  went  more 
[to  church]  to  see  and  be  seen  than  out 
of  devotion.” 

Ramble,  James 

The  life  and  adventures  of  James 
Ramble ,  Esq.

Ramble  notes  (pp.  216-17)  that  he 
visited  Barbados,  but  no  information 
on  his  stay  is  offered  other  than  the 
remark  that  he  was  “entertained  with 
magnificence  by  the  settlers  [who  are]  a 
vain,  shewey,  but  good  natured  set  of 
people.” 


The  first  edition  was  published  in 
London  in  1755  (Sabin  67615). 

Wynne,  John  Huddlestone

An  account  of  a  late  epidemical  distemper, 
extracted  from  a  letter  addressed  to 
Gedney  Clarke ,  Esq.  by  William  Sandi¬ 
ford,  M.D.  of  Barbados. 

Barbados,  1771.  16  pp.  [  lcp  ] 

The  epidemic  in  Barbados  raged  for 
three  months  in  1770  and  affected 
“many  patients,  white  as  well  as  black, 
young  as  well  as  old,  and  of  both  sexes. 

.  .  .  [and  particularly  those  persons 
who  lived]  in  the  lowest  and  moist- 
situations  .  .  .  fishermen  and  such  as 
were  most  exposed  to  the  cold  and 
moistness.”  The  symptoms  of  the 
disease  and  the  curative  devices  Sandi¬ 
ford  found  most  effective  in  treating  it 
are  described  in  detail.

He  says  little  about  his 
stay  (pp.  28-50)  other  than  noting  how 
pleasing  the  island  looked  and  how 
heavily  populated  and  planted  it  was. 
Not  wanting  to  go  to  Virginia  with  his 
ship,  he  worked  as  a  blacksmith  in 
Barbados  until  shipping  out  as  a  cook 
on  a  vessel  bound  for  St.  Eustatius. 
The  account  is  signed  at  the  end  and 
dated  1743.

{p.  20)  of  Barbados’s  geography,  history, 
economy,  etc.  The  main  value  of  this 
work  is  that  it  contains  a  large  and 
extremely  detailed  map  of  Barbados 
based  upon  a  survey  conducted  by 
William  Mayo  (1722;  reproduced  and 
discussed  by  Tony  Campbell,  1965). 
Sabin  (35970)  cites  other  editions. 

The  substance  of  the  evidence  on  the 
petition  presented  by  the  West-India 
planters  and  merchants,  to  the  hon. 
House  of  Commons,  as  it  was  introduced  at 
the  bar ,  and  summ  d  up  by  Air.  Glover,  on 
Thursday  the  16th  of  Alarch,  4775. 

New  York,  1775.  75  pp.  [  job  ] 

Pages  3-6  reproduce  the  petition  which 
complains  that  the  North  American 
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colonies  have  threatened  to  cease 
imports  from  and  exports  to  the  West 
Indies;  the  petitioners  ask  the  House  to 
remedy  various  North  American  griev¬ 
ances  so  as  to  “preserve  intercourse 
between  the  West-India  islands  and 
the  northern  colonies.”  Glover,  a 
London  merchant  and  agent  for  the 
West  India  committee,  calls  two  wit¬ 
nesses  to  elaborate  upon  points  raised 
in  the  petition.  One  of  them  is  George 
Walker  who  had  lived  in  Barbados  “a 
great  many  years  and  [has]  been  their 
agent  ever  since  I  left  the  country.” 
Walker’s  testimony  (pp.  39-66)  is  an 
elaborate  and  very  informative  discus¬ 
sion  of  Barbados  trade  in  which  he 
deals  with  a  variety  of  specific  problems 
relating  to  its  dependence  upon  North 
America,  e.g.  for  subsistence  goods  (he 
notes  that  if  the  northern  colonies  “with¬ 
hold  their  supplies  .  .  .  nothing  will  save 
Barbados  and  the  Leeward  islands  from 
the  dreadful  consequences  of  absolute 
famine”),  lumber,  and  other  supplies; 
he  also  considers  the  internal  economic 
situation  in  Barbados  which  he  feels  is 
the  cause  of  this  dependence.  Pages  66- 
75  include  a  similar  testimony,  but 
with  specific  reference  to  Jamaica. 
Glover’s  summation  ( pp .  7—38)  is  a 
more  general  treatise  on  West  Indian 
trade  problems,  and  has  little  of  the 
specific  informational  value  of  Walker’s 
testimony.  A  reprint  appeared  in  New 
York  in  1778  (Sabin  27610). 

The  first  edition  of  these  New  York 
reprintings  was  published  in  London  in 
1775  (Sabin  27610);  this  was  not 
consulted,  but  according  to  the  Kress 
Room  (Baker  Library,  Harvard)  cata¬ 
log  this  omits  Walker’s  testimony.

Compiled  from  official  returns,  this  is  a 
valuable  source  for  statistics  on  Bar¬ 
badian  trade  with  England  from  1697 
to  1773.  The  tables  are  arranged  on  a 
yearly  basis  by  country  and  include 
totals  under  four  headings:  value  ol 
imports,  value  of  exports,  import  excess, 
and  export  excess.

The  author 
does  not  deny,  as  argued  in  that  work, 
that  the  West  Indies  depend  upon 
North  America,  but  emphatically  dis¬ 
agrees  that  they  could  not  subsist  with¬ 
out  food  importations  from  the  northern 
colonies.  The  author  appears  to  be  well 
acquainted  with  Barbados  and  most 
of  his  argument  is  devoted  to  a  critique 
of  Walker’s  testimony  in  the  Substance ; 
he  feels  Walker  is  naive  about  problems 
relating  to  the  feeding  of  slaves  and 
argues  that,  if  need  be,  the  Leewards 
could  increase  food  production  and 
supply  Barbados.  His  interesting  and 
informative  discussion  ranges  over  a 
variety  of  problems  related  to  food  pro¬ 
duction,  e.g.  climate  and  soil  conditions, 
agricultural  practices,  nature  of  foods 
produced,  and  island  trade.

The  author  was  an  army  medical  doctor 
stationed  in  Barbados.  His  book  is 
designed,  in  general,  to  advise  British 
soldiers  in  the  West  Indies  on  how  to 
take  care  of  themselves,  and  there  are 
occasional  brief  references  to  medical 
and  health  conditions  in  Barbados. 

Stokes,  Anthony 

A  view  of  the  Constitution  of  the  British 
colonies  in  North  America  and  the  West 
Indies ,  at  the  time  the  Civil  War  broke 
out  on  the  continent  of  America. 
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London,  1 783.  555  pp.  [  bm  ] 

The  author  claims  that  he  had  resided 
“in  different  islands  in  the  West  Indies,” 
but  it  is  difficult  to  say  if  he  ever  visited 
Barbados.  However,  his  elaborate  treat¬ 
ise  does  contain  an  occasional  specific 
reference  to  the  island’s  legal  and  judi¬ 
cial  system. 

Hendy,  James 

A  treatise  on  the  glandular  disease  of 
Barbadoes ;  proving  it  to  be  seated  in  the 
lymphatic  system. 

London,  1784.  140  pp.  [  jcb,  e  ] 
The  author  was  “physician  to  His 
Majesty’s  naval  hospital  at  Barbadoes 
and  physician  general  to  the  militia 
of  the  island.”  For  technical  reasons, 
he  feels  that  “the  glandular  disease,” 
characterized  by  “enormous  swellings  of 
the  extremities,”  should  not  be  called 
elephantiasis;  thus  disagreeing  with 
the  writings  of  Richard  Towne  (1726) 
and  William  Hillary  (1754,  1766)  on 
the  subject.  Part  1  of  the  book,  which  is 
apparently  a  reprinting  of  his  1774 
doctoral  thesis,  describes  the  symptoms 
of  the  disease,  its  distribution  on  the 
island,  causes,  and  ways  of  treating  it. 
Occasionally,  there  are  some  more 
specific  types  of  information  on  medical 
and  social  conditions.  Part  2  {pp.  gj- 
140)  presents  twenty-six  case  histories 
of  patients  in  Barbados  who  were 
afflicted  with  the  “glandular  disease.” 

Ragatz  {p.  374)  lists  an  edition  pub¬ 
lished  in  1794  with  “no  imprint.” 

Ramsay,  Reverend  James 

An  essay  on  the  treatment  and  conversion 
of  African  slaves  in  the  British  sugar 
colonies. 

London,  1784.  2g8  pp.  [  bpl,  bg  ] 
The  author  spent  some  twenty  years  in 
the  West  Indies,  especially  St.  Kitts. 
In  this  classic  work  he  notes,  “I  shall 
assert  the  claim  of  the  Negroes  to 
attention  from  us,  by  explaining  their 
natural  capacity  and  proving  them  to 
be  on  a  footing  of  equality  in  respect  of 
the  reception  of  mental  improvement, 
with  the  natives  of  any  other  country.” 
Lack  of  references  to  specific  islands 
detracts  from  the  utility  of  this  work  as 
a  source  for  Barbadian  history,  but 
William  Dickson,  who  knew  Barbados 
well,  remarks  that  “those  who  wish  full 


information  on  this  subject  [i.e. ,  slavery] 
must  consult  an  essay  [by]  the  Rev.  J. 
Ramsay.  That  performance,  some  local 
circumstances  excepted,  will  apply 
very  well  to  the  island  of  Barbadoes”

Society  for  the  Encouragement  of

Institution  and  first  proceedings  of  the

Barbados  [1784].  g8  pp.  [  bm  ] 

Records  the  Society’s  minutes,  activi¬ 
ties,  papers  read,  etc.,  from  its  first 
meeting  on  July  5,  1781  to  August  30, 
1 784.  The  organization,  modeled  after 
the  London  Society  and  founded  at  the 
instigation  of  Joshua  Steele  who  became 
its  first  president,  was  formed  “for 
the  purposes  of  discovering  the  useful 
qualities  of  the  native  productions, 
animal,  vegetable,  and  fossil  of  Bar¬ 
bados;  and  to  consider  of,  and  to  devise 
the  means  of  encouraging  such  useful 
arts,  as  may  excite  industry  among  the 
lower  classes  of  the  white  and  free 
inhabitants;  and  in  general  to  deliber¬ 
ate,  and  to  promote,  as  far  as  they  can, 
whatever  they  judge  will  contribute  to 
the  advancement  of  the  arts,  manu¬ 
factures,  and  commerce  of  this  island.” 

The  Society’s  interests  ranged  over  a 
variety  of  problems,  e.g.  development 
of  dyes  from  native  plants,  establish¬ 
ment  of  workhouses  “where  the  poor 
may  be  employed  in  carding,  spinning, 
knitting,  and  weaving  the  several 
materials  of  this  island,”  importation 
of  silkworms  from  England  in  order  to 
stimulate  a  local  industry,  production 
of  native  salt,  how  to  “tan  and  dress 
leather  in  various  ways.”  The  Society 
also  concerned  itself  with  matters  such 
as  the  systematic  collection  of  informa¬ 
tion  on  fossils  and  climate,  and  en¬ 
couraged  the  making  of  accurate  maps 
and  the  dissemination  of  information 
on  animal  husbandry  techniques.  The 
Proceedings  also  contain  information  on 
wider  societal  issues,  from  agricultural 
and  labor  productivity  to  considerations 
of  the  status  of  poor  whites  and  the 
island’s  slaves.  Throughout  the  Pro¬ 
ceedings  a  theme  constantly  stressed  is 
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that  Barbados  must  make  greater 
use  of  its  human  and  natural  resources 
in  order  to  provide  work  for  its  lower- 
class  population  and  to  produce  locally 
the  goods  which  were  being  imported. 

A  useful  complementary  source  is 
D.  G.  C.  Allan’s  article,  “Joshua  Steele 
and  the  Royal  Society  of  Arts”  (Jl. 
BMHS ,  22,  1954-55,  84-104 ),  which 
reproduces  nine  letters  (the  originals 
are  in  the  archives  of  the  Society  of  Arts 
in  London)  written  by  Joshua  Steele 
from  Barbados  over  the  period  July  14, 
1781-September  10,  1786;  these  letters 
relate  to  the  Society’s  affairs,  experi¬ 
ments  in  utilizing  local  plants  and 
introducing  new  ones,  and  sometimes 
contain  comments  on  the  island’s  poor 
white  population,  and  how  laws  govern¬ 
ing  slaves  affect  productivity. 

Ragatz  (p.  243)  cites  a  publication 
date  of  1781  for  the  Proceedings ,  and 
comments  in  two  of  Steele’s  letters  also 
indicate  that  parts  of  the  volume  were 
published  separately  at  earlier  dates;  in 
a  letter  dated  June  5,  1 7B2 ,  Steele 
writes  “I  send  .  .  .  twelve  copies  of  the 
Institution  and  First  Proceedings  of 
the  Barbados  Society,”  and  in  another, 
June  13,  1783,  he  suggests  that  a 

critic  of  the  Society’s  efforts  be  shown 
“the  printed  proceedings  of  our 
Society.”

In  a  letter  to  the  Society  in  London, 
dated  Barbados,  September  10,  1786, 
Joshua  Steele  wrote:  “We  have  pub¬ 
lished  some  new  premiums;  that  for  a 
discovery  of  a  scale  to  distinguish  and 
describe  intelligibly  and  accurately, 
the  genera  and  species  of  tastes  and 
smells,  I  sent  you  last  year”  (in  D.  G.  C. 
Allan,  “Joshua  Steele  and  the  Royal 
Society  of  Arts,”  Jl.  BMHS,  22,  J954~ 
55,  gy).  This  premium,  according  to 
Ragatz  (pp.  257-58,  291),  is  published 
in  The  Scots  Magazine  (Edinburgh, 
August  1787)  and  The  Gentleman's 
Magazine  (London,  July  1787?  P-  5^4) » 
for  The  Gentleman  s  Magazine  citation 
Ragatz  names  Samuel  Dent  as  the 
author.  Reverend  Dent  was,  in  fact, 
the  secretary  of  the  Society;  in  1786  lie 
received  the  Society’s  Gold  Medal  for 
the  discovery  of  a  dye  from  a  material 
native  of  this  island”  (Steele’s  letter,  in 
Allan,  p.  98).

An  apparently  rare  work  sometimes 
confused  with  a  similarly  tilled  item 
published  in  the  same  year  (see  Gibbes, 
1  786). 
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On  the  unnumbered  page,  following 
the  title  page,  is  printed:  “The  Follow¬ 
ing  Instructions  are  Offered  to  the  Con¬ 
sideration  of  Proprietors  and  Managers 
of  Plantations  in  Barbadoes,  by  Edwin 
Lascelles,  James  Colleton,  Edward 
Drax,  Francis  Ford,  John  Brathwaite, 
John  Walter,  Wm.  Thorpe  Holder, 
James  Holder,  Philip  Gibbes.”  Added 
to  this  list  in  the  copy  examined  is  the 
name  John  Barney,  inscribed  in  manu¬ 
script. 

Instructions  was  originally  written  by  a 
planter,  with  “long  experience”  in 
Barbados,  presumably  to  his  manager 
and  with  particular  reference  to  his 
two-hundred-sixty  acre  plantation.  The 
pamphlet’s  emphasis  is  expressed  in  the 
introduction  (p.  2) :  “The  system  I 
recommend  is  .  .  .  that  a  proprietor  of  a 
plantation  should  put  it  under  such  a 
course  of  management,  that  the  nett 
profits  should  more  depend  upon  the 
smallness  of  the  annual  expence  than 
upon  the  largeness  of  the  crops.  To 
effect  this,  I  propose,  that  he  should 
proportion  the  crop  of  canes  to  the 
number  of  Negroes,  not  to  the  quantity 
of  land  belonging  to  the  plantation.  .  .  . 
his  first  attention  should  be  paid  to  the 
preservation  of  the  Negroes  and  stock. 
If  Negroes  are  fed  plentifully,  worked 
moderately,  and  treated  kindly,  they 
will  encrease  in  most  places.  .  .  .  The 
increase  is  the  only  test  of  the  care  with 
which  they  are  treated.” 

The  pamphlet  is  divided  into  sec¬ 
tions:  “Instructions  for  the  Manage¬ 
ment  of  a  Plantation”  (pp.  5-18) 
reviews  agricultural  practices  and  pro¬ 
cedures  to  be  employed  at  each  phase 
of  the  agricultural  cycle;  “Instructions 
to  the  Manager”  ( pp .  ig-20)  deals  with 
what  should  be  the  proper  behavior 
of  the  manager  and  his  white  appren¬ 
tices;  “Instructions  for  the  Treatment 
of  Negroes”  (pp.  21-31)  discusses  dis¬ 
ciplinary  measures,  gang  divisions, 
work  schedules  and  labor  demands, 
treatment  of  pregnant  women,  child 
and  infant  care,  gardens,  food  allot¬ 
ments,  clothing  and  medical  provisions, 
houses  and  households  (this  section  is

reprinted  in  its  entirety  in  the  Jl. 
BMHS,  2,  19345  24-28) ;  following  are 
sections  on  the  care,  treatment,  and  use 
of  cattle  (pp.  32-38),  horses  (pp.  33-42), 
sheep  (pp.  43-44),  and  hogs  (p.  43); 
problems  associated  with  sugar  and 
rum  manufacture  (pp.  47-30) ;  “Terms 
of  Agreement  with  a  Manager”  (pp.  31- 
32)  discusses  his  salary  and  various 
economic  and  social  prerogatives  of  his 
position;  the  final  section  (pp.  33-63) 
reprints  “The  Instructions  of  Henry 
Drax,  Esq.  for  the  Management  of 
Drax-Hall,  and  the  Irish-Hope  Planta¬ 
tions.  To  Archibald  Johnson,  the  Mana¬ 
ger”  (see  W.  Belgrove,  1755). 

The  only  copy  of  this  item  I  could 
locate  is  in  Barbados;  it  is  not  listed  in 
the  National  Union  Catalog  nor  in  the 
catalogs  of  libraries  visited  in  the  United 
Kingdom.  It  is  cited  in  Sabin  (3272) 
and  by  Ragatz  (p.  432),  but  the  latter’s 
claim  that  it  was  later  reprinted  is  in¬ 
correct  (see  Gibbes,  1786).

An  apparently  rare  work  (the  only  copy 
I  could  locate  is  at  the  Western  Reserve 
Historical  Society  in  Cleveland,  Ohio),3 
which  is  always  cited  as  anonymously 
authored  (my  authorship  identification 
is  discussed  under  Gibbes,  1797),  and 
which  is  sometimes  confused  with  a 
similarly  titled  item  published  in  the 
same  year  (see  Instructions  for  the 
Management  of  a  Plantation  in  Barbadoes, 

1 786). 

On  the  unnumbered  page  following 
the  title  page,  is  the  dedication:  “To  the 
Society  for  Propagating  the  Gospel  in 
Foreign  Parts,  the  Following  Instruc¬ 
tions  .  .  .  are  Humbly  Inscribed,”  dated 
Wimpole  Street,  May  16,  1786. 

The  pamphlet  is  designed  to  show 
that  Barbadian  slaves  are  not  cruelly 
treated  and  that  plantation  owners  are 
concerned  about  their  welfare.  The 
author  notes  that  the  “instructions” 
were  originally  written  “in  the  course 
of  a  correspondence,  which  began 
twenty  years  ago;  and  were  thrown 
into  the  present  form  a  long  time  before 
this  matter  [i.e.,  the  abolition  of  the 
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slave  trade]  became  a  subject  of 
controversy.” 

The  pamphlet  contains  four  sections: 
/]  “Instructions  for  the  treatment  of 
newly-purchased  African  slaves.  Dated 
October,  1771”  (pp.  5-8)  reviews  hous¬ 
ing  conditions,  diets,  work  schedules 
and  tasks;  2]  “Instructions  for  the 
treatment  of  Negroes  in  general” 
{PP-  9~23 )  exactly  the  same,  save  for 

two  or  three  minor  differences  in 
wording,  as  pp.  21-31  of  the  pamphlet 
Instructions  for  the  Management  of  a 
Plantation  in  Barbadoes  (1786);  3]  this 

section  (pp.  24-30)  is  untitled  and  con¬ 
tains  extracts  from  four  letters  written 
to  Jacob  Lewis,  the  manager  of  Spring- 
Head  (and  Taitts)  plantation  over  the 
period  1 77 1-75  —  these  letters  com¬ 
ment  on,  and  instruct  the  manager  in, 
matters  such  as  sanitary  water  supplies 
and  housing  conditions  for  slaves,  their 
food  provisions  and  general  welfare; 
4]  “Extract  from  additional  instructions 
to  the  manager”  (pp.  31-37)  is  dated 
Barbadoes,  June  1787  (the  publication 
date  of  the  pamphlet,  it  is  to  be  noted, 
is  1786)  and  reviews  a  variety  of 
particulars  on  the  treatment  of  slaves. 

The  dates  Sabin  (34856)  gives  for 
this  item’s  initial  publication  ( 1 788)  and 
later  reprinting  (1799)  appear  to  be  in 
error.  It  was  this  item  that  was  later 
reprinted  (see  Gibbes,  1797)  and  not 
Instructions  for  the  Management  of  a 
Plantation  in  Barbadoes  (1786)  as  stated 
by  Ragatz  (p.  433);  the  only  resemb¬ 
lance  between  the  two  is,  as  indicated 
above,  in  the  section  entitled  “Instruc¬ 
tions  for  the  treatment  of  Negroes  in 
general.”

4 ),  this  item  was  enclosed  with  a  letter 
sent  by  Joshua  Steele  to  the  Society  of 
Arts  in  London  (both  the  letter  and 
premium  are  located  in  the  Society’s 
archives) ;  in  this  letter,  dated  Barbados, 
September  10,  1786,  Steele  comments 
that  coffee  and  cocoa  “.  .  .  both  grow 
as  well  here  as  can  be  wished  for;  yet  by 
depending  on  a  precarious  supply  from 
the  neighboring  French  islands,  the 
price  fluctuates  from  a  shilling  to  3/6  a 
pound;  while  if  it  was  sufficiently  culti¬ 
vated  in  the  colony  it  would  probably 
never  exceed  a  bit  per  pound.  .  .  .  we 
have  at  least  40,000  people,  black, 
and  white,  who  use  coffee  and  choco¬ 
late,  morning,  or  night,  or  both,  as  a 
principal  part  of  their  diet.  .  .  we 
might  easily  raise  enough  to  supply 
ourselves  and  export  as  much  more  to 
Europe”  (in  Allan,  p.  37).

At  the  time  of  his  writing,  the  author 
was  Dean  of  Middleham  (Yorkshire), 
but  he  was  born  in  Barbados,  and  lived 
there  during  his  youth;  after  being 
educated  in  England,  he  returned  to  the 
island  and  for  two  years  (1768-70)  lived 
on  a  plantation  [see  his  testimony  in 
Parliamentary  Papers ,  Accounts  and  Papers , 
vol.  30,  1790,  pp.  325-60).  This  letter, 
which  occasionally  refers  to  specific 
practices  on  the  island,  argues  that  the 
planters  would  suffer  no  dire  economic 
consequences  with  abolition  of  the  slave 
trade,  for  it  would  compel  them  to 
better  care  for  their  slaves;  if  more 
humanely  treated  the  slave  population 
would  naturally  increase  and  this  would 
provide  sufficient  numbers  for  cultiva¬ 
ting  the  islands.

of  God’s  ordering  of  the  universe  and  is 
supported  by  the  Bible  and  Mosaic 
law;  2]  Negroes  were  slaves  in  Africa 
so  that  the  slave  trade  does  not  funda¬ 
mentally  alter  their  position,  but  offers 
them  greater  opportunities  by  placing 
them  within  a  “civilized”  society;  3] 
Slaves  in  Barbados  are  better  treated 
than  they  were  twenty  years  before, 
and  enjoy  a  material  security  unknown 
to  the  free  poor  of  European  countries; 
4]  There  are  fundamental  moral  weak¬ 
nesses  in  slaves  which  impede  their  con¬ 
version  to  Christianity,  but  they  should 
be  converted  and  such  a  conversion 
would  make  them  better  slaves;  5] 
Manumussion,  by  depriving  the  slave 
of  his  material  security,  would  not  only 
be  a  grave  injustice  to  him  but  also  to 
the  white  who  would  be  deprived  of  his 
private  property.  In  sum,  a  useful  source 
for  a  widely  held  ideological  rationaliza¬ 
tion  of  slavery.

Brydges,  George  [Lord  Rodney] 
Letters  from  Sir  George  Brydges ,  now 
Lord  Rodney ,  to  His  Majesty's  Ministers, 
etc.  etc.  relative  to  the  capture  of  St.

One  of  these  letters  {pp.  3-8),  dated 
Barbados,  December  9,  1788,  des¬ 

cribes  Coke’s  first  six-day  visit  to  the 
island;  he  was  in  the  company  of  a 
Mr,  Pearce,  who  remained  as  a  mission¬ 
ary.  The  letter  briefly  describes  various 
religious  meetings  they  attended,  the 
response  received  from  various  quarters, 
and  notes  the  individuals  they  met  and 
stayed  with.  It  is  also  pointed  out  that 
the  owners  of  two  plantations  agreed 
to  let  the  Methodists  preach  to  their 
slaves. 

Dickson,  William 

Letters  on  slavery,  to  which  are  added 
addresses  to  the  whites  and  to  the  free 
Negroes  of  Barbados ;  and  accounts  oj 
some  Negroes  eminent  for  their  virtues  and 
abilities.

The  author,  a  former  secretary  to 
Barbados’s  governor,  Edward  Hay, 
arrived  on  the  island  in  1  7 72  an<^  lived 
there  for  about  thirteen  years.  I  his  book 
does  not  provide  a  wealth  of  ethno¬ 
graphic  information  on  the  slaves  them¬ 
selves,  but  Dickson  is  one  ol  the  most 
useful  and  intelligent  observers  on  the 
institution  of  slavery  in  Barbados  and 
he  makes  many  shrewd  sociological 
assessments  on  the  working  ot  the  slave 
system  and  its  effect  upon  the  slaves. 
Although  definitely  partisan  on  the 
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slavery  issue,  he  is,  relative  to  the  times, 
dispassionate  in  his  treatment.  He 
argues  for  the  cessation  of  the  slave 
trade,  but  cannot  consider  immediate 
emancipation.  In  sum,  his  position 
represents  that  of  the  enlightened 
liberal  of  the  day,  and  the  book  can  be 
considered  an  important  one  for  a 
study  of  Barbados  social  history. 

Equiano,  Olaudah 

The  interesting  narrative  of  the  life  of 
Olaudah  Equiano ,  or  Gustavas  Vassa,  the 
African ,  written  by  himself '. 

London,  1789.  2  vols.  [  bm  ] 

The  author,  a  Nigerian  Ibo  by  origin, 
wrote  this  while  in  his  mid-forties  to 
“excite  .  .  .  [in  Parliament]  a  sense 
of  compassion  for  the  miseries  which 
the  slave-trade  has  entailed  on  my  un¬ 
fortunate  countrymen.”  Captured  in 
his  natal  village,  he  made  the  middle- 
passage  to  Barbados  in  1757,  at  the  age 
of  about  eleven  or  twelve.  Not  being 
saleable,  he  remained  on  the  island  “for 
a  few  days  .  .  .  not  .  .  .  above  a  fort¬ 
night.”  The  few  pages  devoted  to  his 
stay  (vol.  1,  pp.  8g-8y)  offer  a  unique 
account  of  the  manner  in  which  newly 
arrived  Africans  were  approached  on 
shipboard  and  sold.  Equiano’s  book 
also  has  a  special  historical  value  be¬ 
cause  it  is  the  only  known  instance  of  an 
African  who  was  shipped  to  Barbados 
detailing  his  experiences  on  the  middle- 
passage  and  his  life  in  West  Africa. 
Many  of  Equiano’s  countrymen  on  the 
same  ship  which  brought  him  to  the 
island  were  sold,  and  the  book  can 
thus  be  taken  as  a  testimony  of  their 
experiences  in  coming  to  the  New 
World.  As  a  freeman  and  sailor, 
Equiano  returned  to  Barbados  in  1771 
(p.  96),  but  records  nothing  about  this 
visit. 

At  least  eight  subsequent  editions  of 
this  volume  were  published  in  the 
eighteenth  and  early  nineteenth  cen¬ 
turies  [bm].  The  Barbados  section  is 
kept  intact  in  a  recent  edition,  edited 
by  Paul  Edwards,  published  under  the 
title  Equiano' s  Travels  (London,  1967).

A  rare  individual  and  in¬ 
novator  in  Barbadian  society,  he  was 
instrumental  in  founding  the  island’s 
Society  for  the  Encouragement  of  Arts, 
became  a  member  of  Council,  intro¬ 
duced  some  innovative  liberal  measures 
in  slave  management  on  his  planta¬ 
tions,  and  originated  a  unique,  and 
highly  controversial,  “copyhold  system” 
in  his  plantations’  organization.  Critical 
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of  the  ways  in  which  slaves  were  treated 
and  the  nature  and  economic  implica¬ 
tions  of  some  of  the  slave  codes,  in  these 
letters  he  points  out  some  of  the  defects 
in  these  laws  and  discusses  the  adminis¬ 
trative  measures  he  was  experimenting 
with  on  his  plantations. 

William  Dickson  (1814 ,p.  65)  identi¬ 
fies  Steele  as  Philo-Xylon,  comments 
“that  only  ninety  copies  of  these  letters 
were  printed  ...  as  a  pamphlet,”  and 
reproduces  the  pamphlet  as  well  as 
other  writings  by  Steele.

siderable  information  on  problems 
associated  with  maintaining  the  mis¬ 
sions,  the  state  of  the  buildings,  finances, 
etc.  Indexes  to  various  volumes  help 
locate  materials  specifically  treating 
Barbados,  the  greatest  quantity  appear¬ 
ing  for  the  later  periods  (e.g.  vols.

A  reprinting  “with  additions”  of  Gibbes

that  it  is  discussed  separately  and  in 
detail.  This  book  contains  no  dedica¬ 
tion  page;  its  introduction  is  the  same 
as  that  in  the  1 786  edition  except  for  the 
final  sentence  which  notes  that  the 
Instructions  were  “given  many  years  ago 
to  the  valuable  friend,  who  was  then 
the  manager  [identified  as  Jacob  Lewis] 
of  Spring-Head  plantation.” 

The  book  comprises  six  sections: 
/]  “Instructions  for  the  treatment  of 
newly  purchased  African  slaves.  To  the 
manager  [now  identified  as  Francis  S. 
Bailey]  of  Spring-Head  plantation” 
[pp.  1-43 )  derives  from  pages  5-8  of  the 
1786  edition,  but  contains  some  re¬ 
wording  and  considerable  additions 
with  respect  to  the  feeding  of  slaves. 
A  number  of  suggestions,  recipes,  and 
calculations  are  given  for  the  prepara¬ 
tion  of  soups  from  local  crops ;  these  are 
based  on  “an  essay”  by  Count  Rum- 
ford  (i.e.  Sir  Benjamin  Thompson  — see 
Dictionary  of  National  Biography  and  bm 
catalog)  which  dealt  with  problems  of 
feeding  the  English  and  German  poor 
nutritiously  and  inexpensively.  2]  In 
an  untitled  section  (pp.  50-60 )  the 
author  discusses  the  slave  trade,  his 
dissatisfactions  with  some  aspects  of  it, 
and  offers  some  suggestions  for  its 
improvement.  3]  Pages  61—66  con¬ 
tain  “a  receipt  to  make  an  Italian 
composition  for  floors  ...  a  receipt  to 
make  cement,”  and  directions  for  pre¬ 
paring  Indian  corn  as  a  soup  ingredient 
which  quotes  at  length  from  Rumford’s 
work.  4]  “Instructions  for  the  treat¬ 
ment  and  Improvement  of  Negroes” 
(pp.  67-127)  is  of  more  informational 
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value  on  plantation  conditions  than 
previous  sections;  it  is  based  on  pages 
9-23  of  the  author’s  1786  work,  but 
comparing  the  two,  this  one  omits 
or  modifies  some  details  and  contains 
considerable  additions  or  elaborations 
on  a  variety  of  topics,  e.g.  the  author’s 
philosophy  on  slave  treatment,  disci¬ 
plinary  measures,  the  use  of  the  whip, 
slave  trials,  what  can  be  considered  as 
reasonable  and  unreasonable  work 
demands,  mealtimes  and  work  sched¬ 
ules,  the  saying  of  grace  at  meals,  child 
and  infant  care,  dietary  procedures  and 
food  provisions,  treatment  of  the  sick, 
marriage,  religious  and  literacy  in¬ 
struction,  baptism,  and  slave  houses  and 
gardens.  5]  “Conclusion”  {pp.  128-32) 
reproduces  three  of  the  letters  to  Jacob 
Lewis  found  in  the  1786  edition.  6] 
Pages  133-34  contain  two  “pieces  .  .  . 
written  by  a  Lady”— one,  “The  Neg- 
roe’s  address  to  his  fellows”  is  a  poem 
(“We’re  children  of  Cham!  He  his 
father  offended  /  Who  gave  him  the 
curse,  which  to  us  descended  /  .  .  .  . 
Mean  time  ev’ry  slave,  who  his  duty 
doth  here  /  Shall  receive  his  reward 
when  God  shall  appear.  .  .  .”),  and 
the  other  “A  Grace  After  Meat.” 

In  addition,  of  the  three  copies  I 
examined  (bm,  Brown  University,  and 
University  of  Miami  at  Coral  Gables, 
Florida),  those  in  the  bm  and  Brown 
University  Library  have  eight  separ¬ 
ately  numbered  pages  which  contain 
hymn  lyrics  and  musical  notations; 
these  were  apparently  intended  to  be 
taught  to,  or  sung  by,  slaves,  and  stress 
that  compliance  and  performance  of 
one’s  role  will  reap  rewards  in  the  after- 
iife. 

Sabin  (34856)  cites  this  item  as  hav¬ 
ing  been  published  in  1799,  and  Ragatz 
( p .  433)  erroneously  claims  that  it  is  a 
reprinting  of  Instructions  for  the  Manage¬ 
ment  of  a  Plantation  in  Barbadoes.  And  for 
the  Treatment  of  Negroes  (1786). 

In  all  references  to  this  item  that  I 
have  seen  (and  the  1 786  one  on  which 
it  is  based  —  see  Gibbes,  1 786)  the  author 
is  not  given,  but  he  was  undoubtedly 
Philip  Gibbes,  a  prominent  Barbadian 
planter.  Primary  evidence  for  this 
identification  is  contained  in  a  letter 
written  by  William  Bishop  (dated 
Barbados,  June  11,  1798)  to  Nathaniel 


Elliot  in  London.  Bishop,  a  plantation 
attorney,  had  been  charged  with  “in¬ 
ordinate  expenses,”  specifically  for  the 
purchase  of  new  slaves,  with  the  impli¬ 
cation  that  if  he  had  better  treated  the 
slaves  and  not  worked  them  to  excess, 
mortality  rates  would  have  been  less 
and  there  would  not  have  been  a  need 
for  additional  purchases.  Bishop  defends 
himself  in  this  letter  which  includes  the 
following  comment:  “Sir  Philip  Gibbes, 
from  a  little  book  which  he  has  pub¬ 
lished,  part  of  which  I  remember  fell 
from  his  pen  some  years  past,  and  part 
taken  from  the  benevolent  principles  of 
Count  Rumford,  appears  to  be  a  man 
of  humanity  .  .  .  [but]  I  have  not  a 
doubt  were  the  question  [of  slave 
treatment]  put  to  Mr.  Bayley,  the 
manager  of  Spring-Head,  who  is  as 
conscientious  a  man  and  of  as  much 
probity  as  Sir  Philip  Gibbes,  or  myself, 
that  he  would  answer,  Sir  Philip 
expected  as  many  exertions  from  his 
Negroes  as  any  gentleman  in  this  island” 
(Archives  Department  of  Leeds,  Earl  of 
Harewood  Archives,  Bundle  of  Letters 
and  Papers  on  West  Indian  Estates  and 
Affairs,  1795-1873).  Equiano  (1789, 
vol.  1,  pp.  2og-n)  also  mentions  that 
“Sir  Philip  Gibbes,  Baronet,  Barbadoes 
.  .  .  has  written  a  treatise  on  the  usage 
of  his  own  slaves,”  but  does  not  specify 
a  title  or  publication  date.

Evidence  that  a  book  on  plantation 
management  in  Barbados  was  pub¬ 
lished  in  London  around  1800  is  con¬ 
tained  in  a  letter  (dated  Bristol, 
December  6,  1801)  written  by  John 
Foster  Alleyne,  a  prominent  Barbadian 
planter  and  plantation  attorney,  while 
on  a  visit  to  England.  In  the  letter, 
addressed  to  Richard  Smith  (one  of 
Alleyne’s  plantation  managers)  in  Bar¬ 
bados,  Alleyne  writes:  “I  am  not  sure 
if  you  know  him  personally,  but  if  not 
you  may  possibly  have  heard  of  Mr.  J. 
Clinton,  formerly  the  manager  upon 
Rock  Hall  plantation.  He  came  to 
England  in  the  same  ship  with  me  the 
last  time  [Alleyne  had  arrived  in 
England  in  July  1799]  for  the  benefit  of 
his  health.  Poor  man!  He  has  been 
wasting  his  time  and  money,  and  expos¬ 
ing  himself  by  publishing  a  book  upon 
management.  I  have  sent  you  one  of 
them.  ...  I  pity  him  [Clinton]  very 
heartily  for  I  believe  him  to  be  a  very 
honest,  industrious,  and  well  meaning 
man.  He  is  too,  I  have  heard,  a  good 
planter,  but,  to  be  sure  he  never  more 
mistook  his  talent  than  when  he 
attempted  to  write  a  book”  (West 
India  Committee  Library,  Manu¬ 
scripts,  Alleyne  Letters,/?/?.  87-88). 

I  have  found  no  trace  of  this  book 
(the  above  title  is  my  construction) 
under  the  author’s  name,  nor  have  I 
found  any  anonymously  authored  work 
at  this  period  which  fits  Alleyne’s 
description;  the  only  item  that  comes 
close  in  subject  matter  and  time  of 
publication  is  Directions  to  Young  Planters 
(1800)  whose  authorship  Ragatz  (/?. 
314 )  attributes  to  J.  W.  Orderson  (. see 
Orderson,  1800).

There  are  also  a  number  of  recipes 
for  the  preparation  of  sugar-derived 
beverages.  Orderson  feels  that  slaves 
should  be  well  treated  because  they  are 
human  beings  as  well  as  valuable 
property,  but  he  offers  relatively  little 
information  on  the  slaves  per  se. 

Author  identification  is  given  by 
Ragatz  (/?.  314 ),  but  see  Orderson 
(1816)  for  comments  on  the  author’s 
name.

This  pamphlet  was  written  soon  after 
Governor  Seaforth’s  arrival  on  the 
island,  and  aimed  at  giving  him  “a 
faithful  representation  of  the  moral  and 
political  state  of  the  colony  under  your 
government.”  The  tone  of  the  pamphlet 
is  often  sarcastic  as  Poyer  offers  a 
detailed  critique  of  the  Barbadian  legal 
and  judicial  system,  military  fortifica¬ 
tions,  and  militia  organization  (“.  .  .  an 
undisciplined  rabble  and  a  few  con¬ 
vivial  clubs  .  .  .  the  Gentlemen  who 
comprise  these  clubs  are  much  less 
attentive  to  the  manual  and  platoon 
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excercises  than  to  that  of  the  glass.  They 
manage  their  knives  and  forks  with 
infinitely  more  dexterity  than  they  do 
their  swords,  and  consider  their  bottles 
as  enemies  they  have  to  subdue”),  and 
the  status  and  behavior  of  the  free 
colored  population.  He  also  emphasizes 
that  slavery  is  not  only  a  natural  condi¬ 
tion  of  society,  but  that  slaves  in  Bar¬ 
bados  are  well  treated  and  enjoy  a 
security  unknown  to  Africans  in  Africa. 
“The  Government  of  Barbados,  my 
Lord,”  Poyer  concludes,  “may  be 
aptly  compared  to  an  Augean  stable,  in 
which  there  is  much  filth  to  be  removed, 
many  impurities  to  cleanse,  errors  to 
correct,  defects  to  supply  and  grievances 
to  redress.  The  task  is  indeed  an  Hercu¬ 
lean  one.”

Joshua  Steele,  a  few  hours  before  his 
death  in  October  1796,  made  out  his 
will  which  left  his  plantation  to  his 
sister,  Mary  Ann  Steele,  and  his  two 
illegitimate  children,  Catherine  and 
Edward.  The  children  were  identified 
as  slaves  in  the  will,  and  their  claims  on 
the  estate  were  contested.  A  contro¬ 
versy  arose  between  Steele’s  sister  and 
his  executor,  Francis  Bell,  on  the  dis¬ 
position  of  the  estate,  and  she  decided 
to  sell  the  plantation  to  Philip  Gibbes, 
much  to  Bell’s  objections.  In  the  midst 
of  the  controversy,  Mary  Ann  died  and 
Bell,  as  the  only  executor,  assumed 
control  of  the  plantation.  Gibbes  carried 
on  litigations,  claiming  his  rights  to 
purchase  Kendal  plantation  according 
to  the  wishes  of  Steele’s  deceased  sister. 
In  these  litigations,  John  Beckles  was 
Bell’s  attorney. 

The  Letter  to  John  Beckles  is  twenty- 
two  pages  long,  the  remainder  of  the 
book  being  taken  up  with  appendices 
which  reproduce  various  documents 
relating  to  the  case.  The  case  itself  is 
an  interesting  one  for  a  study  of  the 
island’s  legal  and  judicial  system, 
especially  so  since  it  was  perhaps  the 
first  major  one  in  which  slaves  had  been 
bequeathed  property,  a  subject  upon 
which  the  laws  of  Barbados  were 
silent.

The  author,  a  medical  doctor  and 
“liberal”  on  the  slavery  issue,  spent  a 
little  over  a  month  in  Barbados  in  early 
1796,  but  records  his  impressions  in 
great  detail  in  volume  1  {pp.  192-448) 
and  volume  2  {pp.  1-200).  Although 
Pinckard  is  often  discursive,  he  provides 
a  considerable  array  of  information  on 
the  island’s  social  life  and  customs, 
and  his  inquisitiveness,  relative  ob¬ 
jectivity,  and  capacity  to  vividly  por¬ 
tray  his  observations  make  his  book  a 
much  more  useful  and  comprehensive 
source  than  most  other  travelers’ 
accounts  of  Barbados. 

A  second,  two  volume,  edition  was 
published  in  London  in  1816  (Sabin 
62894). 

Seaforth,  Francis  Lord

An  essay  towards  a  plan  for  the  more 
effectual  civilization  and  conversion  of  the 
Negroe  slaves ,  on  the  trust  estate  in 
Barbados  belonging  to  the  Society  for  the 
Propagation  of  the  Gospel  in  Foreign 
Parts.  First  written  in  the  year  1784 ,  and 
addressed  to  the  Society;  and  consider¬ 
ably  altered ,  corrected ,  and  abridged. 
London,  1807.  92  pp.  f  bm  ] 

A  longtime  advocate  of  the  position 
that  slaves  should  be  converted  to 
Christianity,  the  Bishop  of  London  here 
argues  that  attempts  to  instruct  and 
convert  the  Codrington  slaves  have  not 
been  successful,  and  that  the  fault  lies 
in  the  Society’s  program,  for  the  slaves 
are  intellectually  capable  of  being 
instructed.  Porteus,  who  apparently 
never  visited  Barbados,  offers  some  rela¬ 
tively  radical  suggestions  for  altering 
the  life  of  the  slaves  within  the  context 
of  the  slave  system,  but  does  not  argue 
for  the  abolition  of  slavery. 

The  first  edition  was  published  in 
London  in  1784  (Sabin  64326). 

Renny,  Robert 

An  history  of  Jamaica  .

In  1 799,  the  author  touched  at  Barbados 
while  on  his  way  to  Jamaica;  in  a  foot¬ 
note  {p.  190)  he  describes  an  incident 
of  discrimination  against  a  free  colored 
man  in  a  Bridgetown  tavern. 

Young,  Sir  William 

The  West- India  Common-Place  Book; 
compiled  from  Parliamentary  and  official 
documents ;  shewing  the  interest  of  Great 
Britain  in  its  sugar  colonies. 

London,  1807.  236 pp.  [  bpl  ] 

The  author  was  a  member  of  a  Parlia¬ 
mentary  committee  charged  with  in¬ 
vestigating  economic  conditions  in  the 
West  Indies.  His  book  is  especially 
valuable  as  a  reference  for  statistical 
materials  on  topics  such  as  commerce 
and  trade,  plantation  economics,  taxa¬ 
tion,  navigation,  military  affairs,  and 
the  slave  trade.  The  book  is  organized 
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in  such  a  way  that  materials  on  Barba¬ 
dos  are  easily  accessible. 

Coke,  Thomas 

A  history  of  the  West  Indies ,  containing 
the  natural ,  civil  and  ecclesiastical  history 
of  each  island:  with  an  account  of  the 
missions  instituted  in  those  islands ,  from 
the  commencement  of  their  civilization.

Barbados  is  treated  in  two  chapters  of 
volume  2  (pp.  88-164) ;  the  first  con¬ 
tains  a  civil  history  of  the  island  based 
on  earlier  accounts,  while  the  second, 
and  more  valuable  one,  delineates  the 
history  of  Methodist  and  Moravian 
work  and  details  the  lives  and  difficulties 
of  individual  missionaries. 

Hamden,  Robert

Discusses  elephantiasis,  building  upon 
James  Hendy’s  1784  volume.  The 
author  notes  that  he  lacked  the  op¬ 
portunity  to  “perceive  with  my  own 
eyes  the  manifestations  of  the  disease.” 

Poyer,  John 

History  of  Barbados  from  1801  to  1803 
inclusive.  Comprising  the  first  part  of  the 
administration  of  the  Right  Hon.  Francis 
Humberstone  McKenzie ,  Baron  Seaforth. 
By  John  Poyer ,  Esq.  author  of  the 
History  of  Barbados.  Now  in  the  press  in 
London. 

Bridgetown,  1808.  35  pp.  [  ij  ] 

In  ranging  over  Seaforth’s  administra¬ 
tion,  Poyer  discusses  and  criticizes  the 
governor’s  personal  qualities,  and  treats, 
often  sarcastically,  his  involvement  in 
a  number  of  issues,  e.g.  the  imprison¬ 
ment  of  prisoners  of  war,  the  Assembly’s 
award  of  his  salary,  his  efforts  to  “im¬ 
prove”  the  island’s  militia  and  fortifica¬ 
tion  system,  and  his  efforts  with  respect 
to  statutes  concerning  debtors,  penal¬ 
ties  for  the  wanton  murder  of  slaves, 
and  the  prevention  of  free  Negroes 
from  accumulating  real  estate.  He  also 
discusses  a  case  in  which  Seaforth  had 
refused  to  pardon  the  island’s  acting 
provost  marshall,  a  Mr.  Mason,  who 
was  convicted  of  murder  (as  Mason 
dropped  from  the  gallows  the  rope 


broke,  and  despite  what  Poyer  claims 
were  public  requests  for  a  reprieve,  the 
governor  ordered  him  to  be  hung 
again). 

This  pamphlet  is  rare.  According  to 
H.  A.  Vaughan  (“Poyer’s  Last  Work,” 

Jl.  BMHS,  21,  1953-54,  1 55-74 )  il;  isa 
reprinting  of  an  article  that  first  ap¬ 
peared  “in  nine  inconsecutive  issues”  of 
the  Barbados  Chronicle  or  Caribbean 
Courier ,  a  newspaper  founded  by  Poyer, 
over  the  period  April  20-August  6, 
1808.  The  first  installment  of  this  article 
was  entitled  “History  of  the  Admini¬ 
stration  of  the  Rt.  Hon.  Lord  Seaforth 
Late  Governor  etc.  etc.  etc.”  It  has  been 
reproduced  under  that  title  in  the  Jl. 
BMHS  (21,  1953-54,  160-74).  Vau¬ 
ghan’s  article  (which  notes  that  only 
two  hundred  copies  of  the  pamphlet 
were  printed)  is  useful  for  background 
to  the  article  (and  pamphlet),  its  hist¬ 
orical  importance,  and  for  biographical 
notes  on  Poyer. 

Poyer,  John

For  the  period  up  to  the  middle 
of  the  eighteenth  century,  Poyer  relies 
upon  Ligon  (1657),  the  Universal  History 
(which  is  based  upon  Oldmixon,  1708), 
Richard  Hall’s  1755  manuscript  (see 
Hall,  1924),  and  to  a  considerable 
degree  upon  the  records  of  the  House  of 
Assembly.  For  later  periods  the  House 
of  Assembly  records  are  supplemented 
by  the  author’s  own  observations  and 
experiences.  Slavery  is  primarily  dis¬ 
cussed  in  the  preface  where  the  author 
stresses  that  West  Indian  slaves  are  not 
ill-treated.

The  author  notes  that  he  was  born  in 
the  West  Indies  and  lived  there  for 
about  twenty  years,  but  he  does  not 
specify  on  which  island  or  islands.  His 
relatively  lengthy  treatment  of  Jamaica 
seems  to  be  based  upon  personal  obser¬ 
vations,  but  it  is  difficult  to  say,  one 
way  or  the  other,  if  the  same  holds  true 
for  Barbados.  In  his  treatment  of 
the  island  {pp.  43-47)  he  offers  brief 
conventional  descriptions  of  geography, 
governmental  and  judicial  structure, 
demography  and  commerce.  There  are 
also  some  interesting  observations  on 
the  customs  and  the  economic  life  of 
the  slaves  who,  the  author  concludes, 
are  better  off  in  Barbados  than  else¬ 
where  in  the  West  Indies.

An  1814  London  edition  is  cited  by 
Cruickshank  (98),  but  these  poems  have 
nothing  to  do  with  Barbados.  The  title 
poem,  “written  in  honor  of  the  aboli¬ 
tion  of  the  African  slave  trade  by  the 
British  legislature  in  1807,”  uses  heavy 
imagery  to  depict  Africa,  the  Africans 
being  wrenched  from  their  homes,  the 


misery  of  slavery,  and  the  liberation 
from  bondage ;  the  appended  notes  refer 
the  reader  to  secondary  sources,  not 
the  author’s  own  observations.  See 
Sabin  (50146-147)  for  other  and  later 
editions. 

Sack,  Baron  Albert  von 

A  narrative  of  a  voyage  to  Surinam;  of  a 
residence  there  during  1803 ,  1806,  and 
1807 ;  and  of  the  author's  return  to 
Europe  by  the  way  of  North  America. 
London,  1810.  282  pp.  [  ij  ] 

The  author,  chamberlain  to  “His 
Prussian  Majesty,”  went  to  the  tropics 
for  reasons  of  health.  He  stopped  at 
Barbados  for  about  two  weeks  in 
March-April  1804  as  the  island  was 
making  preparations  for  an  anticipated 
French  invasion.  His  observations  {pp. 
30-37)  include  impressions  on  the 
physical  layout  of  Speightstown,  Bridge¬ 
town,  and  the  countryside,  a  descrip¬ 
tion  of  innovations  he  witnessed  in 
cotton  and  sugar  milling,  brief  com¬ 
ments  on  foods  eaten  by  slaves,  the  use 
of  cattle  for  traction  and  manure, 
butchering  procedures,  “Barbadoes  tar” 
(manjack),  the  behavior  of  free  Negroes. 
He  further  observes  “that  in  all  my 
walks  which  have  been  so  frequent 
through  many  plantations  and  in 
different  times  of  the  day,  I  have  never 
heard  the  unmerciful  stripes  of  a  whip, 
nor  the  groaning  of  a  suffering  slave.”

Supports  the  view  that  free  men  of  color 
should  be  allowed  equal  civil  status  with 
whites,  particularly  with  reference  to 
testifying  in  legal  proceedings,  but 
offers  very  little  substantive  information 
on  the  condition  of  this  population  on 
the  island. 

R.  Schomburgk  (1848,  p.  381)  gives 
the  pamphlet’s  publication  date  and 
describes  the  repercussions  in  Barbados 
after  its  appearance,  and  attempts  to 
prosecute  its  publisher  —  identified  by 
Schomburgk  as  James  Bovell.  The  only 
copy  of  this  rare  tract  that  I  could 
locate  is  in  the  William  Smith  Papers 
of  the  Manuscript  Department,  William 
R.  Perkins  Library,  Duke  University 
(Durham,  N.C.);  in  this  copy,  a 
contemporary  manuscript  inscription 
reads  “Howard  Bovell  /  Mercht  in 
Speights  Town  /  but  said  to  have  been  / 
written  by  his  brother  /  James  a  Barri¬ 
ster.”

“The  item  contains  minutes  of  meetings 
from  the  inaugural  one  of  8  December 
1 804,  until  a  regular  monthly  meeting  of 
December  1810.  Society  membership 
was  restricted  to  13  members,  each 
either  managing  his  own  estate,  or 
taking  an  active  part  in  management. 
The  meetings  were  held  in  rotation  at 
members’  estates.  At  first  a  number  of 
questions  relating  to  cultivation  were 
propounded,  and  the  meetings  would 
discuss  these;  later  meetings  took  the 
form  of  a  discussion  of  the  state  of  the 
cultivation  of  the  estate  visited,  with 
occasional  papers  on  special  subjects  .  .  . 
there  is  little  material  on  slave  labour 
or  slavery  in  these  minutes.” 

Subsequent  minutes  of  the  Society 
were  apparently  never  published,  but  I 
had  a  brief  opportunity  to  scan  a 
microfilm  copy  (located  in  the  library 
of  the  University  of  the  West  Indies, 
Mona)  of  a  three-hundred-ten-page 
manuscript  volume  of  minutes  for  the 
period  June  1,  1811  to  April  6,  1816. 
The  original  is  located  in  the  Raymond 
Richards  Collection  of  Miscellaneous 
Historical  Documents  in  the  library  of 
the  University  of  Keele  (Staffordshire, 
England).  The  volume  is  titled  Minute 
Book  of  the  Society  for  the  Improvement  of 
West  India  Plantership ,  1811-1812  and  of 
the  Agricultural  Society,  1812-1816.  In  the 
1811-13  minutes  the  Society  is  referred 
to  as  “Society  for  the  Improvement  of 
West  India  Plantership,”  “Society  for 
the  Improvement  of  Plantership,”  or 
“Agricultural  Society,”  but  from  1813 
on  by  the  last  name  only.  I  would 
suppose  that  all  of  these  names  refer 
to  the  same  society  as  indicated  in  the 
printed  title,  for  the  contents  of  the 
manuscript  volume  are  similar  to  those 
described  for  the  printed  one. 
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On  the  basis  of  a  rapid  perusal  of  the 
manuscript  minutes,  it  appears  that  the 
Society  met  monthly,  and  each  month’s 
meeting  was  held  at  a  different  planta¬ 
tion.  Each  entry  lists  the  names  of  the 
people  attending,  and  most  of  the  dis¬ 
cussions  appear  to  have  been  devoted 
to  agricultural  matters  on  particular 
estates,  such  as  the  acreage  planted  in 
various  crops,  crop  yields,  and  so  forth. 
The  source  appears  to  be  a  valuable  one 
for  early  agricultural  techniques  and 
practices. 

In  an  1846  lecture  delivered  in  Bar¬ 
bados,  John  Davy  (1849,  pp.  136-40)

versial  copyhold  system.  Included  are 
items  published  previously  and  Steele’s 
personal  letters  to  Dickson  written  in 
the  late  eighteenth  century.  Part  2, 
of  less  immediate  value  for  specific 
information  on  Barbados,  is  an  inten¬ 
sive  analysis  of  the  slave  system  largely 
concerned  with  demonstrating  that 
planters  could  make  greater  profits  in 
the  long  run  by  better  caring  for,  and 
rearing,  their  own  slaves  than  by  impor¬ 
ting  new  ones.

by  new  immigrants  from  England. 
Within  this  chapter,  Barbados  is  speci¬ 
fically  treated  on  pages  350-54,  but 
a  review  of  the  island’s  early  political 
history  takes  up  most  of  the  account. 
The  remainder  provides  an  overview 
of  the  island’s  economy,  economic 
history,  agricultural  production,  land 
use,  principal  exports,  and  population.

They 
were  placed  aboard  a  prison  ship  in 
Carlisle  Bay  and  remained  there  for  the 
duration  of  their  stay.  The  author’s 
account  (pp.  7-18)  describes  living 
conditions  and  the  life  and  treatment 
of  prisoners  on  board  this  ship;  he 
includes  a  description  of  an  escape  made 
by  about  forty  men  who  managed  to 
get  as  far  as  Speightstown  before  being 
captured  by  a  civilian  party,  largely 
composed  of  slaves.

Advertised,  with  the  above  title  and 
author’s  name,  in  the  Barbados  Mercury , 
February  17,  1816.  I  have  been  unable 
to  locate  this  item.  It  is  referred  to  in 
A  Report  of  a  Committee  of  the  (Council  of 
Barbadoes  (1824 >PP*  43>  47)  i*1  ti  e  follow¬ 
ing  context :  “A  pamphlet  [cited  by  short 
title  on  p.  47]  published  in  this  island 
some  years  ago  [shows]  that  there  are 
other  persons  in  the  colonies  who  have  a 
concern  for  religion,  besides  ‘a  few 
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missionaries.’  It  was  written  by  a  pro- 
prieter  [not  named]  at  that  time  resi¬ 
dent  in  Barbadoes,  addressed  to  the 
people  of  Barbadoes,  and  its  circulation 
confined  to  Barbadoes.”  An  extract 
from  the  pamphlet,  pages  44-47, 
stresses  the  obligations  masters  should 
have  toward  their  slaves,  particularly 
with  respect  to  “their  conversion.” 

Jordan,  Gibbes  Walker

An  examination  of  the  principles  of  the 
Slave  Registry  Bill ,  and  of  the  means  of 
emancipation ,  proposed  by  the  authors  of 
the  Bill.

An  elaborate  defense  of  the  colonies 
by  the  agent  for  Barbados.  He  condemns 
the  Slave  Registry  Bill  and  argues  that 
the  islands,  particularly  Barbados,  are 
not  illegally  importing  slaves,  have 
ample  mechanisms  to  safeguard  against 
such  importations,  and  that  the  bill  is 
nothing  more  than  an  infringement  on 
local  autonomy  and  a  smoke  screen  to 
cloud  the  larger  issue  of  Parliamentary 
control  over  island  legislatures.  Thus, 
much  of  this  tract  is  devoted  to  a 
discussion  of  the  legal  and  political 
relationship  between  Parliament  and 
the  colonies  which  becomes  an  appeal 
in  “defence  of  our  [i.e.  colonial]  free¬ 
dom,  our  existence,  our  establishments.” 
In  addition,  there  is  a  lengthy  defense  of 
slavery  and  the  proposition  that  the 
agricultural  life  of  the  colonies  would  be 
ruined  if  the  slaves  were  to  be  emanci¬ 
pated.

One  common  reason  given  for  the  1816 
slave  revolt  was  that  the  slaves  felt  the 
Crown  had  ordered  emancipation,  but 
that  the  island’s  legislature  refused  to 
comply.  In  this  proclamation,  Leith 
expresses  the  Crown’s  negative  reaction 
to  the  revolt  and  denies  that  orders  for 
emancipation  had  been  given.  The  pro¬ 
clamation  has  been  reproduced  in 
Andrew  Leith  Hay  (1817),  and  a  copy 
can  be  found  in  the  Public  Record 
Office  (c.o.  28/85). 

Orderson,  J.  W. 

Cursory  remarks  and  plain  facts  connected 
with  the  question  produced  by  the  proposed 
Slave  Registry  Bill.  By  J.  W.  Orderson , 
late  of  Barbadoes. 

London,  1816.  33  pp.  [  nypl  ] 

A  rare  work,  written  in  England;  treats 
a  variety  of  issues  relating  to  slavery 
and  emancipation,  with  particular 
reference  to  Barbados.  Orderson  denies 
that  slaves  are  illegally  imported, 
delineates  why  there  is  no  need  for  this 
in  Barbados,  and  discusses  the  existent 
mechanisms  for  ascertaining  the  island’s 
slave  population.  However,  most  of  the 
tract  discusses  the  treatment  of  slaves 
(stressing  that  they  are  better  off  now 
than  formerly  and,  in  general,  have  a 
material  existence  superior  to  the 
English  “lower  classes  of  labouring 


poor”),  manumission  procedures,  the 
development  and  status  of  the  island’s 
free  colored  population  (including  com¬ 
ments  on  sexual  relations  between 
whites  and  blacks),  and  the  author’s 
views  on  slavery  and  amelioration  of 
the  island’s  slave  codes.  “I  am  not,” 
Orderson  remarks,  “inimical  to  a  liberal 
extension  of  the  rights  and  privileges  of 
the  free  coloured  people  .  .  .  also  ...  I 
have  feelings  of  consideration  and 
humanity  towards  the  slaves  not  in¬ 
ferior  to  those  of  the  most  boastful  phil¬ 
anthropist  ...  it  being  a  persuasion  in 
my  mind,  that  the  only  evils  ever  likely 
to  result  from  the  general  emancipation 
of  the  slaves  are  those  consequent  upon 
the  precipitancy  of  the  measure,  and  an 
indiscreet  interference  of  the  Imperial 
Parliament  between  the  master  and  the 
slave.” 

E.  M.  Shilstone  (“Orderson  Family 
Records,”  Jl.  BMHS,  25,  1957-58, 

57)  points  out  that  the  author’s  real 
name  is  Issac  Williamson  Orderson  and 
comments:  “It  is  remarkable  that  this 
pamphlet  and  his  later  work  Creoleana 
[1842]  both  bear  the  name/7-  kP.  Order- 
son  as  that  of  the  author.  One  wonders 
why  Orderson  did  not  substitute  the 
initial  I.  for  J.  when  correcting  proofs 
of  the  work.”  It  is  equally  puzzling 
why  other  works,  evidentally  by  the 
same  author,  also  bear  the  initials  J.  W. 
rather  than  I.  W.  {see  Orderson  1802, 
1827). 

Born  in  Barbados  in  the  1760s, 
Orderson  became  editor  of  the  Barbados 
Mercury ;  he  intermittently  spent  many 
years  in  England,  but  died  in  Barbados 
in  1847. 

Remarks  on  the  insurrection  in  Barbados , 

and  the  bill  for  the  registration  of  slaves. 

London,  1816.  13pp.  [  bm  ] 

An  emancipationist  tract  designed  to 
refute  the  commonly  held  notion  that 
the  1816  slave  revolt  was  precipitated  by 
rumors  surrounding  the  proposed 
Registry  Bill.  The  tract  contends  that 
the  planters  overly  exaggerated  the 
nature  of  the  revolt,  and  that  its  immedi¬ 
ate  causes  were  in  the  ill-treatment 
suffered  by  the  slaves  and  the  island  s 
repressive  slave  laws.

The  president  of  the  Barbados  Council 
issued  these  two  proclamations  during 
the  April  1816  slave  revolt.  One 
instructs  commanders  of  the  island’s 
militia  to  move  quickly  by  “the  rules 
and  discipline  of  war  in  trying  the  said 
slaves  and  carrying  the  sentences  there¬ 
of  into  immediate  execution,”  the  other 
urges  caution  so  that  innocent  persons 
are  not  implicated  and  offers  “free 
pardon  to  all  and  every  slave  or  slaves, 
not  being  a  principal  instigator  or 
advisor  in  such  insurrection  who  .  .  . 
shall  deliver  themselves  up  or  return  to 
their  respective  owners  and  occupa¬ 
tions.”  These  proclamations  were  re¬ 
produced  in  the  Barbados  Mercury 
(April  30,  1816)  and  copies  of  the 
originals  are  located  in  the  Public 
Record  Office  (c.o.  28/85).

Leith  was  intermittently  in  Barbados 
(and  died  on  the  island),  but,  aside  from 
some  references  {pp.  153-67)  to  military 
matters  and  the  1816  slave  revolt  in 
Barbados,  this  is  not  a  particularly 
useful  source.  The  appendix  {pp.  16-20) 
reproduces  Leith’s  proclamation  (1816) 
and  address  to  the  slave  population  of 
Barbados  (1816)  which  followed  upon 
the  1816  revolt.

The  pamphlet  notes  that  the  Colonial 
Charity  School  “is  proposed  for  the 
education  in  reading,  writing,  and 
arithmetic,  of  such  free  and  slave 
children  of  the  coloured  and  black 
population  of  this  island,  as  from 
pecuniary  and  other  local  impediments 
have  not  the  means  of  deriving  these 
advantages  from  any  other  source  than 
that  of  public  charity.  .  .  .  The  most 
prominent  feature  of  this  institution 
shall  be  a  well-digested  system  of 
religious  education  in  strict  and  un¬ 
deviating  conformity  with  the  principles 
of  the  established  Episcopal  church.” 
The  pamphlet  delineates  admission 
procedures,  rules  governing  attend¬ 
ance,  the  composition  and  duties  of 
the  school’s  Governing  Board,  etc.

The  report  from  a  select  committee  of  the 
House  of  Assembly ,  appointed  to  inquire 
into  the  origin ,  causes ,  and  progress ,  of 
the  late  insurrection.

On  copies  of  this  pamphlet  published  in 
Barbados,  library  catalogs  olten  give  the 
publication  date  as  1816  or  1817,  but  at 
a  meeting  of  the  Barbados  Assembly  on 
January  7,  1818,  the  committee’s  report 
was  formally  presented  and  ”250 
copies  . . .  were  directed  to  be  printed  as 
soon  as  possible”  (Public  Record  Office, 
c.o.  31/47).  This  item,  along  with 
various  materials  located  in  the  Public 
Record  Office  (e.g.  c.o.  28/85),  forms 
the  major  source  for  a  reconstruction  of 
the  only  slave  revolt  in  Barbadian 
history.

The 
Society’s  reports  seem  to  largely  deal 
with  the  progress  of  this  school,  but 
only  the  sixteenth  annual  report,  pub¬ 
lished  in  Barbados  in  1835,  was  located 
and  consulted  [uspg].  The  National 
Union  Catalog  locates  numbers  9-12 
(1828-31),  all  published  in  Barbados, 
at  the  Providence  Public  Library 
(Rhode  Island). 

Waller,  John  Augustine 

A  voyage  in  the  West  Indies:  containing 
various  observations  made  during  a  resi¬

T  he  author,  a  surgeon  in  the  Royal 
Navy,  was  stationed  in  Barbados  for 
“a  whole  year”  in  1807-8,  and  returned 
for  ten  days  in  June  1808  {p.  55).  His 
main  account  of  the  island  {pp.  1-28) 
offers  valuable  details  on  various  aspects 
of  society  and  culture,  especially  the 
behavior  and  customs  of  the  white 
creoles;  his  negative  appraisal  of  their 
behavior  was  specifically  rebutted  by 
John  Husbands  (1831).  There  is  also 
information  on  slaves  and  slavery, 
weather,  and  the  island’s  flora  and 
fauna,  etc.  One  of  the  engravings 
{following  p.  20),  “Slaves  in  Barbados,” 
shows  various  aspects  of  slave  life, 
including  a  cross-section  of  the  interior 
of  a  slave  house.  Additional  comments 
on  Barbados  are  offered  in  Waller’s 
discussion  of  other  territories.

Barbados  on  a  slaver  which  had  come 
directly  from  Africa.  A  market  glut  pre¬ 
vented  the  sale  of  the  ship’s  complement 
of  slaves,  and  it  sailed  about  three  hours 
after  anchoring  in  Carlisle  Bay.  1  he 
author  (who  was  a  crew  member)  did 
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not  go  ashore  and  thus  “was  unable 
to  make  any  remarks  on  this  valuable 
island”  other  than  a  short  description 
{pp.  128-30)  of  activities  in  Carlisle 
Bay  and  the  reactions  of  the  African 
slaves  to  seeing  land  after  an  arduous 
two-month  passage  across  the  Atlantic. 
However,  the  author  offers  an  extensive 
description  of  slaving  practices  on  the 
African  coast  and  a  vivid  account  of  the 
middle  passage,  thus  conveying  what 
many  other  Africans  must  have  experi¬ 
enced  before  they  landed  on  Barbadian 
shores. 

The  bm  catalog  notes  the  author’s 
name  is  a  pseudonym  for  Henry 
Schroeder.  Sabin  (9670)  gives  the  date 
of  publication  as  [1823].

The  title  is  taken  from  a  publication  of 
this  item  in  the  Jl.  BMHS  (2,  1934-35, 
23-31)  where  it  is  noted  that  it  “is 
reprinted  from  a  broad  sheet  in  the  pos¬ 
session  of  Mr.  John  Chandler.  .  .  .  The 
sheet  is  signed  by  F.  Clarke  who  is 
understood  to  have  been  Mr.  Forster 
Clarke.”  Clarke  briefly  reviews  slave 
work-schedules,  their  food,  clothing, 
and  medical  provisions,  and  the  treat¬ 
ment  of  women,  children,  and  infants. 
Implicit  is  a  defense  of  the  planters 
against  criticisms  made  by  English 
emancipationists. 

Clarke  owned  a  plantation  and  was 
the  attorney  for  nineteen  others  owned 
by  absentees  “on  which  there  is  a  popu¬ 
lation  of  4589  slaves  .  .  .”  (testimony  in 
A  Report  of  a  Committee  of  the  Council. 
1824  ,p.  105). 

Clarkson,  Thomas

The 
sheet  appeals  to  “True  Lovers  of 
Religion”  in  the  West  Indies  to  “follow 
the  laudable  example  of  the  BARBAD¬ 
IANS,  in  putting  an  end  to  Methodism 
and  Methodist  Chapels  throughout  the 
West  Indies.”  The  uspg  copy  is  in  the 
archives  (Fulham  Papers,  vol.  2,  p. 
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The  late  insurrection  in  Demarara ,  and

Printed  on  folio-size  sheets,  two  columns 
to  a  page,  this  item,  according  to  its 
prefatory  remarks,  was  originally 
“prepared  for  insertion  in  The  Missionary 
Notices  [a  Methodist  magazine  pub¬ 
lished  in  London]  for  January  1824  •  •  • 
and  [is]  given  in  this  form  for  the  greater 
convenience  of  circulation  among 
Gentlemen  connected  with  the  West 
Indies.” 

The  item  largely  deals  with  the 
difficulties  of  the  Methodist  mission  in 
Barbados.  Reproduced  is  a  lengthy 
letter  from  the  missionary  William 
Shrewsbury  (dated  October  1823)  des¬ 
cribing  attacks  against  himself  and  the 
chapel  in  Bridgetown,  and  one  from 
Shrewsbury  and  W.  Larcum,  another 
missionary  (dated  March  28,  1820), 
which  describes  the  religious  and  moral 
state  of  the  island’s  population  and  the 
work  of  the  Methodist  mission  (the 
original  of  this  letter  is  in  the  Methodist 
Missionary  Society  archives,  Box  1817- 
20,  no.  120);  also  included  are  other 
materials  and  commentaries  relating 
to  the  mission  and  the  destruction  of  the 
chapel  in  October  1823. 

A  copy  of  this  item,  the  only  one  I 
know  of,  is  located  among  the  William 
Smith  Papers  in  the  Manuscript  Depart¬ 
ment  of  the  Duke  University  Library

Bathurst,  secretary  of  state  for  the 
Colonies,  had  made  a  number  of 
suggestions  for  the  amelioration  of  the 
slaves’  condition  and  for  changes  in  the 
island’s  slave  laws.  In  a  meeting  of  the 
Council  on  September  3,  1823,  R. 

Hamden,  an  influential  member  of  that 
body,  spoke  against  Bathurst’s  suggest¬ 
ions  and  this  item  is  a  printing  of  that 


speech.  Hamden  is  “alarmed”  at 
Bathurst’s  veiled  threat  to  have  ameli¬ 
orative  legislation  enacted  in  England 
unless  Barbados  enacts  this  legislation 
itself,  and  argues  that  the  colonists 
themselves  are  the  ones  who  are  in  the 
best  position  to  judge  what  is  right  and 
best  for  the  slaves.  His  proslavery 
speech  is  an  articulate,  well-argued  (if 
not  eloquent)  defense  of  the  colonial 
planter.

Written  in  Barbados,  this  account  of 
the  Codrington  plantations,  according 
to  the  editor  of  the  Christian  Remem¬ 
brancer,  “exempts  [The  Society  for  the 
Propagation  of  the  Gospel  in  Foreign 
Parts]  from  any  charge  of  permitting 
the  exercise  of  cruelty  towards  their 
slaves,  or  of  neglecting  their  personal 
comfort  and  spiritual  interests.”

A  broadsheet.  The  reward  was  offered 
in  connection  with  the  destruction  of 
the  Methodist  chapel  in  Bridgetown. 
This  item  threatens  persons  who  would 
give  information  to  the  authorities 
concerning  the  participants  in  that 
affair,  and  warns  other  Methodist 
missionaries  against  coming  to  Bar¬ 
bados.  Copies  are  located  in  the  Public 
Record  Office  (c.o.  28/92,  item  59), 
and  uspg  archives  (Fulham  Papers,  vol. 
2,p.  647).

The  author,  rector  of  St.  Lucy  parish, 
delivered  these  lectures  ‘ho  a  congrega¬ 
tion  of  Negroes  in  the  island  of  Barba¬ 
does.  .  .  .  The  object  proposed  was  to 
make  the  Gospel  history  and  the  princi¬ 
pal  truths  of  Christianity  intelligible 
and  interesting  to  hearers,  who  had 
neither  intellectual  culture,  nor  pre¬ 
vious  acquaintance  with  religion.” 
The  lectures  rarely  afford  insights 
into  secular  life,  but  their  tone  and 
ideological  thrust  are  well  reflected  in 
the  concluding  paragraph  of  the  volume 
(pp.  igi-g2) :  “You  see,  my  friends 
how  poor  your  saviour  was,  who  was 
obliged  to  work  a  miracle  in  order  to 
pay  a  small  tax.  Poverty,  therefore,  is 
no  proof,  that  God  does  not  care  for  us. 

.  .  .You  see  also,  how  obedient  your 
saviour  was  to  those  who  were  in 
authority  over  him.  He  submitted  him¬ 
self  to  all  who  had  rule  and  power  in 
the  country  ...  he  yet  did  his  duty  as 
a  man,  and  led  a  peaceable  and  quiet 
life,  humbly  yielding  his  obedience, 
where  obedience  was  due.  And  you 
must  follow  his  example.  You  must  be 
obedient  to  all  who  are  over  you  ...  as  a 
matter  of  duty,  as  a  thing  in  which  you 
will  please  God.  We  are  all  of  us  placed 
in  different  stations  of  life,  and  we  must 
do  the  duties  of  those  stations,  whether 
they  be  high  or  low.  In  the  next  world, 
we  shall  receive  reward  or  punishment 
according  as  we  behave  here.  ...  Be 
it  your  care  ...  to  honour  and  obey 
the  King,  and  all  that  are  put  in  auth¬ 
ority  under  him,  to  submit  yourselves 
to  all  your  governors,  and  spiritual 
pastors,  and  masters,  to  order  yourselves 
lowly  and  reverently  to  all  your 
betters.” 

The  lectures  were  well  received  by  the 
religious  and  civil  authorities.  Sent  to 
the  Society  for  the  Conversion  and 
Religious  Instruction  and  Education 
of  the  Negro  Slaves  in  the  British  West 
India  Islands,  which  caused  their 
publication,  they  “were  recommended 
to  their  missionaries  as  models  of  that 


simple  and  earnest  instruction  which 
.  .  .  finds  its  way  to  the  hearts  of  the 
ignorant.  .  .  .  They  may  be  placed  with¬ 
out  scruple  in  the  hands  of  the  convert 
for  his  private  readings.”  In  the  Report 
of  the  Society  for  July-December  1823 
(London,  1824 >  PP-  3I~32)>  B  is  implied 
that  the  first  edition  was  published  in 
1823  (I  have  come  across  no  copy  of  it) 
and  is  pointed  out  that  Harte’s  book 
“is  in  considerable  demand,  and  numer¬ 
ous  applications  have  been  made  for  it 
.  .  .  the  Governour  of  Barbadoes  having 
proposed  to  circulate  it  in  the  adjacent 
islands.” 

This  is  a  rare  work.  The  1824  edition, 
although  listed  in  the  bm  catalog,  was 
destroyed  during  the  Second  World 
War.

Incorporated  Society  for  the  Con¬ 
version  and  Religious  Instruction 
and  Education  of  the  Negro  Slaves 
in  the  British  West  India  Islands 
[A?inual  Reports.\ 

London,  1824-34.  [  bm,  rcs  ] 

The  Barbados  branch  of  this  society 
was  formally  organized  in  August  1825, 
although  minimal  work  was  conducted 
under  its  aegis  during  the  few  preceding 
years.  Based  upon  letters  and  other 
information  from  clergymen,  the 
Annual  Reports  are  useful  for  informa¬ 
tion  on  the  relationship  between  the 
Anglican  church  in  Barbados  and  the 
island’s  slave  population. 

*JORDAN,  GlBBES  WALKER 

A  statement  of  the  condition  and  treatment 
of  Negro  slaves  in  the  island  of  Barbados. 
London  [ca.  1824]. 

Cited  by  Ragatz  (p.  5/7)  who  notes 
that  this  undated  item  is  “Based  on  A 
Report  of  a  Committee  of  the  Council 
of  Barbadoes,  Appointed  to  Inquire 
into  the  Actual  Condition  of  the  Slaves 
in  This  Island”  (1824).  I  have  been 
unable  to  trace  this  item  under  the 
above  author  or  title. 

[Jordan,  J.  W.] 

An  account  of  the  management  of  certain 
estates  in  the  island  of  Barbados. 
London,  1824.  16  pp.  [  h  ] 

To  counter  emancipationist  criticisms, 
the  author  submits  this  account  (ad¬ 
dressed  to  an  unidentified  person) 
as  “a  statement  of  the  real  condition 
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of  the  slave  population.”  He  had 
“resided  nearly  five  years  in  that  Island 
and  upon  these  estates  .  .  .  but,  in  addi¬ 
tion  .  .  .  wrote  to  my  agent  there  in 
order  to  obtain  more  particular  details,” 
and,  together  with  what  “my  memory 
could  serve  me,”  he  describes  three 
Barbadian  plantations.  For  each,  he 
delineates  the  total  and  cultivated 
acreage,  the  amount  of  sugar-cane 
acreage  annually  planted  and  harvested, 
and  the  number  and  categories  of  live¬ 
stock  and  slaves.  Information  on  slaves 
include,  the  number  of  houses  on  each 
estate  and  their  construction;  gardening 
activities,  livestock  keeping,  and  mar¬ 
keting  patterns;  daily  work  schedules 
and  types  of  work  performed  during 
the  agricultural  cycle  (including  infor¬ 
mation  on  plantation  agricultural  prac¬ 
tices)  ;  clothing,  food,  and  medical 
provisions,  and  the  care  of  infants  and 
young  children;  and  disciplinary  meas¬ 
ures. 

This  item  is  listed  by  Sabin  (36646) 
who  erroneously  identifies  the  author  as 
Gibbes  Walker  Jordan  and  locates  a 
copy  at  Harvard.  In  the  Harvard  copy 
(the  only  one  I  was  able  to  locate  any¬ 
where)  the  title  page  (as  well  as  the  final 
two  pages)  is  missing.  The  title,  place, 
and  date  of  publication  have  been 
inscribed  in  manuscript,  apparently  by 
an  early  bibliographer,  on  page  i  of  the 
preface.  On  page  ii,  under  the  final 
printed  lines,  “I  have  the  honour  to 
remain,  your  very  obedient  servant,” 
there  is  a  manuscript  signature  and 
date,  in  an  apparently  contemporary 
hand  (but  different  from  the  one  on  p. 
i),  of  “J.  W.  [not  G.  W.]  Jordan, 
February  1824.” 

J.  W.  Jordan  was  one  of  the  signa¬ 
tories  of  a  resolution  condemning  the 
destruction  of  the  Methodist  chapel  in 
Bridgetown ;  he  is  listed  as  the  proprietor 
of  Walkers,  Burnthouse,  and  Farley- 
Hill  plantations  (see  A  Declaration  oj 
Inhabitants  of  Barbados ,  1826).  Gibbes  W. 
Jordan,  a  former  member  of  the 
Barbados  legislature  and  later  the 
island’s  colonial  agent  in  London,  died 
on  February  16,  1823  (Schomburgk, 
1848,  pp.  415-16). 

“ Letter  to  the  Editor  on  Religious 

Instruction  in  Barbados .” 


The  Christian  Remembrancer ,  vol.  6, 
London,  1824,  PP •  22-24.  [  bm  ] 

Reports  on  an  1823  meeting  which 
convened  all  of  Barbados’s  Anglican 
ministers.  At  this  meeting  a  resolution 
(reproduced  in  this  letter)  was  unani¬ 
mously  passed  which  called  for  a 
clerical  committee  to  form  an  associa¬ 
tion  with  planters  which  would  estab¬ 
lish  guidelines  for  missionary  work 
among  Barbadian  slaves.  The  author  of 
this  letter  complains  that  by  concerning 
themselves  with  slaves,  the  parish 
ministers  will  neglect  the  whites.  What 
is  really  needed,  he  suggests,  is  for  the 
Society  for  Conversion  of  Negro  Slaves 
to  send  missionaries  who  would  concern 
themselves  solely  with  that  population. 

M’Queen,  James 

The  West  India  Colonies.  The  calumnies 
and  misrepresentations  circulated  against 
them  by  the  Edinburgh  Review ,  Mr.

By  a  special 
act  of  the  Barbados  legislature  the 
author  was  awarded  five  hundred 
pounds  sterling  in  appreciation  for  his 
“unremitting  and  disinterested  .  .  .  de¬ 
fence  of  the  West  Indies  as  expressed 
in  his  pamphlet”  (Public  Record  Office, 
c.o.  30/21,  Act  no.  469). 

Another  edition  was  published  in 
London  in  1825  (Sabin  43643). 

[Philips,  George] 

Travels  in  North  America. 

Dublin,  1824.  180  pp.  [  bm  ] 

On  his  way  from  Ireland  to  the  United 
States,  the  author  stopped  at  Barbados 
for  “a  short  stay”  in  February  ca.  1820. 
He  lived  on  board  ship,  but  made 
“daily  excursions”  to  different  parts  ol 
the  island.  His  impressions  {pp.  13-25) 
offer  brief  information  on  a  variety  ol 
sociocultural  topics;  the  description 
given  of  a  slave  funeral  combines  direct 
quoting  and  paraphrasing  of  G.  Pinc- 
kard’s  description  in  1  79^  vol.  1, 

pp.  270-71).

Sunday  talks,  delivered  by  the  chaplain 
of  the  Codrington  plantations,  on  the 
following  topics:  “To  Servants,”  which 
treats  the  obligations  between  masters 
and  servants;  “On  Stealing,”  which 
stresses  that  the  “principle  duty  of  a 
servant  to  his  master  [is]  honesty”;  a 
lecture  on  the  importance  of  being 
truthful  with  one’s  master;  and  two 
others  dealing  with  “idleness”  and 
“sobriety.”  In  the  bos  copy  pages  9-16 
are  missing  (these  cover  parts  of  the 
lectures  on  stealing  and  lying). 
Throughout  the  lectures  there  is  occa¬ 
sional  mention  of  specific  types  of 
behavior  in  which  domestic  slaves  pur¬ 
portedly  engage,  the  main  emphasis 
being  that  if  slaves  perform  their  roles 
properly  they  will  be  rewarded  in  the 
afterlife.

Commons.

The  report  was  submitted  to  the  council 
in  July  1823,  by  the  committee’s  chair¬ 
man,  R.  Hamden.  It  contains  an  eighty- 
eight-page  discussion  of  slavery  in 
general  but  with  specific  reference  to 
Barbados,  and  is  oriented  toward  a 
rebuttal  of  Wilberforce’s  criticisms. 
A  thirty-nine-page  appendix  summar¬ 
izes  the  testimonies  of  persons  called 
before  the  committee,  as  they  replied 
to  specific  queries  on  slavery  and  slave 
life  on  the  island.  Witnesses  include 
British  military  officers  stationed  in 
Barbados,  planters  (Reynold  A.  Alleyne, 
Forster  Clarke,  and  William  Sharp), 
medical  doctors  treating  plantation 
slaves,  and  the  Reverend  Samuel 
Hinds,  principal  of  Codrington  College 
and  the  first  Anglican  clergyman 
appointed  as  missionary  to  Barbados 
slaves  (in  1821).  All  of  these  persons 


are  more  or  less  favorable  to  the 
planters’  cause. 

Riot  in  Barbadoes ,  and  destruction  of  the 
Wesleyan  Chapel  and  Mission  House. 
[London,  ca.  1824.]  4  pp. 

A  follow-up  paper,  with  the  same  format 
as  an  earlier  one  dealing  with  the  same 
events  (see  The  Late  Insurrection  in 
Demarara ,  1823).  It  reproduces  a  lengthy 
letter  (dated  St.  Vincent,  October  29, 
1823)  by  William  Shrewsbury,  the 
Methodist  missionary  who  had  been 
forced  to  leave  Barbados;  this  letter 
describes  in  considerable  detail  the 
events  leading  up  to  the  destruction  of 
the  Bridgetown  chapel,  the  way  in 
which  it  was  destroyed,  and  the  manner 
in  which  he  escaped  from  the  island.  A 
pastoral  letter  he  wrote  from  St. 
Vincent  to  the  Methodist  congregation 
in  Barbados,  and  other  materials 
related  to  the  affair  are  also  included. 

The  only  copy  of  this  paper  I  know 
of  is  located  among  the  William  Smith 
Papers  in  the  Manuscript  Department 
of  the  Duke  University  Library  (Dur¬ 
ham,  N.C.).

This  classic  and  impressive  study  by  a 
leading  emancipationist  makes  occa¬ 
sional  specific  references  to  Barbados 
throughout  the  two  volumes.  Volume  1 
is  devoted  to  the  slaves’  legal  status  and 
an  examination  of  slave  codes;  volume 
2,  to  an  examination  of  the  work 
schedules,  conditions  and  treatment  of 
the  field  slave  in  particular.  Substantive 
materials  on  Barbados  (with  one  major 
exception)  are  derived  from  printed 
sources,  largely  the  island’s  laws  and 
testimonies  contained  in  various  volumes 
of  the  Parliamentary  Papers.  But  much 
of  Stephen’s  discussions,  even  though 
not  specifically  devoted  to  Barbados, 
have  direct  bearing  on  an  understand¬ 
ing  of  the  island’s  slave  system. 

Stephen  had  gone  to  the  West  Indies 
as  a  young  man  in  the  latter  half  of 
the  eighteenth  century,  eventually  prac¬ 
ticing  law  in  St.  Kitts  for  eleven  years. 
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In  December  1783,  on  a  voyage  from 
England,  he  stopped  at  Barbados 
where  he  spent  about  three  days.  He 
witnessed  part  of  the  trial  of  four  slaves 
(who  had  been  accused  of  murdering  a 
white  medical  doctor)  two  of  whom 
were  convicted  and  burned  alive.  The 
trial  proceedings  and  judgment,  and 
his  reactions  to  them,  are  detailed  in 
the  preface  to  volume  2  ( pp .  xvii-xxiv) , 
the  only  part  of  his  work  in  which  his 
own  experience  in  Barbados  is  des¬ 
cribed.  This  event,  as  Stephen  records 
in  these  pages,  had  a  profound  impact 
on  his  subsequent  career  and  participa¬ 
tion  in  the  emancipationist  movement. 

Stephen’s  The  Crisis  of  the  Sugar 
Colonies  (London,  1802)  contains  no 
specific  materials  on  Barbados.  In  his 
posthumously  published  autobiography 
( The  Memoirs  of  James  Stephen ,  London, 
1954),  the  only  reference  to  the  island 
is  the  editor’s  summary  of  the  Barbados 
experience  described  above  in  volume  2.

This  speech  is  directly  rebutted  in 
A  Declaration  of  Inhabitants  of  Barbados 
(1826).  Buxton’s  motion  itself  requests 
a  condemnation  of  the  above  acts,  and 


calls  for  the  King  to  pressure  Barbados 
to  rebuild  the  chapel  out  of  public 
funds.  Pages  50-118  comprise  the 
transcripts  of  other  speeches  relative 
to  Buxton’s  motion  and  Buxton’s  reply 
to  these.  Also  included  is  the  motion 
ultimately  passed  by  the  House  which, 
though  milder  than  Buxton’s,  is  in 
substantial  agreement  with  his  senti¬ 
ments.  Although  the  value  of  this 
source  is  primarily  in  the  direction  of 
the  Methodist  incident  itself,  it  is  also 
useful  for  an  examination  of  the 
functioning  of  the  island’s  judicial  and 
legal  system.

The  author,  a  Methodist  missionary, 
lived  in  Barbados  from  1820  to  1823 
and  had  become  the  focus  of  a  cause 
celebre  which  involved  the  destruction 
of  the  Methodist  chapel  in  Bridgetown 
by  a  mob,  and  his  departure  from  the 
island  under  threat  of  violence.  As  a 
defense  against  what  he  considered  to 
be  false  accusations  against  Methodist 
teaching  and  doctrine,  Shrewsbury  later 
published  these  fourteen  sermons  An 
order  that  the  world  may  judge  of  the 
character  and  tendency  ol  those  doc¬ 
trines  which  the  Wesleyan  missionaries 
preach  in  the  West  Indies.  Although 
most  of  these  sermons  deal  with 
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Methodist  theology,  some  are  valuable 
for  a  history  of  Methodism  on  the  island, 
particularly  sermon  8  which  offers  a 
concise  history  of  the  mission.  This 
sermon  also  offers  information  about 
the  way  in  which  Methodists  viewed 
the  issue  of  conversion  of  Negroes  to 
Christianity  and  their  attitudes  regard¬ 
ing  the  Negro,  themes  which  are  also, 
and  better,  reflected  in  sermons  13  and 
14  which  were  delivered  to  slaves  on 
two  plantations  in  Barbados.

At  a  public  meeting  in  Bridgetown, 
Barbadian  whites  passed  a  resolution 
expressing  their  disapproval  of  the 
destruction  of  the  Methodist  chapel.

1-2,  while  pages  3-5  contain  the  names 
of  the  105  signatories,  prominent  land¬ 
holders  and  other  personages,  together 
with  the  names  of  the  plantations  they 
owned  or  for  which  they  were  attorneys. 
The  appendix  ( pp .  6-20)  rebuts  Bux¬ 
ton’s  speech  before  the  House  of  Com¬ 
mons  (An  Authentic  Report  of  the  Debate  in 
the  House  of  Commons ,  1825)  and  gener¬ 
ally  defends  the  Barbadian  white  posi¬ 
tion  on  the  treatment  of  slaves  against 
the  criticisms  of  the  emancipationists  in 
England.  These  latter  remarks,  written 
from  a  very  defensive  position,  were 
made  because  “it  seems  to  be  the  maxim 
in  present  day  [England]  to  presume 
guilt  in  all  questions  in  which  West 
Indians  are  concerned,  and  .  .  .  to  throw 
the  onus  probandi  on  the  negative  side  of 
the  question.”  A  useful  document  for  a 
concrete  statement  by  a  Barbadian  elite 
on  the  anti-slavery  controversy.

Attempts  to  refute  criticisms  made 
against  West  Indian  planters  by  anti¬ 
slavery  forces  in  the  United  Kingdom; 
specifically,  those  criticisms  which  main¬ 
tain  that  the  planters  have  passed  no 
ameliorative  measures  governing  slave 
life  and  have  resisted  all  attempts  to 
modify  their  slave  codes.  “The  object 
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of  the  present  inquiry,”  notes  the 
author,  “has  been  to  bring  to  notice 
what  has  been  accomplished  in  one 
island”  and  he  does  this  by  discussing 
ameliorative  legislation  in  Barbados 
and  the  recently  passed  “Consolidation 
Act”  which  modified  many  of  the 
island’s  slave  laws  (for  a  printed  copy 
of  this  act  see  Parliamentary  Papers , 
vol.  25,  1826/27 ,pp.  igy-28y). 

An  Act  passed  in  Barbados  on  March 
14,  1827  (Public  Record  Office,  c.o. 
30/2 1 ,  no.  496)  awarded  Renn  Hamden, 
a  member  of  Council,  the  sum  of  thirty- 
five  pounds  sterling.  The  Act  notes  that 
he,  “activated  by  a  laudable  zeal  for  the 
honor  and  character  of  this  island,” 
had  recently  incurred  expenses  in 
printing  and  having  distributed  in 
England  a  pamphlet  he  had  written  “in 
defence  of  the  colony  .  .  .  touching  the 
state  of  slavery  in  this  island.”  An  ex¬ 
haustive  search  failed  to  yield  any  item 
published  in  this  period  under  the 
stated  authorship  of  Hamden.  Some 
Remarks  seems  to  fit,  and  for  this  reason 
I  provisionally  identify  Hamden  as  its 
author.

His  account  offers  but  a  brief  para¬ 
graph  (p.  42)  about  this  visit:  “We 
arrived  at  Barbadoes,  where  we  disposed 
of  our  cargo  for  slaves,  cash  and  rum, 
with  which  we  cleared  out  for  the  Bay 
of  Honduras.  The  planters  at  Barbadoes 
are  cruel  to  their  unhappy  slaves,  who 
are  condemned  to  servile  labour  and 
scanty  fare.  I  have  seen  at  high  water 
mark,  the  heads  of  slaves,  fixed  upon 
sharp  pointed  stakes,  while  their  un¬ 
buried  carcases  were  exposed  to  be 
torn  by  dogs  and  vultures  on  the  sandy 
beach.  Much  might  be  written  on  the 
affliction  of  those  wretched  slaves, 
subjected  to  unjust  bondage,  and  every 
species  of  insult  and  injury.”

The  “gentleman”  provides  a  miscellany 
of  observations  on  the  treatment  and 
disciplining  of  slaves;  their  religious, 
mating,  and  marital  patterns;  gardens;

houses;  and  educational  opportunities. 
There  are  also  comments  on  the  island’s 
free  colored  population,  prisons,  and 
the  Colonial  Charity  School.

The  author  was  born  in  Barbados,  and 
spent  his  childhood  and  “many  of  the 
first  years  of  manhood”  on  the  island. 
His  pamphlet  is  a  response  to  a  couple 
of  articles  written  by  the  editor  of  the 
Albany  paper  in  which  it  was  asserted 
that  the  “morals  of  the  Barbadians 
are  of  a  very  low  grade.”  “I  was  con¬ 
vinced,”  Husbands  writes,  “that  the 
editor’s  sweeping  accusation  was  un¬ 
founded,  and  I  considered  it  to  be  an 
act  of  justice  to  myself,  my  family,  and 
the  inhabitants  of  Barbados  to  enter  my 
solemn  protest  .  .  .  against  it.”

Waller  (1820)  and  much  of  Husbands’s 
angry  reaction  is  devoted  to  refuting 
Waller.

for  at  least  five  years.  However,  he 
also  argues  that  “there  are  .  .  .  other 
privileges,  that  we  denominate  social 
or  domestic ,  to  the  concession  of  which 
there  are  obstacles  that  lie  deeper  than 
any  law  can  reach  .  .  .  [and]  the  Free 
Coloured  members  of  our  community, 
will  yet,  notwithstanding  their  extended 
political  rights,  be  as  far  from  participat¬ 
ing  in  as  ever.”  That  is,  among  other 
things,  he  cannot  entertain  the  notion 
of  free  coloreds  serving  in  leading 
capacities  in  the  island’s  political, 
judicial,  religious,  or  military  institu¬ 
tions.

Christianity  and  slavery;  in  a  course  of 
lectures  preached  at  the  cathedral  and 
parish  church  of  St.  Michael,  Barbados.

Six  sermons  delivered  in  1832  to  white 
congregations  by  the  Archdeacon  of 
Barbados.  A  moderately  useful  source 
for  information  on  the  institutional 
aspects  of  slavery,  reflecting  a  relatively 
liberal  churchman’s  thoughts  on  the 
subject.  Eliot’s  objectives  are,  in  his 
words,  “to  impress  on  the  community 
the  necessity  of  attending  to  the  moral 
and  religious  welfare  of  the  slave  popu¬ 
lation.”  He  stresses  that  he  is  not  im¬ 
mediately  concerned  with  the  slaves’ 
temporal  life,  but  feels  their  condition 
has  improved  in  recent  years.  These 
lectures  cover  the  following  topics:  a 
discussion  of  the  case  for  permitting 
slaves  to  be  introduced  to  Christianity; 
a  series  of  practical  suggestions  to  be 
employed  in  disseminating  Christianity 
to  the  slaves;  “the  causes  of  the  infre¬ 
quency  of  marriage  among  the  slaves”; 
the  kinds  of  obligations  masters  should 
have  toward  their  slaves,  e.g.  treating 
them  well,  permitting  their  manu¬ 
mission  when  slaves  have  the  money  to 
pay  for  it,  keeping  the  slave  families 
intact,  etc.  These  lectures  were  greeted 
adversely  by  some  Barbadian  planters.

This  tract  addresses  itself  to  criticisms 
levelled  against  the  SPG  for  owning  a 
slave  plantation.  “But  surely,  the  tract 
notes,  “the  acceptance  ol  a  trust, 
which  took  place  more  than  a  century 
ago,  when  the  great  question  of  Negro 
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slavery  had  excited  but  little  attention 
even  in  the  more  religious  part  of  the 
community,  is  hardly  to  be  brought 
forward  as  a  charge  against  the  present 
conductors  of  the  institution,  who, 
finding  themselves  in  the  character  of 
trustees  of  West  Indian  property  for  a 
specific  object  .  .  .  cannot  feel  them¬ 
selves  at  liberty  to  abandon  that  trust, 
but  are  bound  to  make  the  wisest,  best 
and  most  Christian  use  of  it.”  The  SPG 
had  considered  three  plans  for  their 
estates:  giving  them  up,  immediate 
emancipation  of  the  slaves,  and  making 
provisions  for  the  slaves’  gradual  eman¬ 
cipation.  The  last  course  was  decided 
upon,  and  the  tract  concentrates  on  the 
rationale  behind  this  decision,  pointing 
out  that  “to  emancipate  the  [slaves] 
suddenly  and  indiscriminately  would 
only  be  to  injure  the  objects  of  our 
just  and  charitable  solicitude.”  Prepar¬ 
ing  slaves  for  “gradual”  emancipation 
includes  religious  education  and  en¬ 
couragements  to  marry.  Reproduced 
are  eleven  resolutions  passed  by  the 
Society  to  serve  as  incentives  for  the 
slaves  to  marry,  and  an  extract  from 
a  letter  by  the  Bishop  of  Barbados,  dated 
June  1830,  reporting  on  his  visit  to  the 
Codrington  plantations  and  the  favor¬ 
able  condition  of  the  slaves.

In  this  novel,  Peter  Simple  also  visits 
the  island,  and  he  briefly  describes 
shipping  and  marketing  activities  in 
Carlisle  Bay;  a  slave  ship;  and  various 
characteristics  and  verbal  expressions 
of  the  Negro  population  (chaper  30). 
In  chapter  31,  there  is  a  detailed  and 
unique  description  of  a  “Dignity  Ball” 
held  by  Bridgetown’s  free  colored 
population;  Marryat  himself  had  at¬ 
tended  such  a  ball  {see  Oliver  Warner, 
Captain  Marryat:  A  Rediscovery ,  London, 
1 953)  *  Simple  returns  to  Barbados  on  a 
second  trip  and  gives  (chapter  50)  a 
lengthy  description  of  a  Methodist 
service  in  Bridgetown  conducted  by  a 
Negro  preacher. 

Martin,  R.  Montgomery 

History  of  the  British  colonies.

The  section  on  Barbados  (vol.  2,  pp. 
312-28)  is  primarily  a  political  and 
economic  history  based  on  written 
sources.  The  same  materials  are  con¬ 
tained  in  the  author’s  History  of  the  West 
Indies  (London,  1836-37,  vol.  2,  pp. 
183-211  [bmhs]).  Martin  “did  not 
visit  the  West  Indies  until  1851,  when

Information  similar  to  that  included  in 
the  author’s  previous  almanacs;  also 
list  of  agricultural  exports  for  1833,  and 
a  short  article  {pp.  61—62)  “The  follow¬ 
ing  is  a  specific  cure  for  the  disease 
called  the  Rose  (vulgarly  termed  fever 
and  ague)  published  by  Dr.  Abel 
Stewart,  of  Barbados.” 

St.  Clair,  Thomas  Staunton 

A  residence  in  the  West  Indies  and 
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America ,  with  a  narrative  of  the  expedi¬ 
tion  to  the  island  of  Walcheren. 

London,  1834.  2  vols.  [  nypl  ] 

The  author,  an  army  officer,  first 
visited  Barbados  in  late  1806  or  some¬ 
time  in  1807  and  stayed  for  a  few 
months.  The  few  details  offered  about 
his  visit  (vol.  1,  pp.  373-77}  include 
brief  comments  on  the  tavern  in  which 
he  stayed  in  Bridgetown,  his  opinions 
on  the  effects  of  climate  on  health,  and 
his  noting  that  the  “15th  Regiment  of 
Foot  with  the  York  Chasseurs,  and  the 
7th  West  India  Regiment  constituted 
the  force  at  this  time  quartered  at 
Barbados”  (the  names  of  some  officers 
are  also  given).  Another  visit  of  a 
month’s  duration  was  made  in  Decem¬

but  the  time  was  spent  on  board  ship 
in  Carlisle  Bay,  and  no  description  of 
this  visit  is  given.

slaves,  population  characteristics.

The  author  went  to  Barbados  as  an 
Anglican  minister  (missionary?),  arriv¬ 
ing  in  early  1835  after  a  “35  day 
passage.”  His  journal  {pp.  1-57)  is 
primarily  an  account  of  the  voyage 
itself,  his  impressions  of  Barbados  {pp. 
34-36)  being  confined  to  a  description 
of  the  scene  in  Carlisle  Bay  as  the  ship’s 
passengers  disembarked.  The  remainder 
of  the  book  {pp.  33-37)  is  comprised  of 
poems  written  by  the  author.

44~T45)  contains  a  variety  of  other 
addresses  Coleridge  delivered  since 
1835  including  those  given  between 
1835  and  1838  at  cornerstone-laying 
ceremonies  for  the  reconstruction  of 
parish  churches  destroyed  during  the 
1831  hurricane.

Truths  from  the  West  Indies .  Including  a 
sketch  of  Madeira  in  1833.

The  author  was  in  the  West  Indies  from 
late  December  1833  to  the  end  of  1836. 
It  is  clearly  implied  in  a  number  of 
places  in  the  book  that  he  visited 
Barbados,  although  he  appears  to  have 
spent  most  of  his  time  in  Trinidad. 
Hodgson  discusses  a  wide  variety  of 
social  conditions,  customs,  and  insti¬ 
tutional  behavior  and  is  particularly 
critical  of  the  planters  and  their  treat¬ 
ment  of  slaves.  Although  there  are 
occasionally  specific  references  to  Bar¬ 
bados,  whatever  value  the  book  might 
have  is  largely  minimized  by  the 
author’s  general  failure  to  identify 
specific  islands  in  his  discussions  of 
particular  topics.

Letters  from  the  West  Indies:  relating 
especially  to  the  Danish  island  St.

and  of  the  Africa  Race.”  He  visited 
Barbados  sometime  between  1835  and 
1837.  Although  his  observations  are 
immediately  relevant  to  the  Apprentice¬ 
ship  period,  there  are  a  variety  of  useful 
materials  {pp.  34-120  passim)  pertain¬ 
ing  to  social  life  which  are  applicable  to 
the  pre-1834  period.

Jamaica  in  1831:  being  a  narrative  of 
seventeen  years'  residence  in  that  island.

In  April  1814,  the  author  stopped  at 
Barbados  for  “a  few  hours”  while  on 
his  way  to  Jamaica.

“I  was  disgusted  with  the  appearance 
of  the  white  creoles  I  saw.  The  contrast 
between  our  rosy-cheeked  selves  and 
them  produced  an  extempore  feeling 
of  exultation.  ...  I  was  struck  with  the 
shining  faces  of  the  Negroes  .  .  .  [and] 
was  astonished  to  learn  that  they  were 
the  slaves  of  the  same  haggard-looking 
creoles  I  had  been  so  shocked  with  . . .”).

They 
spent  a  little  over  two  weeks  in  Barbados 
in  1836-37,  and  their  treatment  of  the 
island  {pp.  1-7 ,  117-43 ),  although  con¬ 
centrating  upon  the  life  of  the  appren¬ 
tice,  contains  materials  relevant  to  the 
pre-1834  period.  Information,  largely 
derived  from  conversations  with  whites, 
is  provided  on  topics  such  as  schools, 
churches,  free  colored,  color  prejudice, 
and  the  Bridgetown  jail.

The  authors,  representatives  of  the 
American  Anti-Slavery  Society,  spent 
about  two  months  in  Barbados  where 
they  were  concerned  with  observing 
and  describing  the  operation  of  the 
apprenticeship  system.  Their  account 
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{ pp .  53-84)  is  an  extremely  valuable 
source  for  social  conditions  at  this  time, 
and  includes  as  well  a  variety  of  useful 
materials  comparing  the  apprenticeship 
with  the  slave  period.

Cust,  Sir  Edward 

Reflections  on  West  India  affairs ,  after  a 
recent  visit  to  the  colonies.  Addressed  to  the 
consideration  of  the  Colonial  Office.

The  author  visited  Barbados  sometime 
after  emancipation,  but  specific  refer¬ 
ences  to  the  island  are  few  and  very 
brief.  Some  opinions  are  offered  on  the 
life  of  the  emancipated  slave  {pp.  8-g) ; 
the  landscape  is  described  by  noting 
“In  Little  England  .  .  .  the  roads  (not 
so  good  as  they  might  be)  are  stirring 
with  a  busy  population  on  foot,  on 
horseback,  and  in  carriages.  The  land 
is  one  uninterrupted  field  of  sugar  cane 
and  guinea  corn,  for  there  are  few 
trees  and  no  woods.  .  .  .  The  cottages 


are  here  devoted  each  to  a  single 
family;  they  are  surrounded  very 
frequently  with  a  little  garden  for 
cassava,  ginger,  aloes,  peppers  etc. ;  in 
some  cases  ...  a  pretty  flower  bower 
decorates  the  door  of  the  Negro  dwell¬ 
ing”  {p.  18) ;  additional  brief  comments 
are  offered  on  white  females  and  the 
island’s  future  {pp.  48,  83).

Desultory  sketches  and  tales  of  Barbados.

Easel  wrote  this  book  en  route  to  England 
after  having  spent  a  few  weeks  in 
Barbados  sometime  after  the  apprentice¬ 
ship  period.  His  experiences  on  the 
island  are  related  in  random  fashion 
and  largely  in  anecdotal  form;  they 
range  over  a  variety  of  topics,  such  as, 
island  society,  geography,  etc.  Included 
are  discussions  of  the  behavior  and 
customs  of  the  plantocracy;  comments 
on  the  Negro  population  since  emanci¬ 
pation;  and  a  story,  “The  Obiah-man, 
or  a  tale  of  St.  Philips,”  which  had  been 
told  to  Easel  and  which  deals  with  the 
behavior  of  a  particular  slave  during 
the  1816  insurrection.  The  author 
identifies  himself  on  pages  8-9,  but  the 
name  may  be  a  pseudonym.

the  children  ol  two  planter  families. 
Although  occasional  information  is 
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provided  on  Barbados  and  the  customs 
and  mores  of  the  plantocracy,  the 
author,  a  Barbadian,  is  less  concerned 
with  societal  context  than  with  the 
personality  and  behavior  of  his  charac¬ 
ters.

Remaining  in  Bridgetown,  his  impres¬ 
sions  {pp.  1-6 )  are  confined  to  a  brief 
description  of  the  daily  scene  he  viewed 
from  the  veranda  of  Betsey  Austin’s 
“hotel,”  a  brief  sarcastic  commentary 
on  the  Barbados  militia  which  he 
observed  training  one  day,  and  com¬ 
ments  on  a  “half-caste,”  Sidney  Smith, 
who  would  stand  by  Nelson’s  statue 
and  harangue  passersby  with  comments 
on  the  state  of  Barbados  and  its  women¬ 
folk.  While  in  Tortola,  the  author  met 
William  Chaderton  “a  native  of  Barba¬ 
dos  [who]  like  many  other  young 
creoles  of  limited  fortune,  first  directed 
his  attention  to  medicine  .  .  .”  but  who 
later  became  a  clergyman.  While  in  the 
Virgins,  Chaderton  “by  death  of  his 
father  in  Barbados  [inherited]  a  pro¬ 
perty  in  domestic  slaves.  .  .  .  They  were 
not  liberated  immediately  for,  as  the 
rector  would  justly  argue,  freedom 
brings  with  it  duties  in  the  social  body, 
and  without  some  training  for  those,  it 
often  degenerates  into  sheer  indolence 
and  apathy”  {pp.  128-30).

In  addition,  the 
author’s  introduction  contains  some 
useful  short  histories  of  agricultural 
societies  on  the  island.

As  a  matter  of  interest,  the 
editor  notes  (vol.  1,  p.  vi )  “Our  records 
of  the  slave  trade  shed  little  light  upon 
the  manner  of  people  enslaved,  their 
origins,  and  the  differences  among 
them,  save  when  such  points  were 
translated  into  pounds  sterling.  This 
fact  leaves  us  in  ignorance  of  much 
which  would  today  be  of  inestimable 
value  in  studying  the  African  origins  of 
the  American  Negro  population.”

The  editor 
notes  that  the  manuscript  from  which 
this  was  transcribed  is  fragmented,  with 
many  gaps  in  the  entries.  Aside  from 
autobiographical  materials,  it  contains 
a  variety  of  information  on  social  and 
economic  conditions  and  customs  of  the 
period;  it  also  includes  comments  on 
slaves  and  the  introduction  of  sugar 
varieties  and  other  plants.  Pages  42-70 
are  the  editor’s  notes.  Only  fifty  copies 
of  this  item  were  printed.

In  1771,  Senhouse  arrived  at  Barbados 
to  become  Surveyor  General  of  Cus¬ 
toms,  a  post  he  held  until  1787;  in  1784 
he  acquired  Grove  plantation  in  St. 
Philip.  The  account  of  his  years  in 
Barbados  was  written  around  1791  (he 
died  on  the  island  shortly  thereafter) 
and  largely  relates  to  family  matters  and 
personal  affairs,  plantation  business, 
and  duties  connected  with  his  office; 
there  are  also  occasional  references  to 
social  life,  frequent  mention  of  person¬ 
alities,  and  a  lengthy  description  of  the 
1 780  hurricane  and  its  effects. 

Senhouse’s  “autobiographical  manu¬ 
script”  is  longer  than  the  section  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  Jl.  BAIHS,  the  unpublished 
portion  treating  his  pre-Barbados  years. 
The  manuscript  today  forms  part  of  the 
Senhouse  Mss.  in  the  Cumberland 
County  Record  Office  (England).  From 
this  collection  a  few  letters,  written  by 
Senhouse  from  Barbados  in  the  1770s 
and  1 780s,  are  reproduced  in  Edward 
Hughes’s  North  Country  Life  in  the 
Eighteenth  Century:  Volume  //,  Cumberland 
and  Westmorland  1700-1830  (London, 
Oxford  University  Press,  1965).

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In  compiling  this  list  of  the  House  of 
Commons  Sessional  Papers  or  Parlia¬ 
mentary  Papers,  a  systematic  search 
was  conducted  of  the  eleven  volumes  of 
indexes  covering  the  period  1696  (the 
earliest  date)  to  1852. 1  Not  only  were 
references  to  the  more  obvious  cate¬ 
gories  such  as  “West  India  Colonies 
“Slavery,”  and  “Colonial  Trade 
extracted  from  these  indexes,  but,  on 
the  chance  that  materials  might  be 
located  elsewhere,  references  to  mater¬ 
ials  in  other  categories  were  also 
extracted.  The  hundreds  of  references 
obtained  by  this  procedure  were  further 
examined  to  eliminate  those  which 
seemed  to  have  low  probability  of  yield¬ 


ing  information  on  Barbados.  All  re¬ 
maining  references  were  read,  and  are 
cited  only  if  they  contain  information 
which  specifically  mentions  or  refers  to 
the  island.2 

The  greatest  number  of  materials 
were  read  on  the  microcard  or  micro¬ 
print  series  edited  by  Professor  Edgar 
L.  Erickson;  this  series  contains  the 
only  complete  existing  set  of  Parlia¬ 
mentary  Papers.

Pages  13-24  include  an  “Extract  of  a 
letter  from  Governor  Parry  to  the 
Right  Honourable  Lord  Sydney,  dated 
August  18,  1788;  with  eight  enclosures 
on  the  subject  of  Negroe  slaves  in  the 
said  island.”  Pages  24-36  include 
“Queries  from  his  excellency  Governor 
Parry,  answered  by  a  planter  of  1068 
acres  in  the  Parishes  of  St.  John,  St. 
Philip,  and  St.  George,  in  the  island  of 
Barbados”  which  deals  with  the  con¬ 
dition  and  life  of  slaves.

McMurtrie’s  pamphlet,  Early  Printing 
in  Barbados  (London,  1933).  Shilstone’s 
informative  article  treats  in  some  detail 
two  newspapers,  the  Barbados  Gazette 
and  the  Barbados  Mercury. 

The  location  of  newspapers,  especially 
significant  runs  of  them,  presents  a 
difficulty,  although  a  preliminary  at¬ 
tempt  has  been  made  here.  With  re¬ 
spect  to  the  problem  of  locating  West 
Indian  newspapers  in  general,  Ragatz’s 
comments  are  pertinent:  “No  complete 
files,  nor  any  nearly  so,  of  any  of  the 
[newspapers]  are  in  existence.  Occa¬ 
sional  single  copies  are  to  be  found  in 
the  correspondence  of  the  governors 
with  the  Secretary  of  State  in  the  Public 
Record  Office,  London  [c.o.  28  for 
Barbados],  and  in  various  libraries 
throughout  Great  Britain  and  the 
United  States.  The  best  collection  of 
Caribbean  newspapers  has  been  formed 
by  the  American  Antiquarian  Society, 
Worcester,  Mass.”  (p.  331). 

An  early  list  of  West  Indian  news¬ 
paper  holdings  in  the  American  Anti¬ 
quarian  Society  shows  only  two  copies 
of  the  Barbados  Mercury  for  the  period 
treated  in  this  Guide  ( see  Waldo 
Lincoln,  “List  of  Newspapers  of  the 
West  Indies  and  Bermuda  in  the 


Library  of  the  American  Antiquarian 
Society,”  Proceedings  of  the  American 
Antiquarian  Society ,  36,  Worcester,  1926, 
1 34~33),  but  the  Society  may  have 
added  others  in  more  recent  years. 

In  May  1969,  the  superintendent  of 
the  British  Museum  Newspaper  Library 
(Colindale)  wrote  that  “apart  from  a 
single  issue  of  the  Barbados  Globe  for 
4  September  1837  we  have  no  Barbados 
newspapers  prior  to  1838.”  However, 
occasional  copies  of  various  papers  are 
located  in  the  British  Museum  itself. 

In  addition,  over  the  years,  the  Jl. 
BMHS  has  published  extracts  from 
newspapers  located  in  the  Barbados 
Museum  and  the  Barbados  Public 
Library.

Barbados  Gazette 

The  earliest  Barbadian  newspaper, 
founded  in  1731  by  Samuel  Keimcr.  It 
was  “published  at  first  [starting  October

9,  1731]  weekly  on  Saturdays  and  from 
the  following  year  twice  weekly  on 
Wednesdays  and  Saturdays”  (Shil- 
stone,  p.  21).  In  1783,  the  paper’s  name 
was  changed  to  the  Barbados  Gazette  or 
General  Intelligencer ,  and  continued  pub¬ 
lication  until  “at  least  as  late  as 
February  18,  1792”  (Ragatz,  p.  392). 

The  earliest  known  preserved  copy 
of  the  Barbados  Gazette ,  dated  April  14- 
18,  1733,  is  in  the  New  York  Public 
Library,  although  many  articles  from  it, 
for  the  period  1731-38,  were  published 
in  two  volumes  in  London  in  1741  (see 
Samuel  Keimer’s  Caribbeana) .  The  Lam¬ 
beth  Palace  Library  (Fulham  Papers, 
vol.  16,  no.  64)  has  an  issue  of  April  30- 
May  3,  1735.  The  Public  Record  Office 
contains  “Ten  numbers  .  .  .  for  scat¬ 
tered  dates  in  1742,  1745,  1746,  and 
1747,”  and  “several  numbers”  from 
1746  and  1747  in  c.o.  28/27  and  c.o. 
28/46  (Herbert  C.  Bell,  David  W. 
Parker  et  al .,  Guide  to  British  West  Indian 
Archive  Materials  in  London  and  the  Islands , 
for  the  History  of  the  United  States , 
Washington,  D.C.,  1926,  pp.  33,  61). 
One  issue,  May  30,  1753,  is  in  the 
British  Museum,  and  the  John  Carter

Barbados  Mercury 
The  Barbados  Mercury  commenced  pub¬ 
lication  in  1762,  appearing  first  as  a 
weekly.  On  January  1,  1805  the  paper’s 
name  was  changed  to  the  Barbados 
Mercury  and  Bridgetown  Gazette ,  later 
coming  out  twice  a  week,  and  finally 
ceasing  publication  sometime  after  1847 
(Shilstone,  pp.  27-33). 

The  American  Antiquarian  Society 
holds  an  issue  for  February  1,  1766, 
(Lincoln,  p.  1 33),  the  Public  Record 
Office  holds  some  issues  from  March 
1766  in  c.o.  28/32  and  c.o.  28/50  (Bell, 
Parker  et  al .,  pp.  36 ,  62),  and  the  Lib¬ 
rary  Company  of  Philadelphia  holds 
one  for  April  19,  1766.  A  copy  dated 
February  2,  1775,  is  in  the  American 
Antiquarian  Society  (Lincoln,  p.  133) 
and  the  British  Museum  holds  issues 
from  October  28,  1780  and  October  27, 
1781;  the  Royal  Commonwealth  Soci¬ 
ety  has  one  for  January  18,  1783.

Impartial  Expositor  went  out  of  circula¬ 
tion  Williams  and  Poyer  should  have 
agreed  to  start  the  [Barbados]  Chronicle 
together.” 

I  know  of  only  one  copy  of  the 
Impartial  Expositor ,  an  issue  from  October 
3,  1804,  located  in  the  library  of  the 
Barbados  Museum;  its  imprint  notes 
that  the  paper  was  “Printed  Wednesday 
and  Saturday  by  Edward  Allshorn” 
(Michael  Chandler,  personal  communi¬ 
cation). 

Liberal 

A  biweekly  which  commenced  publica¬ 
tion  on  June  28,  1837.  Issues  from  1837 
through  1859  are  located  in  Barbados 
while  the  Public  Record  Office  has 
“some  issues  of  1838-1856,  in  c.o. 
33/5-12”  (Chandler,  p.  172). 

New  Times 

A  weekly  which  commenced  publica¬ 
tion  on  April  23,  1836  {see  advertise¬ 
ment  in  the  Barbadian  April  23,  1836). 
This  paper,  whose  first  editor  was 
Samuel  Prescod,  was  “devoted  chiefly 
to  the  interests  of  the  coloured  com¬ 
munity.  It  was  the  first  periodical  and 
the  only  one  which  advocated  the 
rights  of  the  coloured  people.  ...  It 
boldly  exposed  oppression,  whether 
emanating  from  the  government  house 


or  originating  in  the  colonial  assembly” 
(J.  Thome  andj.  H.  Kimball,  1838 ,  p. 

74)- 

The  paper  continued  publication 
until  at  least  March  8,  1839;  a  copy  of 
this  issue  is  located  in  the  bm  newspaper 
library  at  Colindale  [C.  Misc.  382  (1 1)] 
(Michael  Chandler,  personal  communi¬ 
cation). 

West  Indian 

A  semi-weekly  which  started  publica¬ 
tion  on  November  4,  1833  and  was 
edited  by  Samuel  Hyde  until  1836  {see 
news  items  and  advertisements  in  the 
Barbadian ,  October  26  and  November  6, 
1833,  and  July  20,  1836). 

The  Public  Record  Office  holds 
issues  from  November  and  December 
1833  (c.o.  33/4).  Some  numbers  from 
1835  are  located  in  Barbados  (Chandler, 
p.  173),  and  the  Library  of  Congress 
has  numbers  from  January  1  to 
December  31,  1835. 

Western  Star 

Started  publication  around  June  or  July 
1836,  but  ceased  shortly  thereafter  with 
the  death  of  its  editor,  Samuel  Hyde, 
on  September  22,  1836  {see  advertise¬ 
ment  and  news  item  in  the  Barbadian , 
July  20  and  September  24,  1836). 

I  know  of  no  copies  of  this  paper. 


Prints 


Although  some  Barbados  prints  have 
been  mentioned  separately  in  the  pre¬ 
ceding  sections  (e.g.  Allard  [1680?], 
Copens  1695,  Carter  [1836?],  Waller 
1820,  The  Royal  African  [1749]),  no 
effort  was  made,  especially  in  early 
phases  of  the  research  described  in  the 
preface,  to  compile  a  complete  list  of 
all  prints,  drawings,  etc.,  relating  to 
the  island.  It  can  be  noted,  however, 
that  illustrations  depicting  social  scenes 
for  the  time  period  covered  in  this  Guide 
are  relatively  rare  when  compared  to 
illustrations  of  the  island’s  physical  geo¬ 
graphy,  buildings,  etc. 

The  following  list,1  then,  supplements 
items  cited  above;  all  of  these  items, 
except  number  5,  are  located  in  the

Manuscripts 


BARBADOS 


Archives  in  Barbados1  date  back  to 
about  1647,  some  twenty  years  after 
its  first  settlement,  but  the  surviving 
records  are  by  no  means  complete  from 
that  date.  Until  1964  there  were 
limited  facilities  for  the  care  of  archives 
and  their  use  for  research  purposes, 
although  the  Barbados  Public  Library 
and  the  Barbados  Museum  and  His¬ 
torical  Society  had  small  collections 
of  manuscripts.  Records  were  generally 


kept  by  departments  responsible  for 
their  creation  or  custody,  but  they  were 
seldom  kept  in  suitable  conditions  or 
organized  for  use.  In  i960  and  1961  a 
survey  was  carried  out  by  the  University 
(then  LTniversity  College)  of  the  West 
Indies.  The  results  of  the  survey  were 
published  in  A  Guide  to  Records  in  Bar¬ 
bados  by  M.  J.  Chandler  (Oxford,  Basil 
Blackwell,  1965). 2 


The  Department  of  Archives 


Largely  as  a  result  of  the  impetus  given 
by  the  survey,  the  government  of  Bar¬ 
bados  established  a  Department  of 
Archives  in  1964  and  the  present  writer 
took  up  his  duties  as  the  first  archivist

on  July  1,  1964,  on  which  date  the 
department  came  into  being.  The 
department  occupies  premises  at  the 
Lazaretto  Building,  Black  Rock,  St. 
Michael,  in  close  proximity  to  the 
University  of  the  West  Indies’  Cave  Hill 
campus,  and  its  associated  institutes. 
Normal  reading  facilities  are  available 
at  the  department,  but  at  present  there

The  materials  filmed  by  UNESCO,  under 
the  direction  of  Dr.  Francisco  Sevillano-

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are  no  facilities  for  photocopying  or 
microfilm  reading. 

As  a  generalization  it  can  be  said  that 
for  political  and  constitutional  studies 
prior  to  1834,  it  would  be  necessary  to 
use  the  archives  at  the  Public  Record 
Office,  London,  for  the  political  records 
surviving  in  Barbados  are  by  no  means 


complete.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
major  demographic  and  topographical 
material  is  only  to  be  found  in  Barba¬ 
dos.3 4  There  is  a  curious  dearth  of 
material  about  the  slave  population, 
and  of  other  records  just  about  the 
time  of  emancipation. 


The  Archives 


The  Department  of  Archives  is  still 
transferring  records  from  departments 
of  government  and  local  government 
organizations,  and  is  receiving  deposits 
of  records  from  churches,  business 
organizations,  and  a  few  private  indi¬ 
viduals.  This  is  a  continuing  process, 
and  it  may  be  some  years  before  the 
majority  of  the  records  listed  in  the 
published  [Chandler]  Guide  have  been 
received  by  the  department.  In  addition 
there  will  be  accruals  of  more  recent 
records  which  were  not  listed  at  the 
time  of  the  survey.  In  the  meantime 
the  Guide  serves  as  a  guide  to  the 
archives  as  well  as  to  records  not  yet  in 
the  department’s  custody.  Many  of  the 
latter  are,  however,  kept  under  the  eye 
of  the  department,  and  can  be  made 
available  if  required.  The  Department 
of  Archives  is  always  ready  to  advise  on 
the  whereabouts  and  availability  of  any 
records  listed  in  the  Guide. 

Major  classes  of  records  prior  to  1834 
already  transferred  to  the  Department 
of  Archives  are  those  of  the  House  of 
Assembly  {Guide,  pp.  2-3) ;  and  the 
Registration  Office  Secretariat  {pp.  4- 
12),  Courts  {pp.  14-iy),  Record  Branch 
{pp.  30-35),*  and  Population  {pp.  35- 
38)  sections.  The  local  government 
records  of  all  parishes  have  already  been 
transferred,  and  the  records  of  the  City 
of  Bridgetown  will  be  transferred  in  the 
near  future.5  Few  records  of  the  Angli¬ 
can  diocese  and  parish  churches  are 
yet  in  the  care  of  the  department,  but 
the  registers  of  the  churches  (virtually 
the  only  pre-1834  records)  are  repre¬ 
sented  in  the  copies  (indexed)  in  the 
Registration  Office  population  section. 
Records  of  the  Moravian  church  have 
been  transferred,  but  those  of  the 


Methodist  church  have  not.  The  records 
from  Sharon  Moravian  church  are  more 
extensive  than  those  listed  in  the  Guide 
{pp.  135-36 )  and  include  some  diaries 
of  1789-94,  1800-14,  1834-82. 

The  bulk  of  transfers  to  the  depart¬ 
ment  have  been  government  and  local 
government  records.  In  addition  to  the 
pre-1834  material  mentioned  above, 
the  department  now  houses  records  of 
Government  House  {Guide,  p.  1), 
Accountant  General  {pp.  44-46),  the 
Department  of  Education  {p.  45),  the 
Barbados  General  Hospital  {pp.  53-55), 
the  Mental  Hospital  {pp.  55-56),  the 
Lazaretto  {p.  56),  the  Waterworks  {pp. 
68-yi),  and  the  Department  of  Medical 
Services  (dating  from  1925).  Of  private

Manuscript  Collections 


and  Private  Manuscripts 


The  Lucas  transcripts6  are  still  held 
by  the  Barbados  Public  Library,  and 
all  the  manuscripts  listed  at  the  Bar¬ 
bados  Museum  and  Historical  Society 
are  still  to  be  found  at  the  museum. 
Accessions  to  the  museum  collection 
are  noted  in  the  society’s  periodical 
Journal. 

There  have  been  no  significant  addi¬ 
tions  of  early  manuscripts  to  the 
museum’s  collection  since  the  compila¬ 
tion  of  the  Guide,  nor  have  any  im¬ 
portant  private  collections  of  manu¬ 


scripts  come  to  light.  They  are,  of  course, 
difficult  to  locate,  but  in  an  island  as 
small  as  Barbados,  I  believe  that  they 
would  be  known  by  now,  if  any  existed. 
Some  plantation  and  private  houses 
may  have  an  early  map  or  two,  a  rain¬ 
fall  record,  a  few  deeds  or  commissions; 
but  it  seems  unlikely  that  any  large 
collection  of  business  (or  plantation) 
accounts,  or  of  diaries  or  correspond¬ 
ence,  is  lying  hidden  or  unknown  in 
private  hands. 


Finding  Aids 


In  the  Department  of  Archives  a  set 
of  the  detailed  lists  of  records  which 
were  summarized  to  form  the  Guide  is 
available  for  reference;  and  detailed 
lists  of  records  transferred  are  prepared 
for  reference  in  the  department.  De¬ 
tailed  calendaring  and  indexing  have 
not  yet  been  carried  out,  but  a  catalog 
of  all  known  Act  titles  and  texts  has 
been  typed  for  1642-1912;  and  there  is 


a  catalog  of  Chancery  case  papers  ca. 
1820-1910,  with  a  corresponding  index 
to  estates.  There  are  numerous  finding 
aids  to  various  series  of  the  archives,  but 
these  are  largely  nominal  indexes  (to 
population  registers,  record  books  of 
deeds,  wills,  etc.).  There  is  very  little  in 
the  way  of  subject  indexing  to  any  of 
the  archives. 


WEST  INDIES 

(other  than  Barbados) 


Manuscript  materials  relating  to  Bar¬ 
bados  may  be  located  in  various  West 
Indian  territories,  but,  at  present,

the  extent  of  such  collections  is  difficult 
to  ascertain.  It  may  be  surmised,  how¬ 
ever,  that  they  would  not  be  particu¬ 
larly  extensive  for  a  variety  of  reasons 
stemming  from  colonial  history  and 
preservation  difficulties. 

The  indexes  to  E.  C.  Baker’s  A  Guide 
to  Records  in  the  Windward  Islands  (Oxford, 
Basil  Blackwell,  1968)  and  A  Guide  to 
Records  in  the  Leeward  Islands  (Oxford, 
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Basil  Blackwell,  1965)  contain  no 
references  to  Barbados  for  the  time 
period  considered  here,  although  it  is 
possible  that  a  detailed  scrutiny  of 
various  collections  Baker  mentions 
would  yield  Barbadian  materials. 


Two  repositories  in  Jamaica  were 
surveyed  in  November,  1969;  The 
Institute  of  Jamaica’s  West  India 
Reference  Library,  and  the  library  of 
the  University  of  the  West  Indies  at 
Mona. 


Institute  of  Jamaica 


Manuscripts  relating  to  Barbados  were 
identified  through  a  typescript  list,  and 
a  card  catalog  arranged  by  subject; 
only  the  first  item  described  here  was 
personally  examined.

The  author  was  apparently  stationed 
on  the  island;  his  description  ranges 
over  a  variety  of  topics  including  the 
island’s  military  establishment  and  the 
life  of  soldiers,  climate  and  flora, 
hospitality  of  the  planters  and  mer¬ 
chants,  and  the  types  of  food  and  drink 
consumed  by  them  at  meals,  problems 
of  health  and  disease,  shipping  and 
mail  boats;  there  is  even  a  description 
of  the  local  bathtubs  and  bath  taking. 
Included  with  the  manuscript  are  a 
number  of  sketches,  in  both  black  and 
white  and  water  color.  According  to 
the  Institute’s  cataloger,  the  artist  is 
unknown  and  “the  sketches  were  found 
filed  with  the  ms  (September  1965) 
and  presumably  they  were  acquired 
together.  There  may  or  may  not  be  an 
intrinsic  connection  between  them.” 
Some  of  the  sketches  are  of  English 
Harbor  in  Antigua,  and  about  a  dozen 
or  so  present  various  Barbadian  scenes, 
dated  1842  and  1843,  e-g-  views  of  Joes 
River,  plantation  scenery,  Porry’s 
Spring,  views  of  the  countryside  around 
Bridgetown.  Few  of  the  sketches  show 
people  and  social  settings.

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The  University  of  the  West  Indies 
library  contains  both  original  and 
machine  copies  of  Barbados  manu¬ 
scripts.  Some  of  these  were  identified 
with  the  aid  of  K.  E.  Ingram’s  “A  List 
of  Manuscripts  and  of  Photocopies  of 
Manuscripts  in  the  U.W.I.  Library”

The  “particulars”  focus  on  estate 
encumbrances,  outstanding  debts  of 
the  owner,  etc.,  and  often  delineate  the 
estate’s  ownership  and  financial  history 
—  all  in  justification  for  claims  upon 
the  compensation  paid  the  estate  for  the 
emancipation  of  its  slaves.  Persons 
making  these  claims  are:  Thomas 
Busby,  Thomas  Joshua  Cummins, 
Thomas  Dayrell,  Michael  Deane,  Mary 
Husbands,  John  William  Spencer,  John 
Wood,  Bryan  Taylor  Young.

ENGLAND 


The  manuscript  collections  listed  in  the 
following  pages  cannot  be  considered  a 
definitive  compilation  of  Barbadian 
manuscripts  in  England;  such  a  task 
would  be  monumental  even  in  the  un¬ 
likely  event  that  all  relevant  collections 
have  already  been  located.  However, 
included  below  are  most,  if  not  all,  of 
the  major  known  collections  as  well  as 
some  of  the  minor  ones.  It  was  not  pos¬ 
sible  to  personally  visit  certain  of  the 
repositories;  in  such  cases,  the  sources  of 
my  information  are  given  in  the  dis¬ 
cussion  of  these  places.  Under  the 
address  of  each  repository  visited,  I  have 
given  the  date  of  the  visit;  such  dates 
can  aid  in  determining  changes  in  the 
repository  or  its  collection. 

A  valuable  introduction  for  the 
researcher  unacquainted  with  archival 
work  in  the  United  Kingdom  is  the 
pamphlet  Record  Repositories  in  Great 
Britain ,  published  by  the  Historical 
Manuscripts  Commission  (hmso,  2nd 
ed.  London,  1966;  3rd  ed.  1968). 
This  pamphlet  aids  in  establishing 
“where  the  record  material  available 
in  this  country  may  be  found,  and  what 
organizations  will  help  [the  student]  to 
approach  and  use  it”  (p.  v).  The  list  of 
repositories  is  selective  but  it  nonethe¬ 


less  includes  the  major  ones  containing 
state  and  local  records,  the  major 
libraries  and  museums  with  manu¬ 
script  collections,  and  the  repositories 
of  the  Church  of  England  and  other 
religious  denominations.  Miscellaneous 
information  is  given  for  each  repository, 
e.g.  address,  name  of  archivist  or  li¬ 
brarian,  days  and  hours  open,  and  the 
availability  of  microfilm  readers  and 
ultraviolet  lamps.  In  addition,  the 
pamphlet  offers  useful  background  in¬ 
formation  on  record  collections  in 
general  and  the  agencies  concerned 
with  them. 

I  personally  contacted  only  a  hand¬ 
ful  of  county  record  offices  (see  Record 
Repositories  for  a  complete  listing  of 
offices).  From  all  indications,  quite  a 
few  of  them  may  have  Barbadian- 
related  manuscripts,  especially  offices 
in  which  are  kept  papers  of  families 
that  had  holdings  or  other  interests  in 
the  West  Indies;  such  classes  of  private 
papers  are  also  sometimes  located  in  the 
family  residences  themselves.  Private 
manuscripts  of  this  nature  can  be 
important  but  they  are  often  difficult 
to  locate  despite  the  efforts  ol  the 
Historical  Manuscripts  Commission  and 
the  National  Register  ol  Archives 
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(Quality  House,  Quality  Court,  Chan¬ 
cery  Lane,  London,  W.C.2). 

The  National  Register  of  Archives  is  a 
valuable  aid  in  locating  private  and  other 
collections  not  in  state  archives,  but  be¬ 
cause  the  nra’s  subject  catalog  is  limited, 
relevant  manuscripts  can  often  best  be 
found  by  looking  up  personal  names. 

Charles  Andrews’s  and  Frances 
Davenport’s  Guide  to  the  Manuscript 
Materials  for  the  History  of  the  United 
States  to  1783,  in  the  British  Museum ,  in 
Minor  London  Archives ,  and  in  the  Libraries 
of  Oxford  and  Cambridge  (Washington, 
D.C.,  1908)  proved  useful,  and  parts 
are  cited  below.  The  Guide  itself  should 
be  consulted  for  papers  of  the  Privy 
Council  (pp.  170-87),  the  House  of 
Lords  (pp.  183-272;  see  also  L.  S. 
Stock,  1 924-4 1 ,  under  published  works) , 

the  Royal  Society  (pp.  355~68)^  and 
manuscripts  in  the  library  of  Cambridge 

University  (pp.  424-30). 

B.  R.  Crick’s  and  A.  Miriam 
Alman’s  A  Guide  to  Manuscripts  Relating 
to  America  in  Great  Britain  and  Ireland 
(London,  Oxford  University  Press, 
1961)  contains  a  handful  of  references 
to  manuscripts  which  mention  Barba¬ 
dos  (see  the  Guide's  index),  but  in  their 
introduction  the  authors  note  that 
“material  exclusively  West  Indian”  has 
not  been  included  in  their  Guide , 
and  refer  the  reader  to  Herbert  C.  Bell, 
David  W.  Parker  et  al.  (Guide  to  British 
West  Indian  Archive  Materials,  in  London 
and  in  the  Islands ,  for  the  History  of  the 
United  States,  Washington,  D.C.,  1926). 

In  the  preface  to  Bell,  Parker,  et  al., 
it  is  noted  that  the  volume  “undertakes 
to  provide  special  guidance  to  a  body 
of  widely  scattered  archival  materials, 
for  the  history  of  the  British  colonial 
empire  in  America  and  of  the  United 
States  in  the  period  before  1815.  It  may 
be  denoted  by  the  general  term  ‘British 
West  Indian’.”  The  major  value  of  this 
Guide  lies  in  its  listing  (pp.  43-86)  of 
some  of  the  contents  of  various  volumes 
in  the  Public  Record  Office,  London 
(see  section  on  the  pro,  below) ;  the 
Guide's  discussion  of  manuscripts  located 
in  Barbados  (pp.  334y4°)  das  been 
superseded  by  the  publication  of  Mich¬ 
ael  Chandler’s  A  Guide  to  the  Records  in 
Barbados  (Oxford,  Basil  Blackwell,  1965; 
see  section  on  Manuscripts,  Barbados). 


Charles  O.  Paullin’s  and  Frederic  L. 
Paxson’s  Guide  to  the  Materials  in  London 
Archives  for  the  History  of  the  United  States 
since  1783  (Washington,  D.C.,  1914)  is 
of  limited  value  for  the  location  of 
Barbadian  manuscripts;  aside  from  the 
references  in  this  Guide  noted  below 
(see  section  on  the  pro)  there  are  some 
references  to  papers  of  the  Privy 
Council  and  the  House  of  Lords. 

Among  the  papers  presented  at  the 
Caribbean  Archives  Conference  (Carib¬ 
bean  Archives  Conference,  University 
of  the  West  Indies,  1965.  Report. 
Kingston,  Jamaica,  1967)  are  three  by 
D.  B.  Wardle,  the  Records  Administra¬ 
tion  Officer  at  the  Public  Record  Office, 
London.  Two  of  these  can  be  noted 
here:  “The  Location  and  Availability 
of  Records  Relating  to  the  Caribbean 
in  the  State  Archives  in  England” 
(pp.  120-23)  which  gives  a  general  and 
useful  introduction  to  the  records 
of  the  Public  Record  Office,  Parliament, 
the  Hydrographer  of  the  Navy,  the 
Post  Office,  National  Maritime 
Museum,  and  the  British  Museum; 
and  “List  of  Records  Relating  to  Carib¬ 
bean  Countries  not  in  State  Archives 
(or  in  the  British  Museum  or  National 
Maritime  Museum)  in  England  and 
Wales”  (pp.  504-10)  which  _  briefly 
records  a  variety  of  manuscript  col¬ 
lections,  some  of  which  are  noted  in  the 
following  pages,  and  seems  to  be  based 
upon  the  catalogs  of  the  National 
Register  of  Archives.  The  other  paper 
presented  at  this  conference  by  Wardle 
is  mentioned  below  (section  on  pro). 

Parts  of  some  English  manuscript 
collections  have  been  reproduced  for 
the  Library  of  Congress.  See  G.  G. 
Griffin’s  A  Guide  to  Manuscripts  Relating 
to  American  History  in  British  Depositories 
Reproduced  for  the  Division  of  Manuscripts 
of  the  Library  of  Congress  (Washington, 
D.C.,  1946)  for  a  guide  to  Barbados 
materials  taken  from  the  Public  Record 
Office,  British  Museum,  House  of 
Lords,  the  Royal  Society,  United 
Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gos¬ 
pel,  Lambeth  Palace  Library,  and  the 
Greater  London  Record  Office. 

Other  guides,  lists,  etc.,  which  are 
useful  for  specific  repositories,  are  noted 
in  relevant  sections  of  the  following 
pages. 


Although  the  Baptists  founded  missions 
in  various  of  the  islands,  e.g.  Jamaica, 
Trinidad,  the  Bahamas,  prior  to  1834, 
none  were  established  in  Barbados.

The  bro  contains  a  variety  of  manu¬ 
scripts  relating  to  various  of  the  West 
Indian  islands;  the  Barbadian  materials 
form  part  of  the  “Stuart  Papers.”  The 
background  to  these  manuscripts  is 
given  in  the  catalog  prepared  by  W.  J. 
Smith,  the  county  archivist:  “By  her 
father’s  will,  Mary  Stuart,  wife  of  Mark 
Stewart  Pleydell,  inherited  a  moiety 
of  his  personal  estate.  This  was  con¬ 
firmed  by  a  decree  in  Chancery,  8  July, 
1717:  as  a  result,  the  papers  of  Col. 
Robert  Stuart,  who  returned  to  England 
from  Barbados,  where  he  had  a  sugar 
plantation,  in  1705,  have  come  into  this 
collection  and  form  a  separate  section.” 
Robert  Stuart  died  in  England  in  1714. 

Only  some  of  the  bundles  in  this 
manuscript  collection  relate  to  Barbados 
and  the  operation  of  the  Stuart  sugar 
plantations.  In  general,  the  manuscripts 
cover  the  period  1696-1739,  and  the 
information  contained  in  the  Bar¬ 
badian-related  manuscript  bundles, 
which  are  briefly  described  below,  are 
of  primary  interest  with  respect  to 
economic  matters,  specifically  planta¬ 
tion  affairs.

In  so 
doing,  Walduck  ranges  over  a  wide 
variety  of  subjects,  some  at  greater 
length  than  others,  e.g.  laws  and  the 
working  of  the  island’s  legal  system, 
aspects  of  its  church  and  governmental 
organization,  miscellaneous  customs  of 
the  Europeans  and  the  African  slaves, 
foods  and  beverages  prepared  and  eaten, 
holidays,  fauna  and  flora.  All  of  the 
Sloane  Mss.  letters  are  reproduced  in 
their  entirety  in  the  Jl.  BAIHS  (15, 
1947-48,  27-51 ,  84-88,  137-49),  but 
there  is  confusion  in  the  sequence  of 
printing  which  has  resulted  from  the 
way  in  which  the  last  letter  (dated 
September  17,  1712)  has  been  bound 
in  the  British  Museum  volume.  The 
transcription  of  this  letter  in  the  Jl. 
BMHS  should  read  as  follows :  from  the 
last  sentence  on  page  144  (“.  .  .  and  we 
distillate  it  for  Rum.”),  one  should  go 
to  the  fourth  paragraph  on  page  145

Richard  Dutton,  the  account  offers 
brief  summaries  of  the  island’s  political 
history  up  to  1670/71,  administrative, 
legislative,  and  judicial  organization, 
population  (including  statistics),  forts, 
shipping,  imports,  exports,  public  rev¬ 
enues,  and  religion.  Attached  is  a  survey 
of  the  island,  1683/84,  which  includes 
parish  statistics  under  the  headings  of 


families  and  housekeepers,  free  persons, 
unfree  persons  and  servants,  slaves,  men 
able  to  bear  arms,  acres  of  land  useful 
and  possessed,  sugar  works,  marriages, 
christenings,  burials.  Also  included  are 
a  variety  of  data  on  military  fortifica¬ 
tions  and  the  militia  (including  the 
names  of  officers),  the  names  of  Council 
members,  officials  of  the  courts  of 
Common  Pleas,  Court  of  Exchequer, 
justices  of  the  peace,  and  various 
colonial  officials.  In  addition,  statistics 
on  the  number  of  persons  (slave  and 
free)  who  left  and  entered  the  island 
during  1682-83,  shipping,  revenues, 
and  liquors  imported.  There  is  also  an 
artistically  drawn  map  of  the  island 
which  shows  plantations,  forts,  and 
churches  along  the  coastal  areas.  The

The  lpl 
librarian  doubted  if  any  manuscripts 
in  the  library,  other  than  those  in  the 
Fulham  Papers,  related  to  Barbados  for 
the  time  period  considered;  all  of  the 
following,  then,  relate  solely  to  these 
papers. 

In  general,  the  papers  form  a  valu¬ 


able  source  of  information  for  the  hist¬ 
ory  of  the  Anglican  Church  in  Barbados, 
but  the  volumes  of  correspondence  also 
contain  valuable  information  on  mis¬ 
cellaneous  subjects  of  interest  to  one 
concerned  with  broader  social  and 
cultural  topics.

According  to  Manross  {p.  237)  these 
“are  testimonials  and  other  documents 
presented  to  the  Bishop  of  London  by 
candidates  for  ordination,  or  by  or¬ 
dained  clergymen  seeking  licenses  for 
the  colonies.”  The  Barbados  papers  are 
in  volume  27  ( pp .  39-313 )  treating  the 
years  1750-90,  and  volume  28  {pp.  1- 
269)  which  covers  1793-1819.  Man- 
ross’s  calendar  lists  the  names  of  all 
persons  from  Barbados  covered  by  the 
above  periods,  as  well  as  biographical 
data  on  them. 

Missionary  Bonds 

Barbados  materials  are  in  volume  35 
(nos.  59-129)  which  covers  the  period 
1750-1810.  According  to  Manross  {p. 
323)  “These  are  bonds  that  were 
posted  by  ministers  receiving  the  King’s 
bounty  for  emigration  to  the  colonies.” 
He  lists  {pp.  332-33)  the  names  of 
persons  for  whom  bonds  were  posted. 

Entries  of  Clergy  Licensed  for 

the  Plantations 

Volumes  38  (pp.  58,  90-91)  and  39  (pp. 
34,  42-43)  contain  the  names  of  persons 
who  were  ordained  and  licensed  for 
work  in  the  plantations  by  the  Bishops 
of  London.

All  of  the  West  Indian  manuscripts  at 
Leeds  are  from  the  Earl  of  Harewood’s 
archives.  The  typescript  list  of  these 
archives,  dated  1963  (no  West  Indian 
materials  had  been  added  subsequently) 
has  the  following  introduction  to  the 
West  India  section:  “The  Lascelles 
family  owned  or  own  estates  in  Barba¬ 
dos,  Jamaica  and  Tobago.  The  late 
Earl  of  Harewood  left  the  West  Indies 
estates  to  his  younger  son,  the  Hon. 
Gerald  Lascelles.  There  are  remarkably 
few  W.  India  papers  at  Harewood 
[because]  the  estates  were  for  a  time 
administered  as  a  business  partnership 
under  the  name  Lascelles  and  Maxwell.

The  Harewood  plantations  in  Bar¬ 
bados  were  Belle  (St.  Michael),  Thicket

possibly  one  other;  most  ol  the  items 
which  deal  with  these  plantations  in 
the  preemancipation  period  are  con¬ 
cerned  with  business  affairs.  The  West 
Indian  collection  is  arranged  in  two 
bundles,  both  of  which  contain  some 
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materials  relative  to  the  Barbadian 
plantations.

The  mms  has  two  broad  categories  of 
manuscripts  relating  to  the  West  Indies : 
letters  (and  letter  copies)  and  journal- 
diaries  written  by  missionaries  or 
ministers  stationed  in,  or  visiting,  the 
islands.  The  journals  or  diaries,  con¬ 
tained  in  four  boxes,  were  all  written 
during  the  nineteenth  century  and  deal 
with  most  of  the  West  India  islands,  but 
none  refer  to  Barbados. 

The  letters  are  also  kept  in  boxes; 
twenty-five  of  these  span  the  years  1803 
(the  earliest  date)  to  1840.  Within  each 
box,  letters  are  numbered  consecutively 
and  are  arranged  chronologically  by 
island.  For  example,  in  the  first  box, 
which  contains  approximately  three 
hundred  letters  written  between  1803 
and  1813,  letters  from  Barbados  are 
numbered  188  to  206,  the  earliest  one 
dated  April  30,  1804;  in  the  next  box, 
covering  1814-15,  the  few  Barbados 
letters  are  numbered  124-29;  the  third 


box,  1815-18,  contains  only  one  letter 
from  Barbados  (no.  86).  There  is 
no  central  catalog  or  list  of  letters; 
however,  some  volumes  contain  indexes 
which  help  to  identify  letters  written 
from  Barbados,  but  others  do  not  and 
the  researcher  must  go  through  the 
entire  volume. 

Although  the  Methodist  missionaries 
were  concerned  with  working  among 
slaves,  their  letters  are  not  especially 
useful  sources  of  descriptive  materials 
on  the  life  and  behavior  of  this  popula¬ 
tion.  The  letters  are  largely  devoted  to 
the  progress  and  setbacks  of  missionary 
activities  and  thus  are  invaluable 
sources  for  the  history  of  Methodism 
on  the  island;  occasionally  the  letters 
also  afford  glimpses  into  other  areas  of 
Barbadian  society  inasmuch  as  the 
wider  society  often  directly  impinged 
upon  the  progress  and  movements  of  the 
missionaries  themselves.

The  manuscript  collections  at  the 
Bodleian  were  not  personally  examined. 
The  following  list  has  been  compiled 
from  V.  T.  Harlow’s  A  History  of  Barba¬

These  volumes  contain  “numerous 
letters  between  officials  in  England  and

Fox,  located  in  the  Bodleian,  has  been 
published  under  the  title  “Journal  of  a 
Voyage  to  America  and  West  Indies  in

Historical  Society ,  9,  1912,  5-39 )•  Ac¬ 
companied  by  other  Quakers,  Fox 
landed  at  Barbados  in  October  1671, 
and  stayed  for  about  three  months. 
His  journal  entries  in  this  edition  are, 
however,  very  scant  and  are  mainly 
concerned  with  his  religious  activities 
on  the  island. 

N.  D.  Davis  has  published  “a  trans¬ 
script  of  a  broadside”  (printed?) 
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located  among  the  Rawlinson  manu¬ 
scripts  (“An  Early  Impression  of  Bar¬ 
bados.”

The  voluminous  manuscript  collections 
of  the  pro,  particularly  those  of  the 
Colonial  Office,  or  the  co  group,  contain 
materials  of  fundamental  importance  to 
a  study  of  Barbadian  political,  com¬ 
mercial,  and  military  history  and,  in 
general,  the  development  of  the  island’s 
national  institutions;  they  are  of  less 
value  for  information  on  topics  such  as 
customs,  social  behavior,  etc. 

Materials  relevant  to  Barbados  are 
sometimes  located  in  other  pro  groups, 
but,  aside  from  the  Shaftesbury  papers 
(see  below)  these  were  minimally 
consulted.  For  references  to  Barbados 
in  the  papers  of  the  Admiralty  Office, 
Audit  Office,  Board  of  T  rade,  Customs 
Office,  Foreign  Office,  High  Court  of 
Admiralty,  Lord  Chamberlain,  Treas¬ 
ury  (see  also  Calendar  of  Treasury  Papers 
published  by  the  pro)  and  War  Office, 
the  reader  should  consult  C.  O.  Paul- 
lin’s  and  F.  L.  Paxson’s  Guide  to  the 
Materials  in  London  Archives  for  the 
History  of  the  United  States  since  1783 
(Washington,  D.C.,  1914)  and  especi¬ 
ally  Charles  Andrews’s  Guide  to  the 
Materials  for  American  History ,  to  1783,  in 
the  Public  Record  Office  of  Great  Britain 
(vol.  2,  Washington,  D.C.,  1914); 

Andrews’s  Guide  also  offers  useful  intro¬ 
ductions  to  these  manuscript  groups 
and  offices,  often  presents  at  least  a 
partial  listing  of  the  contents  of  various 
volumes  in  the  collections,  and  gives 


an  overview  of  some  of  the  pro’s 
special  collections,  e.g.  Rodney  papers, 
Shaftesbury  papers.

A  very  useful  history  of  the  co 
records,  the  departments  which  pro¬

Some  of  the  co  manuscripts  are  avail¬ 
able  on  microfilm  in  the  Library  of 
Congress;  for  a  guide  to  these  see  G.  G. 
Griffin  A  Guide  to  Manuscripts  Relating  to 
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American  History  in  British  Depositories 
Reproduced  for  the  Division  of  Manuscripts 
of  the  Library  of  Congress  (Washington, 
D.C.,  1946). 

The  volume  of  manuscripts  dealing 
with  Barbados  in  the  co  group  makes  a 
detailed  listing  of  them  impossible  at 
present;  such  a  task  would  be  a  project 
of  major  proportions;  however,  using 
the  co  papers  of  the  seventeenth  and 
part  of  the  eighteenth  centuries  is 
considerably  eased  by  the  availability 
of  two  major  series  of  calendars: 
Calendar  of  State  Papers ,  Colonial  Series. 
America  and  the  West  Indies  (44  vols. 
London,  1860-1963)  which  covers  the 
period  1574  to  1738;  and  Journal  of  the 
Board  of  Trade  and  Plantations  (14  vols. 
London,  1920-38)  which  spans  1704- 
82.  Each  volume  of  these  calendars 
contains  a  comprehensive  name  and 
subject  index.  The  ideal  for  a  researcher 
would  be  to  use  the  calendars  in  con¬ 
junction  with  the  manuscripts  as  the 
calendars  are  an  amalgam  of  direct 
quotations  and  paraphrases,  and,  in 
some  cases,  an  abbreviated  version  of 
the  original  manuscript  might  omit 
very  specialized  information.  However, 
if  one  does  not  have  access  to  the  manu¬ 
scripts,  the  calendars,  especially  those  of 
earlier  years,  are  more  than  an  ade¬ 
quate  substitute. 

With  respect  to  some  of  the  record 
classes  mentioned  below,  the  cataloging 
system  in  the  pro  has  been  changed 
since  many  of  the  calendars  (especially 
the  earlier  volumes)  were  published. 
For  example,  volume  5  of  the  Colonial 
Entry  Books  was  formerly  ceb  5,  volume 
6,  ceb  6,  and  so  on;  under  the  new 
system  these  volumes  are  co  29/1, 
co  29/2,  etc.  Thus,  one  attempting  to 
locate  the  original  manuscript  from  a 
reference  provided  in  the  calendar  is 
advised  to  first  consult  the  lists  located 
in  the  pro’s  Round  Room  which  corre¬ 
late  the  old  and  new  systems;  these  lists 
have  been  published  in  Andrews’s 
Guide  (vol.  1,  1912 ,  pp.  2yg-joy). 

Besides  Charles  Andrews’s  Guide  (vol. 
1,  1912),  which  also  contains  references 
to  Barbados  in  various  classes  not  noted 
below  (see  index  in  his  Guide ),  additional 
aids  in  using  the  co  papers  are  Paullin’s 
and  Paxson’s  Guide  (1914)  and,  especi¬ 
ally,  H.  C.  Bell,  D.  W.  Parker  et  al ., 


Guide  to  British  West  bidian  Archive 
Materials ,  in  London  and  in  the  Islands  for 
the  History  of  the  United  States  (Washing¬ 
ton,  D.C.,  1926).  Bell,  Parker  et  al. 
also  contain  references  to  Barbados  in 
classes  not  mentioned  here  (see  index 
to  their  Guide)  as  well  as  a  listing  of 
some  of  the  contents  of  the  classes 
discussed  below.  The  pro  publication, 
List  of  Colonial  Office  Records ,  Preserved  in 
the  Public  Record  Office  (London,  1911), 
provides  a  convenient  chronological 
listing  of  the  Barbados  co  classes;  each 
volume  in  each  class  is  correlated  with 
the  years  and  subject  it  covers. 

Colonial  Papers,  General 

Series  (co  i) 

A  miscellany  of  papers,  e.g.  official 
correspondence,  instructions  to  govern¬ 
ors,  petitions,  proceedings  of  legislative 
bodies,  territorial  descriptions,  relating 
to  both  the  American  and  West  Indian 
colonies,  including  many  relevant  to 
Barbados.  The  period  covered  is  1 5 74— 
1757  (sixty-nine  vols.),  but  the  majority 
of  papers  are  earlier  than  1688.  Items  in 
this  class  include: 

“Some  observations  on  the  island  of 
Barbadoes”  [1667].  Contains  statistics 
on  European  emigrations  from  the 
island  and  considers  the  implications 
of  these  departures,  comments  on  in¬ 
dentured  servants,  slaves  in  trades  and 
crafts,  the  island’s  defense  system  and 
military  fortifications,  Jews,  and  politi¬ 
cal  history  (co  1/21,  no.  170). 

“An  account  of  the  English  sugar 
plantations,  January  23,  1668.”  Con¬ 
centrates  upon  economic  problems  and 
the  importance  of  the  islands  to  Great 
Britain  with  focus  on  Barbados;  men¬ 
tions  indentured  servants  (co  1/22,  no. 
20). 

“A  list  of  the  most  eminent  planters 
in  Barbadoes  in  1673.”  Over  seventy 
names  with  the  acreage  held  by  each 
person;  appended  to  a  letter  from  Peter 
Colleton,  May  28,  1673,  in  which  he 
reports  on  population  estimates  made 
in  the  1660s  (co  1/30,  no.  42);  see  also 
Shaftesbury  Papers  (pro  30/24/49). 

Sir  Jonathan  Atkins,  “An  Account 
of  His  Majesty’s  Island  of  Barbadoes 
and  the  Government  thereof,”  Febru¬ 
ary  1676.  Compiled  in  response  to 
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questions  raised  by  the  Lords  of  Trade; 
includes  population  figures  by  race,  age 
category,  and  sex  (co  1/36,  no.  20;  copy 
in  go  29/2,  pp.  1-14 ). 

Sir  Jonathan  Atkins,  “Answers  to  32 
queries  by  the  Lords  of  Trade  and 
Plantations, ’’July  4,  1676.  The  governor 
systematically  ranges  over  a  variety  of 
matters  relating  to  the  island’s  political, 
military,  economic,  etc.,  status  with 
brief  references  to  slaves  and  miscel¬ 
laneous  social  issues. 

Sir  Jonathan  Atkins,  “Further  an¬ 
swers  to  the  32  queries  of  the  Lords  of 
Trade  and  Plantations  on  the  state 
of  Barbados,”  March  26,  1680.  Supple¬ 
ments  the  preceding  item;  encloses  the 
1679  census  and  comments  on  prob¬ 
lems  associated  with  it  (co  1/44,  no.  45). 

“Census  of  Barbados,  1679.  Supplied 
by  Governor  J.  Atkins  to  the  Lords  of 
Trade  and  Plantations  in  March- 
April  1680.”  A  voluminous  and  ex¬ 
tremely  valuable  and  detailed  census 
based  upon  materials  provided  by  the 
ministers  and  churchwardens  of  each 
parish;  military  materials  are  provided 
by  the  commanders  of  the  island’s 
regiments  (co  1/44,  no.  47,  fols.  141- 
379).  A  transcript  is  located  in  the 
Barbados  Archives.  For  an  analysis  of 
this  census,  see  Richard  S.  Dunn,  “The 
Barbados  Census  of  1680:  Profile 
of  the  Richest  Colony  in  English 
America,”  William  and  Mary  Quarterly , 
26,  1969,  3-30. 

Sir  Richard  Dutton,  “Answers  to  the 
heads  of  inquiry  respecting  Barbados,” 
June  11,  1681.  Similar  to  Atkin’s 

“answers  to  32  queries  .  .  .”  above  (co 

i/47>  no-  7)- 

As  of  July  1967  eighteen  reels  of 
microfilm  of  this  class,  covering  the 
period  1674-97,  were  available  for 
purchase  from  the  Public  Record  Office. 

Original  Correspondence: 

Barbados  (co  28) 

Various  types  of  official  papers  includ¬ 
ing  census  materials,  sent  from  the 
island  to  the  home  government,  e.g. 
Board  of  Trade,  Secretary  of  State. 
Volumes  1-114  span  the  period  1689- 
1834,  volumes  1 15-26,  1835-38.  Census 
materials  include: 

“A  list  of  Negroes,  mills,  cattle-mills, 
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and  pott  kilns,  July  1710,”  arranged  by 
parish  (co  28/13 ,fol.  189). 

“A  list  of  the  inhabitants  .  .  .  taken 
by  the  several  church  wardens,”  August 
16,  1712.  Figures  for  each  parish 

(except  Christ  Church)  under  the 
headings  of:  number  of  plantations, 
white  men,  women,  and  children, 
white  men  fit  to  bear  arms,  number  of 
Negro  slaves  and  slaves  fit  to  bear  arms 
(co  28/14,  fol.  21). 

“A  Census  of  the  Island  of  Barbados 
.  .  .  taken  in  the  months  of  October  and 
November  .  .  .  1715.”  A  parish-by¬ 
parish  breakdown  enumerates  over 
sixteen  thousand  white  persons,  giving 
first  and  last  names,  ages  and  sex; 
household  units  are  identified  and  data 
are  often  provided  on  kin  relations 
among  household  members  and  the 
names  of  servants  attached  to  each. 
No  materials  on  slaves  (co  28/16).  A 
full  penciled  transcript  is  located  in  the 
Barbados  Archives;  two  articles  by  R. 
V.  Taylor  provide  background  to  this 
transcript  and  relate  how  it  was 
acquired  (Jl.  BMHS ,  27,  1959-60, 

I03  ff->  1 35-43 )•  Materials  for  the 
parishes  of  St.  Michael,  Christ  Church, 
St.  George,  and  St.  Thomas  have  been 
published  by  Mrs.  A.  St.  Hill  in  various 
numbers  of  volumes  4-9  (1936-42) 

of  the  Jl.  BMHS .  E.  B.  Burley’s 
Memorandum  Summarizing  the  Returns  of  a 
Census  taken  in  the  Island  of  Barbados ,  in 
the  Tear  1713  (Barbados  [1913])  pro¬ 
vides  a  very  useful  summary  of  parish 
figures  with  associated  notes  and  com¬ 
mentary.  This  item  originally  appeared 
in  the  Barbados  Official  Gazette ,  Novem¬ 
ber  14,  1913;  a  reprint,  in  pamphlet 
form,  is  located  in  the  library  of  the 
Royal  Commonwealth  Society. 

“A  list  of  the  number  of  planters  and 
inhabitants  .  .  .  taken  from  the  several 
lists  returned  into  the  Secretary’s  office,” 
June  20,  1748.  Figures  for  each  parish, 
under  the  headings  of:  white  men, 
women,  and  children,  slaves,  free 
Negroes  (one-hundred-seven  total  for 
the  island),  and  men  fit  to  bear  arms 
(co  28/29,  fol.  25). 

“An  account  of  the  number  of  slaves 
returned  into  the  Treasurer’s  office  .  .  . 
from  the  year  1780  to  1787  inclusive,” 
May  13,  1788  (co  28/61  ,fol.  204). 

“Returns  of  free  coloured  people  .  .  . 
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May  1802.”  Island  total,  2,229;  figures 
broken  down  by  parish  and  number  of 
men,  women,  boys,  and  girls  in  each 
(co  28/72,  f°L  62). 

“General  return  of  the  clergy  of 
Barbados,”  1817.  Covers  period  1812- 
16,  and  includes  parish  population  for 
whites,  free  colored,  and  slaves,  with 
baptismal  and  burial  statistics  (co  28/ 
86). 

“An  abstract  of  the  slave  population 
.  .  .  October  31,  1817.”  Parish  figures; 
includes  detailed  estimates  for  ten- 
year  age-classes,  and  numbers  of  slaves 
born  in  Barbados,  Africa,  and  other 
islands  of  the  West  Indies  (co  28/86). 

Charles  Andrews  (vol.  1,  1912,  pp. 
i8g-go )  gives  a  brief  overview  of 
volumes  1-60  (1689-1786),  and  Bell, 
Parker  et  at.  (1926,/^.  43-68)  provide  a 
useful  listing  of  some  of  the  contents  of 
the  following  volumes:  13-36,  Board  of 
Trade,  Original  Correspondence  (1709- 
82);  38-42,  miscellaneous  papers  accu¬ 
mulated  in  the  offices  of  the  Secretaries 
of  State  (1702-1803);  43-83,  Secretary 
of  State,  Original  Correspondence 
(1689-1814).  L.  J.  Ragatz,  A  Guide  to  the 
Official  Correspondence  of  the  Governors  of 
the  British  West  India  Colonies  with  the 
Secretary  of  State ,  1763-1833  (London, 
1923),  is  also  of  some  use  in  dealing 
with  the  items  in  this  class,  but  the 
Guide  contains  only  a  partial  listing  of 
Barbadian  materials,  and  its  frugal 
referencing  often  makes  it  difficult  to 
locate  a  given  item. 

As  of  July  1967,  twenty-three  micro¬ 
film  reels  of  co  28,  treating  1689-1752, 
were  available  for  purchase. 

Entry  Books:  Barbados  (co  29) 

Copies  of  official  letters,  commissions, 
instructions  to  governors,  etc.  C. 
Andrews  notes  (vol.  1,  1912,  p.  iog ) 
that  “the  earlier  volumes  [Entry  Books] 
contain  copies  of  letters  received  as  well 
as  of  letters  written,  and  so  in  part 
duplicate  the  original  correspondence 
[co  28].  After  1700,  however,  the 
number  of  in-letters  entered  is  very 
small  and  the  volumes  partake  more 
and  more  of  the  character  of  letter- 
books,  containing  entries  of  out-letters 
only.” 

Volumes  1-35  cover  the  period  1627- 


1841.  Bell,  Parker  et  at.  (1926,  pp.  69- 
74)  list  some  of  the  contents  of  the 
Board  of  Trade  volumes  (11-19,  1707- 
82)  and  the  Secretary  of  State  volumes 
(21-29, 1767-1813). 

Acts:  Barbados  (co  30) 

Volumes  1-2 1  contain  copies  of  laws 
passed  between  1643  and  1834;  vol¬ 
umes  22-23,  1 835-43*  Volume  1  is  a 
published  copy  of  Richard  Hall’s  Acts 
(London,  1764),  volume  3  is  a  manu¬ 
script  of  William  Rawlin’s  published 
Laws  (London,  1699),  and  volume  4  is  a 
published  copy  of  Acts  of  Assembly 
printed  by  John  Baskett  (London, 
1732).  The  remaining  volumes  in  this 
class  largely  contain  manuscript  copies 
of  the  island’s  laws,  some  of  which 
are  not  included  (or  only  included  by 
title)  in  the  volumes  published  by  John 
Jennings  (1654),  William  Rawlin, 
Richard  Hall,  and  Samuel  Moore 
(1801).  Moore’s  work  goes  up  to  1800, 
thus  the  manuscript  laws  in  the  pro 
are  of  special  significance  for  later 
periods,  co  30/17  covers  the  period 
1797-1805;  co  30/18,  1806-10;  co 

30/19,  1811-14;  co  30/20,  1814-25;  co 
30/21,  1825-34;  co  30/22,  1835-39. 
Some  of  the  nineteenth-century  laws, 
especially  those  dealing  with  ameliora¬ 
tion  of  the  island’s  slave  codes,  were 
published  in  various  volumes  of  the 
House  of  Commons  Sessional  Papers 
{see  Parliamentary  Papers). 

Sessional  Papers:  Barbados 

(co  31) 

These  include  the  minutes  of  the  House 
of  Assembly  and  Council:  co  3 1  / 1  —53 
cover  the  period  1660-1834,  and  co 
31/54,  1834-38. 

Bell,  Parker  et  al.  (1926,  pp.  75~^5) 
list  the  dates  of  minutes  included  in  each 
volume  (vols.  1-43,  1660-1784).  With 
respect  to  volumes  1-4  (1660-95) 

Charles  Andrews  notes:  “These volumes 
contain  also  minutes  of  proceedings  ol 
the  Council  of  War,  Committee  of 
Public  Concern,  and  many  supple¬ 
mental  papers  relating  to  trade,  war 
defense,  etc.,  including  letters  lrom 
planters,  petitions,  papers  on  sugar 
industry  and  methods,  and  commis- 
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sions  of  the  governors.  Often  these 
transcripts  are  in  part  entry  books  of 
miscellaneous  documents  as  well  as  of 
acts  and  of  assembly  and  council  pro¬ 
ceedings.  The  earlier  volumes  are 
generally  the  more  valuable  in  this 
respect;  later  volumes  are  apt  to  be 
meagre”  (vol.  i,  1912 ,  p.  igi ). 

The  pro  does  not  have  minutes  from 
1804  to  1809  and  from  July  1814  to 
July  1815;  some  of  these  are  available 
in  the  Barbados  Department  of  Archives 
( see  M.  J.  Chandler,  A  Guide  to  the 
Records  in  Barbados ,  Oxford,  Basil  Black- 
well,  1965 ,pp.  2-3). 

In  addition,  the  pro  has  two  type¬ 
script  volumes  of  Council  minutes: 
volume  1,  February  1654  to  August 
1656;  volume  2,  August  1656  to  Decem¬ 
ber  1658.  These  were  presented  to  the 
pro  in  1934  by  F.  G.  Spurdle  who 
transcribed  the  minutes  from  the  origi¬ 
nals  located  in  Barbados. 

Miscellanea:  Barbados  (co  33) 

co  33/13-26  contains  shipping  returns 
(1678-1819);  C.  Andrews  (vol.  1,  1912, 
p.  igi )  gives  an  overview  of  two  of  the 
earlier  volumes  as  well  as  references  to 
other  pro  groups  which  contain  re¬ 
lated  Barbadian  statistics.  Bell,  Parker 
et  al.  (1926,  pp.  85-87)  provide  more 
detailed  information  on  co  33/13-19 
as  well  as  shipping  returns  in  the 
Treasury  papers. 

co  33/27-29  include  materials  relat¬ 
ing  to  the  Courts  of  Chancery,  Es¬ 
cheats,  Grand  Sessions,  and  Common 
Pleas  (1722-31);  co  33/30  contains 
Treasurer’s  accounts  from  1726  to  1737 
(see  C.  Andrews,  vol.  1,  1912 ,  pp.  igi- 
9 2)- 

The  Blue  Books  of  Statistics  from 
1821  (the  earliest  date)  to  1834  are  in 

co  33/33-46;  for  1 836-38,  in  co  33/47- 
49. 8  co  33  also  contains  copies  of  various 
Barbados  newspapers  (see  Newspapers). 
The  remaining  volumes  in  this  class 
(about  one-hundred-fifty  volumes  cover 
the  period  1678-1941)  largely,  if 
not  entirely,  relate  to  the  post- 1838 
period.

A  detailed  index  and  supplementary 
report  to  these  papers  is  located  in  the 
Round  Room.  The  following  items 
dealing  with  Barbados  were  located 
and  consulted. 

pro  30/24/48 

Ten  letters  and  one  “proclamation,” 
written  between  November  8,  1669  and 
December  26,  1670,  which  relate  to  the 
relationship  between  Barbados  and 
South  Carolina,  e.g.  problems  associ¬ 
ated  with  immigration  to  the  mainland 
colony,  maintenance  of  economic  and 
social  ties  between  the  two  territories. 
All  of  the  letters  (nos.  18,  45-52,  54) 
were  written  from  Barbados;  authors 
include  Joseph  West,  Henry  Brayne, 
John  Yeamans,  N.  Carteret,  and 
Thomas  Colleton;  addressees  are  Lord 
Ashley,  Peter  Colleton,  G.  Carteret, 
and  the  Lords  Proprietors  of  Carolina. 
Number  44  is  the  “Barbados  Proclama¬ 
tion”  which  contains  “the  grants  of 
the  Lords  Proprietors  of  Carolina  to 
those  that  settle  therein,”  November  4, 
1670. 

pro  30/24/49 

Miscellaneous  items  which  principally 
deal  with  economic  and  political  condi¬ 
tions  on  the  island:  (no.  1)  “Award  of 
the  arbitrators  between  Sir  Anthony 
Ashley  Cooper  and  Gerald  Hawtaine, 
and  inventory  of  stock,  etc.  on  the 
plantation  in  Barbados,”  June  18, 
1652;  (no.  2)  “Sir  Anthony  A.  Cooper 
to  Robert  Plooper.  Bargain  and  sale 
of  a  plantation  in  the  parish  of  St. 
George,”  February  27,  1655;  (no.  2b) 
“Abstract  of  some  principal  passages 
concerning  Sir  William  Courteen’s 
heirs,  and  their  claim  in  and  to  the 
island  of  Barbados,  collected  by  John 
Darell  from  Capt.  Henry  Powell,  John 
Powell,  and  others,”  1660;  (no.  3)  a 
miscellany  from  the  1670s,  e.g.  “List 
of  the  most  eminent  planters  in  Barba- 
does,”  various  materials  on  Gov.  Wil¬ 
loughby,  “An  accompt  of  the  English 
sugar  plantations,”  and  a  letter  from 
Peter  Colleton  (August  12,  1673)  to  J. 
Locke  discussing  various  plants  he  has 
sent  to  England. 

In  addition,  V.  T.  Harlow  (A  History 
of  Barbados ,  1625-1685.  London,  1926, 
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p.  xiii )  notes  that  the  following  groups 
contain  Barbados  materials:

The  library  of  the  rcs  (formerly  Royal 
Empire  Society,  Royal  Colonial  Insti¬ 
tute)  contains  the  following  manu¬ 
scripts  and  manuscript  collections  deal¬ 
ing  with  Barbados. 

Davis  Collection 

This  comprises  a  sizable  miscellany  of 
notes,  manuscript  transcriptions,  arti¬ 
cles,  etc.,  produced  over  many  years  by 
the  amateur  historian  and  genealogist 
N.  Darnell  Davis  (1846-1915).  Davis,  a 
prolific  writer  and  seemingly  tireless 
researcher  of  Caribbeana,  presented  his 
papers  to  the  rcs  shortly  before  his 
death.  The  mass  of  materials  in  this 
collection  is  difficult  to  categorize,  but 
its  most  valuable  elements  are  the 
transcriptions  of  deeds  of  sale,  parochial 
minutes,  wills,  accounts,  and  other 
official  documents,  largely  relating  to 
the  seventeenth  century,  some  of  the 
originals  of  which  have  been  either 
destroyed  or  lost.  The  collection  as  a 
whole  is  of  unequal  quality,  and  fre¬ 
quently  bits  ol  information  are  recorded 
on  scraps  of  paper,  without  referencing 
or  context,  and  quite  often  the  hand- 
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writing  is  very  difficult  to  decipher. 
However,  the  collection  can  be  a 
rewarding  one.  The  papers  are  stored 
in  fifteen  boxes,  and  searching  through 
them  for  relevant  Barbadiana  is  enorm¬ 
ously  facilitated  by  a  detailed  list  in  each 
box  of  its  contents. 

Estate  Plans 

1.  Estate  plan  of  the  mansion  of 
Joseph  Storey,  parish  of  St.  Michael, 
1829;  this  plan  simply  delineates  a  land 
plot  of  twenty-three  acres. 

2.  Estate  plan  (with  colored  illustra¬ 
tion)  of  Quintynes,  the  plantation  of 
Josiah  Heath,  parish  of  St.  John,  1829. 
The  plan  shows  the  layout  and  dimen¬ 
sions  of  each  of  the  plantation’s  fields, 
and  notes  that  Quintynes  is  surrounded 
by  lands  owned  by  Richard  and  Robert 
Haynes.  The  “colored  illustration” 
affords  a  panoramic  view  of  Quintynes, 
showing  the  sugar  mill  and  boiling 
house  in  the  foreground,  and  fields  in 
the  background. 

Sparke  Family  Papers  (mss.  7) 
Only  three  of  the  fifty-four  documents 
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in  this  collection  relate  to  Barbados, 
and  these  primarily  deal  with  family 
matters.

After  my  visit  to  the  rcs,  the  library 
added  “Crichton  letters,  1832-34,  from 
West  Indies,  including  Barbados,  with 
some  references  to  anxieties  of  pre¬ 
emancipation  period”  (Michael  Chand¬ 
ler,  personal  communication).

The  sfl  contains  an  extensive  collection 
of  manuscripts  written  by  Quakers 
during  the  seventeenth  and  eighteenth 
centuries.  A  fairly  comprehensive  name 
and  subject  card  catalog  facilitates 
identification  of  materials  relevant  to 
Barbados.  Many  of  these,  including 
some  of  the  items  mentioned  below, 
have  been  published  in  one  form  or 
another  in  the  Journal  of  the  Friends 
Historical  Society  {see  indexes  to  the 
various  volumes)  and  in  works  such  as 
J.  Nickalls  (1952). 

Abram  Rawlinson  Barclay 

Collection 

A  collection  of  two-hundred-forty-nine 
letters,  written  during  the  seventeenth 
century  by  different  persons  from 
various  locales  and  addressed  to  George 
Lox  and  others.  The  letters  are  bound 
into  two  volumes:  volume  1  contains 
letters  1  —  1 2  5  and  volume  2,  numbers 
126-249.  Letters  1-157  have  been 
calendared  in  sundry  issues  of  the 
Journal  of  the  Friends  Historical  Society , 
beginning  in  1930  and  up  to  1964? 
the  remainder  are  available  only  in 


manuscript. 

Of  letters  1-157,  only  ten  were 
written  from  Barbados.  Covering  the 
period  1 661-81,  their  authors  include 
Josiah  Coale,  Oliver  Hooton,  John 
Rous,  George  Rose,  and  Ralph  Fret- 
well  (arb  Mss.,  nos.  44-50,  62-63, 
99).  The  letters  are  calendared  in 
volumes  33  (1936),  37  (1940),  and  46 
(1954)  of  the  Journal  of  the  Friends 
Historical  Society.  There  may  be  an 
occasional  letter  from  Barbados  amongst 
numbers  158-249,  but  a  rapid  survey 
of  these  did  not  yield  any. 

The  ten  letters  noted  above  are  not 
particularly  informative,  and  would  be 
primarily  of  interest  to  one  concerned 
with  early  Quaker  personages  and 
activities  in  Barbados;  in  this  respect, 
the  most  useful  letter  is  one  from  John 
Rous  to  George  Fox  and  others, 
written  in  1681  (arb  Mss.,  nos.  48-49; 
extracted  in  the  Jl.  of  the  F.H.S. ,  33, 
1936,  60-63 )  in  which  he  gives  a 
succinct  account  of  the  status  of  the 
Quaker  community  in  Barbados  and  its 
religious  establishment.  Although  most 
of  these  letters  are  largely  devoted  to 
religious  subjects,  there  is  occasional 
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reference  to  wider  societal  issues,  but 
no  mention  of  slaves  or  slavery. 

Epistles  Received 

The  epistles  are  mainly  designed  to  give 
the  London  Meeting  a  brief  account 
ol  various  Quaker  groups’  activities 
during  the  year;  but,  generally  speak¬ 
ing,  the  ones  sent  from  Barbados  offer 
relatively  few  concrete  details.  Most 
of  the  epistles  are  largely  composed  of 
pious  and  religious  sentiments  and 
expressions,  although  the  names  of 
individual  Quakers  are  often  men¬ 
tioned  and  some  information  on  Quaker 
activities  and  relations  with  the  wider 
community  are  sometimes  given. 
Epistles  sent  by  Barbadian  Quakers 
between  1689  and  1706  are  in  volume  1

Epistles  Sent 

These  were  sent  by  the  London 
Meeting,  and  are  often  in  the  form  of  a 
lengthy  reply  to  the  ones  sent  from 
Barbados;  however,  they  are  mainly 
composed  of  “spiritual  advice,”  and 
none  of  the  items  contained  in  volume  1 
for  example,  which,  for  epistles  sent  to 
Barbados,  covers  the  period  1690-1703 
(. PP •  42,  182,  200 ,  233,  242,  2 jo, 

3J3 >  358,  445 ),  afford  any  information 
not  contained  in  the  Epistles  Received. 

Gibson  Manuscripts 

These  include  two  letters  relevant  to 
Barbadian  Quakers:  T.S.  438,  a  letter 
from  a  group  of  Friends  in  Barbados  to 
groups  in  Jamaica  and  Antigua,  1709, 
which  introduces  Thomas  Story;  and 
T.S.  460,  a  short  letter  from  the  Barba¬ 
dos  Meeting  to  the  London  one  referring 
to  Story’s  visit  to  Barbados  in  1714  (see 
Thomas  Story,  1747). 


London  Yearly  Meetings 

These  manuscripts  are  bound  into  more 
than  twenty  volumes,  starting  with  the 
year  1668.  Each  volume  is  indexed  so 
that  references  to  Barbados  can  be 
easily  located  although,  it  is  to  be 
noted,  the  indexes  do  not  always  list 
all  references  to  the  island  in  a  given 
volume.  Materials  on  Barbados  in  the 
Yearly  Meetings  are  largely  summaries 
of  epistles  received  in  London  and  are 
generally  of  little  value.  Also  included 
are  reports  or  excerpts  from  reports  and 
journals  of  Quakers  who  traveled  to  the 
colonies.  Among  these,  the  following 
contain  materials  on  Barbados: 

Benjamin  Holmes,  “Account  of  his 
travels  in  America.  Written  from 
Antigua,  August,  1719”  (vol.  5,  pp. 
446-64).  Holmes  spent  a  month  on  the 
island  in  June  1719  and  the  very  brief 
account  of  his  visit  (pp.  453-60)  is 
largely  taken  up  with  his  activities  in 
the  Quaker  community. 

Joshua  Fielding,  “Account  of  his 
travels  in  America,”  1729  (vol.  7,  pp. 
81-84),  lived  on  the  island  from 
November  1725  to  March  1726,  but 
only  discusses  (p.  81)  the  meetings  he 
attended. 

Edmund  Peckover,  “Journal  of 
travels  in  North  America  and  Barbados, 
1742-1743”  (vol.  9,  pp.  322-39),  spent 
“some  weeks”  in  Barbados  in  1743,  and 
the  short  two-paragraph  account  of 
his  visit  (pp.  338-33)  is  devoted  to  the 
condition  of  the  island’s  Quaker  com¬ 
munity.  Peckover’s  journal  has  been 
published  in  the  Journal  of  the  Friends 
Historical  Society  (1,  1903-4,  35-103). 

Luke  Howard  Collection 

Only  one  item  in  this  collection  refers 
to  Barbados :  John  Haydocke’s  “Epistle 
to  Friends  in  the  island  of  Barbados  or 
elsewhere  .  .  .  8th  month  1676"  (vol. 
150,  no.  20). 

Portfolios 

These  are  bound  volumes  containing 
miscellaneous  manuscripts;  the  mater¬ 
ials  in  them  relating  to  Barbados  were 
identified  by  using  the  library’s  catalog. 
Generally  speaking,  the  manuscripts 
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in  these  volumes  provide  little  informa¬ 
tion  except  for  anyone  interested  in  the 
names  of  Quakers  who  lived  in  or 
visited  Barbados  during  the  seventeenth 
century. 

Volume  1 6 

No.  28,  a  1686  testimonial  from  Roger 
Longworth  in  Barbados;  no.  58,  a  1674 
account  by  George  Fox  who  relates  the 
adventures  of  John  Stubbs,  a  Quaker 
who  had  visited  Barbados;  no.  62,  a 
religious  epistle  written  in  the  1680s; 
no.  74,  George  Fox’s  account  of  the  life 
of  Elizabeth  Hooton  in  which  he  men¬ 
tions  that  she  had  visited  Barbados  for 
a  few  months  in  the  1670s;  no.  77,  a 
brief  account  by  John  Jay,  who  became 
a  Barbados  planter,  mentioning  his  visit 
to  the  mainland  colonies  and  England. 

Volume  77 

No.  1,  comprises  brief  accounts  by 
various  Quakers  who  traveled  in  the 
“services  of  the  Lord”;  some  touched  at 
Barbados,  but  no  details  are  given 
about  these  visits;  no.  2,  “Visits  of 
Ministers  of  the  Society  of  Friends  to 
the  West  Indies  in  17th  and  18th 
Centuries.”  A  compilation,  made  from 
various  sources  sometime  in  the  nine¬ 
teenth  century,  which  lists  the  names  of 
persons,  the  islands  they  visited,  and  the 
years  in  which  the  visits  were  made. 

Volumes  26 ,  27,  28 

Nos.  1 ;  58-60,  74;  and  3,  135,  respect¬ 
ively,  contain  epistles  sent  by  the  Bar¬ 
bados  Meeting,  between  1 744  and  1 748, 
to  London. 

SwARTHMORE  MANUSCRIPT 

Transcriptions 

Copies  of  a  large  number  of  letters 
written  by  and  to  Quakers  in  the 
seventeenth  and  early  eighteenth  cen¬ 
turies  (the  originals  are  also  located  in 
the  Friends  Library).  The  tran¬ 
scriptions,  which  are  all  very  legible,  are 
bound  into  six  volumes,  each  volume 
containing  hundreds  of  letters  and  an 
index;  the  index  names  the  author  of 
each  letter,  the  date  and  place  of 
writing,  and  the  addressee. 

In  the  six  volumes,  there  are  only 
twenty-three  letters  written  from  Bar¬ 
bados,  spanning  the  years  1655  to 
1675.  The  majority  of  lines  in  all  of 
these  are  devoted  to  the  expression  of 


religious  sentiments  similar  to  those  of 
the  epistles.  Occasionally  there  are  also 
general  statements  about  the  progress 
of  Quakerism  on  the  island,  information 
on  the  relationships  between  the  Quaker 
and  non-Quaker  community,  and  ample 
critiques  of  the  religious  and  moral  life 
of  non-Quakers.  There  is  no  mention  of 
slaves  or  slavery.  Authors  of  the  various 
letters  include  Henry  Fell,  Robert 
Malins,  Joseph  Nicholson,  George  Rose, 
John  Rous,  Robert  Widder,  Peter 
Evans,  Mary  Fisher,  Lewis  Morris, 
Peter  Pearson,  Richard  Pinder,  John 
Taylor,  Elizabeth  Trot,  and  George 
Fox.  Their  letters  are  found  in  volume  1 
(p.  578);  volume  2  ( pp .  /or,  707,  111,

volume  3  (pp.  231,  261,  8gg) ;  volume  4

Miscellaneous 

7.  Philip  Madin,  “Account  of  his 
journey  to  the  West  Indies  with  Thomas 
Colley,  1779”  (Mss.  Box  W) ;  a  small 
ninety-four-page  notebook.  Madin 
arrived  at  Barbados,  his  first  port  of 
call  from  England,  on  May  16,  1779, 
and  left  the  island  close  to  seven  weeks 
later.  During  his  stay  he  apparently 
traveled  extensively  throughout  Barba¬ 
dos,  but  much  of  his  diary  account  of 
this  visit  (pp.  77-25)  devoted  to  an 
itemization  of  the  meetings  he  attended, 
and  naming  the  Quakers  he  met  and 
stayed  with.  He  also  lists  the  food  plants 
of  Barbados  and  briefly  describes  the 
uses  to  which  they  are  put,  and  offers 
some  brief,  but  valuable,  comments  on 
a  slave  funeral  and  the  slaves’  religious 
beliefs. 

2.  Thomas  Colley,  “Account  of 
visit  to  the  West  Indies,  etc.  with 
Philip  Madin,  1779”  (Mss.  Box  P) ;  a 
notebook  with  unnumbered  pages.  The 
narrative  of  Colley’s  stay  in  Barbados 
essentially  follows  the  same  lines  as 
Madin’s  (see  above),  i.e.  stress  upon 
Quaker  meetings  attended  and  the 
state  of  the  Quaker  community  on  the 
island.  There  are  also  a  few  descriptive 
pages  dealing  with  the  island’s  plant 
life,  a  few  general  observations  on  the 
slaves,  and  mention  of  a  Quaker  meet¬ 
ing  attended  by  slaves.

The  uspg  (formerly  Society  for  the 
Propagation  of  the  Gospel  in  Foreign 
Parts)  began  its  long  and  well-known 
formal  association  with  Barbados  in  the 
first  decade  of  the  eighteenth  century 
with  its  acquisition  of  the  Codrington 
plantations.  Aside  from  the  extensive 
manuscript  collection  relating  to  these 
plantations  and  the  college  itself, 
there  are  other  materials  related  to 
clerical  issues  and  the  Anglican  Church 
establishment  on  the  island.  Some 
of  the  manuscript  collections  described 
below  are  available  on  microfilm  at  the 
University  of  California  at  Los  Angeles 
and  some  are  in  the  Library  of  Con¬ 
gress.  Two  studies  of  Barbados  which 
were  primarily  based  upon  research 
into  the  Codrington  materials  in  the 
uspg  archives  are:  Frank  J.  Klingberg,

Barbados  Journal,  1710-1738 

and  Barbados  Committee, 

1710-1726 ,  1741-1742 

Two  volumes  containing  the  minutes  of 
the  spg’s  London  committee  charged 
with  overlooking  the  affairs  of  the  Bar¬ 
bados  plantations.  The  volumes  com¬ 
plement  each  other  in  dates  covered  so 
that  one  must  use  both  of  them  con¬ 
currently  in  chronologically  tracing  the 
development  and  problems  of  the 
plantations  and  college.  The  minutes 
per  se  are  usually  very  brief,  but  fre¬ 
quently  include  extracts  from  or  para¬ 


phrases  of  reports  and  letters  from 
Barbados.  A  detailed  name  and  subject 
index,  prepared  on  file  cards  by  a  Miss 
Bankes,  ca.  1962-67,  is  available  in  the 
uspg  Archives  and  is  an  invaluable 
aid  to  the  user  of  the  volumes;  in  her 
index,  X.23  refers  to  the  Barbados 
Committee  volume,  and  X.14  to  the 
Barbados  Journal.  See  also  spgfp, 
Annual  Reports  (1701-1839)  for  related 
materials. 

Fulham  Papers 

Four  thick  volumes  of  original  letters, 
etc.  There  is  no  detailed  index  or 
calendar  to  these  volumes,  but  the  first 
sheet  of  each  one  contains  a  general 
summary  of  contents,  arranged  by 
territory.  Only  two  of  the  volumes 
include  materials  from  the  West  Indies, 
and  only  one  has  materials  from  Bar¬ 
bados  (vol.  2,  1803-27,  pp.  535-760). 
Most  of  these  items  were  written  by 
ministers  and  addressed  to  the  Bishop 
of  London;  they  primarily  relate  to  the 
Society  for  the  Conversion  and  Religi¬ 
ous  Instruction  ...  of  the  Negro  Slaves 
.  .  and  efforts  by  the  church  in 
Barbados  to  convert  the  island's  slave 
population.  Most,  if  not  all,  of  these 
materials  are  available  on  microfilm  in 
the  Library  of  Congress;  for  details 
on  these  see  G.  G.  Griffin,  A  Guide  to 
Manuscripts  relating  to  American  History 
in  British  Depositories  reproduced  for  the 
Division  of  Manuscripts  of  the  Library  of 
Congress  (Washington,  D.C.,  1946,  pp. 
196-98). 

Letter  Books 

The  materials  in  these  volumes  are  for 
the  most  part  of  the  type  found  in 
the  General  Correspondence  of  the 
Lambeth  Palace  Library  manuscripts. 

Series  A  is  comprised  of  twenty-six 
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volumes  of  copies  of  eighteenth-century 
letters  received  in  London.  According 
to  V.  L.  Oliver  (“The  Church  in  the 
West  Indies,”  Caribbeana,  3,  1914,  204- 
10),  “most  of  the  originals  of  these 
[letters]  and  many  later  letter  books 
were  subsequently  destroyed  by  fire.” 
There  is  a  comprehensive  typescript 
calendar  of  each  volume’s  contents 
which  is  stored  in  the  office  of  the 
uspg  archivist.  Of  the  twenty-six 
volumes  in  this  series,  only  four  contain 
letters  written  from  Barbados:  volume 
6,  1710-11  (pp.  28,  66-67,  76>  III~I5)> 
volume  7,  1711-12  (pp.  75-76) ;  volume 

24, 1732-34  (pp-  267, 273 , 277-81, 284- 

85,  287-91,  297-304,  313);  volume  26, 

1 735-37  (PP-  381-83). 

Series  B  consists  of  twenty-one  volumes 
of  original  letters  received  in  London; 
of  these  volumes,  B.6  deals  with  the 
West  Indies,  including  Barbados,  for 
the  period  1728-79,  and  volume  B.8 
relates  solely  to  Barbados,  1739-42. 
There  is  also  a  detailed  typescript 


calendar  of  these  volumes  available  in 
the  archivist’s  office. 

Series  C  consists  of  various  unbound 
letters,  documents,  etc.,  relating  to  the 
period  1800-1850.  These  were  not  con¬ 
sulted;  according  to  the  archivist  most 
deal  with  North  America,  but  some  with 
the  West  Indies,  perhaps  even  including 
Barbados.

The  ul  library  contains  two  manu¬ 
script  collections  with  materials  on 
Barbados:  the  William  Hewitt  Papers 
and  the  Newton  Estate  Papers.  Both 
collections  came  to  the  University  of 
London  in  1960-61 ;  they  have  been 
carefully  arranged  by  Mrs.  C.  E.  Mick- 
lem  whose  description  and  list  of  each  is 
available  in  the  library’s  Paleography 
Room. 

William  Hewitt  Papers  (ms.  522) 
Hewitt  went  to  the  West  Indies  from 


England  in  1766  and  apparently  re¬ 
mained  in  the  islands  until  his  death  in 
1781,  serving  as  “His  Majesty’s  com¬ 
missioner  for  the  distribution  of  land 
in  the  southern  Caribee  islands,” 
and  holding  other  colonial  appoint¬ 
ments;  he  also  owned  land  and  slaves 
in,  at  least,  Dominica.  Mrs.  Micklem 
judges  his  papers  a  “haphazard  and 
mixed  accumulation,  from  both  Eng¬ 
land  and  the  West  Indies  [which 
represent]  most  facets  of  his  life,”  but 
it  is  difficult  to  judge  from  them  how 
long  Hewitt  lived  in  Barbados;  he  was 
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certainly  on  the  island  from  November 
1779  to  March  1781,  though  he  may 
have  taken  sidetrips  elsewhere  during 
this  period. 

The  collection  does  not  contain  many 
items  dealing  with,  or  referring  to, 
Barbados.  Those  that  do,  primarily 
treat  of  Hewitt’s  business  interests  else¬ 
where,  and,  in  general,  the  papers  are  of 
little  value  unless  one  is  primarily  con¬ 
cerned  with  biographical  data  on 
Hewitt  himself. 

Newton  Estate  Papers  (ms.  523) 

This  is  an  extremely  valuable  collection 
of  well  over  one  thousand  items  dealing 
with  Seawell  and  Newton  plantations 
in  the  parish  of  Christ  Church;  the 
period  covered  is  from  1 706  to  the 
1890s,  although  the  most  extensive 
documentation  is  from  1794  to  1824. 

Mrs.  Micklem  has  performed  an 
excellent  job  in  arranging  this  collection, 
and  her  detailed  list  of  its  contents 
enormously  facilitates  research.  The 
ul  is  also  to  be  credited  with  the  hand¬ 
some  and  effective  way  in  which  the 
papers  have  been  bound  into  volumes. 

The  papers,  prior  to  1794  (and  after 
1824),  are  largely  composed  of  planta¬ 
tion  financial  accounts  and  are  of  un¬ 
equal  quality  for  various  years  during 
this  period.  The  plantation  owners 
during  the  eighteenth  century  included 
John  Newton  (the  original  owner  who 
died  in  1706),  his  son  Samuel,  and 
Samuel’s  son,  John  Newton  (d.  1783). 
In  1 794  the  plantations  came  into  the 
hands  of  the  brothers  Thomas  and  John 
Lane. 

John,  a  barrister,  and  Thomas,  a 
solicitor  and  sometime  clerk  for  the 
Goldsmith’s  company  of  London,  re¬ 
sided  in  England.  Thomas,  in  the  words 
of  Mrs.  Micklem,  ‘‘took  over  the  deal¬ 
ings  with  Barbados  from  the  beginning. 
He  was  in  London  and  he  knew  the 
merchants,  and  continued  to  manage 
[the  estates]  even  after  he  and  his 
brother  divided  [them]  in  1803,  John 
taking  Seawells,  and  Thomas,  Newton. 

.  .  .  [  Thomas]  kept  his  accounts  and 
letters  received  from  his  managers  in 
Barbados  and  from  his  merchants  in 
exemplary  order,  as  well  as  full  copies 
of  almost  all  his  correspondence  to 


them.”  Thus,  for  a  thirty-year  period, 
from  1794  to  the  death  of  the  two 
brothers  in  1824,  the  Newton  Estate 
Papers  afford  an  extensive  documenta¬ 
tion  of,  and  excellent  view  into,  a 
fundamental  institution  of  Barbadian 
society. 

The  papers  themselves  are  of  a 
varied  sort,  but  are  largely  composed 
of  business  ledgers  and  journals  as  well 
as  logs  of  work  activities,  reports  on 
slaves,  and  related  documents.  In 
addition,  there  is  the  relatively  volu¬ 
minous  correspondence,  especially 
between  Lane  and  Samson  Wood  (the 
plantations’  manager  from  1 796  or 
1797  to  1803),  but  also  John  Farrell 
(the  manager  who  replaced  Wood  on 
Newton  plantation),  William  and 
Robert  Reece  (who  later  managed 
Seawell  and  Newton,  respectively), 
Gen.  Robert  Haynes  (the  estates’ 
attorney  in  Barbados),  and  the  major 
English  firms  with  which  the  Lanes 
conducted  business,  Daniels  in  Bristol 
and  Blackmans  in  London. 

In  sum,  the  Newton  Estate  Papers 
would  be  of  considerable  interest  to  one 
concerned  with  plantation  economics, 
and  they  also  provide  valuable 
materials  on  topics  such  as  the  organiza¬ 
tion  of  plantation  labor,  treatment  of 
slaves  and  slave  life,  occupational 
specialization,  commercial  and  sub¬ 
sistence  crop  production,  agricultural 
practices,  soil,  climate  and  insect 
problems,  sugar  and  rum  manufacture, 
shipment  of  plantation  produce  abroad, 
the  relationship  between  absentee  own¬ 
ers  and  managers,  the  role  of  the  planta¬ 
tion  manager  and  attorney,  and  customs 
of  the  plantocracy. 

In  1967,  sixty-six  documents  relating 
to  the  Newton  plantations  and  Lane 
family  were  transferred  to  the  University 
of  London  from  the  Greater  London 
Record  Office.  However,  these  papers 
date  from  the  post- 1840s  to  the  1920s, 
with  the  following  exceptions:  A.g8g , 
Schedule  of  deeds  of  the  Barbados 
Estate  of  Richard  Stuart  Lane,  Septem¬ 
ber  11,  1823-May  8,  1856;  A.ggo, 
Copy  of  the  will  of  Thomas  Lane  of 
Leyton  Grange,  Essex,  September  11, 
1823;  A.ggi ,  Declaration  of  trust  of 
/(5,58c),  Richard  Lane,  August  9,  1836.

The  well-known  West  India  Committee 
records,  including  the  minutes  of  its 
meetings,  were  not  consulted,  though 
materials  relevant  to  Barbados  are 
contained  within  them.  In  addition 
to  these,  and  according  to  the  librarian, 
the  wic  contains  only  two  volumes  of 
manuscripts  dealing  with  Barbados. 
These  were  searched  and  are  described 
below. 

Alleyne  Letters 

A  bound  volume  of  two-hundred-sixty- 
eight  pages,  containing  copies  of  letters 
written  by  John  Foster  Alleyne,  a 
prominent  Barbadian  planter  and  mem¬ 
ber  of  Council.  Some  of  the  letters  were 
written  from  Barbados,  but  most  were 
written  from  Westbury  College  in 
Bristol;  the  period  covered  in  the 
volume  is  from  July  5,  1799  to  February 
21,  1804  (Alleyne  arrived  in  England  in 
July  1799?  returned  to  Barbados  in 
June  1802,  and  returned  again  to 
England  in  June  1803). 

Many  of  the  letters  written  from 
England  are  addressed  to  Benjamin 
Storey,  the  manager  of  Cox  and  Sandy 
Lane  plantations,  and  Richard  Smith, 
the  manager  of  Porters  — all  located  in 
the  parish  of  St.  James.  Alleyne’s  letters 
are  replies  to  letters  written  by  Storey 
and  Smith  reporting  on  plantation 
conditions;  his  letters  contain  a  miscel¬ 
lany  of  information  on  topics  such  as  the 
mechanics  of  shipping  sugar  to  England, 
sugar  manufacture,  plantation  manage¬ 
ment  and  agricultural  practices, 
weather  and  crop  conditions,  insect 
problems,  cotton  production,  the  condi¬ 
tion  and  treatment  of  slaves,  etc.  These 
letters  are  especially  informative  since 
Alleyne  wrote  frequently  and  at  length, 
often  recapitulating  the  issues  raised  in 
his  managers’  letters;  thus  one  can 
readily  follow  the  context  and  main 
threads  of  the  correspondence. 

In  1802,  while  in  England,  Alleyne 


purchased  Mount  Standfast  plantation 
in  St.  James  (owned  by  Stephen 
Walsh)  which  was  adjacent  to  Porters 
and  which,  at  one  time,  had  belonged 
to  the  Alleyne  family.  In  a  number  of 
letters,  the  negotiations  and  problems 
associated  with  acquiring  and  taking 
possession  of  Mount  Standfast  are  dis¬ 
cussed  in  detail. 

Alleyne  was  also  the  attorney  for 
Black  Rock  plantation  (owned  by 
James  Holder),  Turners  Hall  (owned 
by  Henry  Galt),  and  Blowers  (owned 
by  Thomas  Daniel  and  Sons  of  London), 
and  occasionally  his  letters  from  Eng¬ 
land  contain  references  to  the  business 
affairs  of  these  plantations. 

From  England,  Alleyne  also  wrote 
to  relatives  in  Barbados,  e.g.  Sir  John 
Gay  Alleyne,  his  uncle  (who  died  in 
December  1801)  and  Abel  Alleyne,  his 
brother.  These  letters  contain  a  great 
deal  of  materials  on  the  activities  and 
business  affairs  of  the  Alleyne  family, 
and  afford  a  very  useful  and  vivid 
source  of  information  on  the  life  styles 
of  the  Barbadian  plantocracy,  both  on 
the  island  and  in  England. 

As  noted  above,  Alleyne  returned  to 
Barbados  in  June  1802  and  stayed  for 
almost  a  year  before  returning  to 
England.  The  letters  he  wrote  on  the 
island  (July  24,  1802-April  16,  1803) 
are  addressed  to  various  persons,  and 
largely  treat  of  his  business  affairs  and 
issues  surrounding  plantation  manage¬ 
ment.

A  bound  volume  of  transcriptions  of 
miscellaneous  letters  and  documents 
located  in  the  Public  Record  Office 
(London).  The  transcriber  is  unknown 
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Manuscripts 


and  the  transcriptions  appear  to  have 
been  made  in  either  the  late  nineteenth 
or  early  twentieth  centuries.  The 
materials  included  in  this  volume  range 


in  date  from  1637  to  1678,  but  concen¬ 
trate  in  the  1660s.  Some  of  these  tran¬ 
scriptions  provide  useful  information  on 
island  social  and  political  conditions. 


Miscellaneous  Private  Collections 


A  few  manuscript  collections  in  private 
residences  were  located.  For  various 
reasons,  access  to  these  collections  was 
not  possible;  although  not  much  can 
be  said  about  them,  some  information 
was  acquired  through  correspondence 
with  their  owners. 

Cave 

Owner:  Major  S.  F.  Cave  (Hill  House, 
Bletchingly,  Surrey)  may  have  mater¬ 
ials  related  to  Nicholas  Abbey  planta¬ 
tion.  In  a  letter  (October  1966)  the 
owner  remarked  “I  have  some  docu¬ 
ments.  .  .  .  They  are  mostly  slave  con¬ 
veyances.  .  .  .  Several  of  the  documents 
cannot  be  unfolded  without  special 
treatment,  due  to  age.” 

Drax 

Owner:  Admiral  Sir  R.  E.  E.  Drax 
(Charborough  Park,  Wareham,  Dorset). 
Applications  should  be  made  through 
Messrs.  Preston,  Redman,  solicitors 
(Hinton  House,  Hinton  Road,  Bourne¬ 
mouth,  Hants.).  The  National  Register 
of  Archives  (no.  1075)  mentions  that 
there  are  deeds  relating  to  Barbados, 
1663-1856;  the  owner,  in  a  letter 
(October  1966),  noted  that  “I  may  have 
one  book  containing  some  of  the  Drax 
Hall  accounts,  lists  of  slaves,  etc., 
probably  of  the  18th  century.” 


Fitzherbert 

Owner:  Sir  John  FitzHerbert  (Tissing- 
ton  Hall,  Ashbourne,  Derbyshire). 
Applications  should  be  made  through 
the  Historical  Manuscripts  Commission 
(Quality  Court,  Chancery  Lane,  Lon¬ 
don,  W.C.2).  According  to  the  National 
Register  of  Archives,  there  are  corres¬ 
pondence,  accounts,  etc.,  from  agents 
relating  to  plantations  in  Jamaica  and 
Barbados,  ca.  1760-1850.  The  former 
owner  of  these  papers  was  Sir  William 
FitzHerbert;  in  a  letter  (January  1967) 
the  new  owner,  Sir  John  FitzHerbert, 
noted  his  recent  inheritance  of  the 
papers,  “some  of  which  may  well  deal 
with  Barbados,  but  as  they  have  not 
been  sorted  I  am  afraid  it  is  impossible 
to  give  you  any  idea  what  there 


Godsal 

Owner:  Mr.  Alan  Godsal  (Haines  Hill, 
Twyford,  Berkshire).  In  a  letter  (Octo¬ 
ber  1966)  the  owner  stated:  “I  do  have 
certain  papers  [relating  to  pre-1834 
Barbados]  which  might  be  of  interest 
.  .  .,”  but  these  were  in  storage  and  the 
nature  of  the  papers  was  not  specified; 
the  papers  may  relate  to  the  Colleton 
family  and  plantations. 


IRELAND 


The  locating  of  Barbados-related  manu¬ 
scripts  in  Ireland  has  been  facilitated 
by  the  publication  of  the  detailed 
multivolumed  catalog,  edited  by 
Richard  J.  Hayes,  Manuscript  Sources  for 
the  History  of  Irish  Civilization  (Boston, 
G.  K.  Hall,  1965,  11  vols. ) .  This  cata¬ 


log  identifies  manuscripts  located  in 
Irish  repositories  as  well  as  elsewhere, 
e.g.  the  British  Museum.  Volumes  1  4 
are  indexed  by  personal  names,  volumes 
5-6  by  subjects,  volumes  7  8  by  places, 
volumes  9-10  by  dates,  and  volume  1  1 
contains  lists  of  manuscripts.  Volumes 


Ireland 
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1-4,  9-1 1  were  not  consulted,  volumes  7 
and  8  contain  no  references  to  Barbados, 
and  volumes  5-6  contain  Barbados 
entries  under  the  subject  headings 
“Barbados”  and  “Irish  Abroad:  West 
Indies.” 

Barbados-related  manuscripts  located 
in  Irish  repositories,  as  indicated  in 
volumes  5-6  of  the  catalog,  are  limited 


in  number,  and  are  confined  to  the 
Genealogical  Office,  Belfast  Public 
Record  Office,  and  the  National  Lib¬ 
rary  of  Ireland.  Neither  the  Genea¬ 
logical  Office  nor  the  Belfast  Public 
Record  Office  were  visited  but  the 
catalog  listings  of  their  holdings  appear 
below.

Trinity  College,  Dublin,  contains  only 
one  collection  of  manuscripts  relating 
to  the  West  Indies;  these  are  bound 
into  a  one-hundred-eighty-seven-page 
volume  titled  “Of  the  Carffibee 
Islands, ”  and  identified  as  Mss.  G.  4,  1 5. 
The  items  in  this  volume  are  mid¬ 
seventeenth-century  copies  of  various 
documents,  e.g.  depositions,  letters, 
and  notes,  largely  relating  to  the  pro¬ 
prietorship  claims  of  William  Courteen, 
whose  syndicate  first  colonized  Barba¬ 
dos,  and  the  Earl  of  Carlisle,  who  had 
received  a  grant  to  various  of  the 
Caribbean  islands  from  Charles  I. 
Related  materials  are  located  in  the 
Bodleian  Library  at  Oxford  (Rawlinson 
Mss.).  Both  collections  are  essential 
sources  for  information  on  the  island’s 
early  colonization,  particularly  political 
events,  and  the  introduction  of  Arawak 
Indians  from  Guiana.

Barbados’s  military  defenses  (pp.  86- 
87).  3]  “Arbitrary  power  and  tyran¬ 

nical  government  exercised  there  by 
and  under  the  Earl  of  Carlisle's 
authority  over  the  goods  and  persons 
of  the  English  inhabitants  there.” 
This  section  is  based  upon  various 
depositions  and  offers  information  under 
nine  major  headings:  taxes,  fines,  oaths, 
imprisonment,  whipping,  pilloring, 
“stigmatizings,”  cutting  of  ears,  death 
(pp.  87-108 );  pages  109-18  of  the 
“Breviat”  include  the  opinions  of  the 
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House  of  Commons  committee  with 
respect  to  the  testimonials  offered  above. 

Pages  ng-56 ,  Charter  of  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Bay  Company. 

Pages  157-61,  Henry  Powell’s  Examin¬ 
ation,  February  25,  1657.  In  this 

deposition  Powell  recounts  the  events 
of  the  island’s  1627  colonization  and 
describes  the  later  conflicts  between  the 
Courteen  and  Carlisle  factions;  Powell 
was  a  defender  of  Courteen’s  interests. 

Pages  161-64,  Thomas  Parris,  His 
Examination,  March  16,  1657.  Parris, 
a  London  merchant,  arrived  at  Bar¬ 
bados  in  July  1628;  here  he  narrates 
how  Henry  Powell  and  others  loyal  to 
Courteen  were  imprisoned  by  Carlisle’s 
representatives  in  Barbados. 

Pages  165-81,  “The  case  concerning 
my  Lord  of  Carlisle’s  interest  in  Barba¬ 
dos  and  other  Caribee  Islands.”  A 
lengthy  legal  interpretation. 

Pages  182-87 ,  “A  Briefe  Description 
of  the  Hand  of  Barbados”  [ca.  1650  or 
1651].  Written  by  an  unknown  author, 
who  was  apparently  resident  on  the 
island,  the  “description”  offers  brief 


comments  on  weather  and  climate, 
indentured  servants,  slaves,  customs  and 
mores  of  the  planters,  the  political 
system  and  disputes  between  Cavaliers 
and  Roundheads,  various  subsistence 
and  cash  crops,  beverages,  and  livestock.

SCOTLAND 


A  very  useful  overview  and  general  dis¬ 
cussion  of  archival  repositories  in 
Scotland,  with  particular  reference  to 
Caribbean  manuscripts,  is  provided  by 
D.  A.  G.  Waddell  in  his  paper  “Loca¬ 
tion  and  Availability  of  Non-State 
Archival  Material  Abroad  Relating  to 
the  Caribbean  Countries”  (Caribbean 
Archives  Conference,  University  of  the 
West  Indies,  1965.  Report.  Kingston, 
Jamaica,  1967,  pp.  184-53).  In  this 
paper,  Waddell  notes  that  the  following 
repositories  contain  Caribbean  manu¬ 
scripts:  National  Library  of  Scotland 
in  Edinburgh  (“the  principal  non-state 
archive  repository  in  Scotland  .  .  . 
analogous  to  the  Library  and  Manu¬ 
script  departments  of  the  British 
Museum”),  University  of  Edinburgh 
Library,  Glasgow  Public  Library,  Aber¬ 
deen  University  Library,  Mitchell  Lib¬ 
rary  in  Glasgow,  and  the  Scottish 
Record  Office  in  Edinburgh.  Of  these, 
only  the  Scottish  Record  Office  was 


personally  visited,  but  some  of  the 
others  may  contain  Barbados  manu¬ 
scripts  relating  to  the  time  period  con¬ 
sidered  in  this  Guide ;  for  example,  it  is 
known  for  certain  that  the  National 
Library  fits  this  category. 

In  addition,  “A  more  significant 
quantity  of  material  remains  the  pro¬ 
perty  of  individuals,  preserved  in  their 
private  homes  or  in  lawyers’  offices. 
Many  collections  of  documents  in 
private  hands  have  been  surveyed  and 
their  locations  and  contents  recorded 
in  the  National  Register  of  Archives 
(Scotland)  [P.O.  Box  36,  H.M.  Register 
House,  Edinburgh  2],  the  counterpart 
of  the  National  Register  of  Archives  in 
London.  Many  others  have  been  located, 
but  not  yet  surveyed  and  reported  upon. 
The  Register  consists  of  the  reports  on 
the  collections  hitherto  surveyed.  These 
vary  from  detailed  inventories  to  brief 
lists  of  categories”  (Waddell,  1967). 
One  private  collection,  located  through 
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the  nra,  which  contains  Barbados 
manuscripts  (and  there  are  doubtless 
others),  is  the  Colville  of  Culross  Mss.

The  sro  contains  state  records,  various 
types  of  local  records,  and  some  private 
manuscript  collections.  Materials  re¬ 
lated  to  Barbados  in  the  sro  are  fairly 
easy  to  identify  by  using  the  “Source 
List  of  Material  Relating  to  West 
Indies  and  South  America  in  the  Scot¬ 
tish  Record  Office”  (mimeo.,  n.d., 
20  pp.).  A  handful  of  collections  contain 
Barbados  manuscripts,  the  two  major 
ones  being  the  Hay  of  Haystoun  muni¬ 
ments  and  the  Seaforth  papers. 

Hay  of  Haystoun  (gd  34) 

A  large  collection  of  papers,  many  of 
which  relate  to  Barbados  and  some 
to  other  of  the  West  India  islands. 
Barbados  materials  date  from  the 
1630s  and  1640s  and  are  primarily 
concerned  with  political  and  commer¬ 
cial  matters  although  there  is  also 
information  on  other  topics.  The  Hay 
of  Haystoun  Mss.  were  minimally 
consulted;  hence  the  following  items 
relating  to  Barbados  (and  the  notes  on 
them)  are  largely  drawn  from  the 
sro’s  “Source  List  of  Material  Relating 
to  the  West  Indies.”

An  extensive  collection  of  the  papers  of 


Lord  Seaforth  who  was  governor  of 
Barbados  from  1801  to  1806.  The  papers 
cover  his  period  of  residence  on  the 
island  as  well  as  some  earlier  and  later 
years,  and  include  materials  relevant 
to  Barbados  per  se,  as  well  as  to  his 
personal  affairs  in  Scotland.  There  are 
volumes  of  copies  of  Seaforth’s  official 
and  private  correspondence,  letters 
sent  to  him,  and  miscellaneous  docu¬ 
ments  relating  to  Barbados.  In  general, 
a  valuable  .collection  for  a  variety  of 
subjects,  e.g.  political  events,  legal 
issues,  military  and  naval  matters, 
economics,  slavery,  the  slave  trade, 
amelioration  of  the  island’s  slave  laws 
(particularly  with  respect  to  capital 
punishment  for  the  murderer  of  a  slave) , 
and  the  will  of  Joshua  Steele  who  left 
property  to  slaves,  thus  precipitating 
a  legal  controversy.

EUROPE 

(other  than  England ,  Ireland ,  and  Scotland ) 


Barbados  had  relations  with  the  nation¬ 
als  and  governments  of  other  European 
countries,  primarily  with  Holland, 
especially  through  trade  during  the 
seventeenth  century;  France,  through 
political  and  military  involvement  dur¬ 


ing  the  seventeenth  and  eighteenth 
centuries;  and,  to  some  extent,  Spain, 
through  the  slave  trade  in  the  seven¬ 
teenth  and  early  eighteenth  centuries. 
Also  German  traders  are  known  to  have 
come  to  the  island  in  the  seventeenth 
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century.  One  might  therefore  expect 
that  manuscript  materials  relating  to 
the  island  are  located  in  various  Euro¬ 
pean  countries,  but  my  own  very 
limited  work  in  such  areas  prevents  an 
extended  discussion. 

It  can  be  conjectured  that  the 
important  role  played  by  the  Dutch 
in  stimulating  the  seventeenth-century 
“sugar  revolution”  may  have  left,  as 
one  of  its  legacies,  relevant  manu¬ 
scripts  in  Dutch  repositories,  e.g.  the 
State  Archives  at  the  Hague.  Yet, 
perhaps  for  obvious  linguistic  reasons 
as  well  as  problems  of  location,  no 
scholar,  so  far  as  I  know,  has  used 
Dutch  archival  materials  with  the 
specific  intent  of  studying  the  island’s 
early  history.  9  For  a  rough  guide  to 
the  State  Archives,  the  following  may 
be  of  some  use:  M.  A.  P.  Meilink-

With  respect  to  French  manuscripts, 
more  details  can  be  offered.  Of  major 
importance  in  locating  West  Indian 
manuscripts  in  Paris  is  the  Guide  to 
Materials  for  American  History  in  the 
Libraries  and  Archives  of  Paris ,  under  the 
general  editorship  of  Waldo  G.  Leland. 
Volume  1  (Washington,  D.C.,  1932)  by 
Leland  deals  with  libraries,  and  volume 
2  (Washington,  D.C.,  1943)  by  Leland, 
J.  Meng,  and  Abel  Doysie  is  concerned 
solely  with  the  Archives  of  the  Ministry 
of  Foreign  Affairs. 

The  index  to  volume  1  records  only  a 
few  entries  on  Barbados  at  the  Biblio- 
theque  Nationale,  some  of  the  follow¬ 
ing  of  which  were  personally  examined 
in  late  1966.

The  Archives  of  the  Ministry  of 
Foreign  Affairs,  as  noted  in  the  preface 
to  volume  2  of  the  Guide ,  “is  one  of  the 
largest  of  French  archival  collections.” 
Unfortunately,  this  massive  1078-page 
volume  contains  no  index,  but  a  cursory 
sampling  of  the  sections  “Correspond- 
ance  Politique”  and  “Memoirs  et 
Documents”  dealing  with  England 
and  America  yielded  many  references 
to  the  West  Indies,  including  some  to 
Barbados.  Thus,  these  archives  may 
provide  useful  materials  for  the  study 
of  the  island’s  history. 

In  addition  to  the  Parisian  reposi¬ 
tories,  other  libraries  and  archives  in 
France  which  have  West  Indian 
materials  may  have  an  occasional 
Barbados-related  manuscript  (see  David 
M.Matteson,  1925).  One  such  repository 
is  the  Museum  d’Histoire  Naturelle  in  Le 
Havre.  Among  its  collection  of  Charles 
Lesueur’s  sketchbooks  are  some  draw¬ 
ings  he  made  while  in  the  West  Indies, 
1815-16;  Lesueur  arrived  at  Barbados 
in  late  December,  1815  (see  Waldo  G. 
Leland,  “The  Lesueur  Collection  of 
American  Sketches  in  the  Museum  of 
Natural  History  at  Havre,  Seine- 
Inferieure,”  The  Mississippi  Valley  His¬

Some  manuscript  collections  in  the 
United  States  were  personally  consulted 
while  information  on  others  was  derived 
from  catalogs  and  correspondence  with 
librarians  and  archivists.  I  have  also 
indicated  those  libraries  which  main¬ 
tained  they  had  no  Barbados-related 
manuscripts  prior  to  the  1840s. 

There  are  undoubtedly  many  more 
Barbados  manuscripts  in  the  United 
States  than  those  cited  in  the  following 
pages.  10  Problems  of  location,  which 
were  noted  in  the  introductory  section 
on  manuscripts  in  England,  are  gener¬ 
ally  applicable  to  the  United  States  as 
well.  It  might  be  expected  that  many 
manuscripts  which  have  not  been 
identified  would  be  found  along  the 
East  Coast,  especially  New  England. 
G.  A.  Moriarty  makes  this  point  when

special  magistrate  in  the  islands  of 
Barbados  and  St.  Vincent,  July  1835- 
August  1838.”  In  the  summer  of  1835, 
Colthurst  was  appointed  Special  Magis¬ 
trate,  by  the  Secretary  for  the  Colonies, 
to  the  Bridgetown-St.  Michael  area. 
The  emancipation  act  had  created  such 
magistrates  who  were  charged  with 
adjudicating  disputes  between  appren¬ 
tices  and  masters  in  terms  of  the  act. 
Colthurst  arrived  at  Barbados  on 
November  25,  1835  and  stayed  on  the

island  until  his  departure  for  St.  Vin¬ 
cent  on  January  8,  1838.  A  conscien¬ 
tious  and  articulate  “liberal,”  Colthurst 
had  been  an  emancipationist  and 
admirer  of  Wilberforce  before  coming 
out  to  the  colonies.  His  journal  is  an 
extremely  valuable  and  well-written 
source  of  information  on  the  apprentice¬ 
ship  period  (with  frequent  comparisons 
being  made  with  the  slave  period).  A 
variety  of  matters,  sometimes  discussed 
at  length,  are  covered:  e.g.  the  Bar¬ 
bados  police  force  and  militia;  life  and 
customs  of  the  apprentices;  character 
and  behavior  of  the  creole  whites; 
summaries  of  cases  heard;  poor  whites 
(“red-shanks”);  the  difficulties  of  his 
job  (“.  .  .  to  maintain  the  rights  of 
the  Negroes  without  irritating  the 
planters”) ;  the  planters'  reactions  to 
the  apprenticeship  system  and  the 
apprentices  themselves;  racial  preju¬ 
dice;  his  own  views  on  the  slave 
system;  discussions  of  proposals  to  make 
apprentices  convicted  of  misdemeanors 
work  on  road  gangs  with  chains;  reli¬ 
gious  instruction  of  apprentices  on 
plantations;  Mr.  Thorn  (actuallyjoseph 
1  home)  a  “coloured”  licensed  cate¬ 
chist,  his  work  and  the  prejudices 
against  him;  a  club  of  the  island’s 
Special  Magistrates ;  Gov.  Lionel  Smith ; 
visit  to  the  Moravian  mission;  agri¬ 
cultural  practices  on  the  plantations. 

The  six  volumes  of  Colthurst’s  journal 
are  numbered  consecutively  {pp.  1-224). 
Volumes  1-5  {pp.  10-146)  deal  speci¬ 
fically  with  Barbados;  there  are,  how¬ 
ever,  occasional  comments  on  Barbados 
in  the  St.  Vincent  section  of  volume  5. 
Volume  4  {pp.  93—140)  is  missing  from 
the  Boston  Public  Library,  but  lengthy 
extracts  from  it  and  volumes  1,  2,  and  3 
were  published  in  the  American  aboli¬ 
tionist  newspaper,  the  Liberator ,  edited 
by  William  Lloyd  Garrison  (install¬ 
ments  1-10  in  consecutive  issues,  July 
23-September  24,  1847;  1 1 -1 3,  October 
22,  29,  and  November  5,  1847;  14-15, 
December  24,  1847;  December  31, 

1 847 ;  1  7?  January  14,  1 848) ;  apparently 
no  materials  from  volumes  5  or  6  were 
reprinted.  The  Liberator  is  available  on 
microfilm;  the  negatives  are  located  in 
the  New  York  Public  Library.

Most  of  the  letters  relate  to  personal 
matters,  e.g.  Marshall’s  son  who  was  sent 
to  Philadelphia  to  study  medicine  under 
Rush.  Marshall  was  a  physician,  and  a 
number  of  letters  are  devoted  to  general 
descriptions  of  the  illnesses  of  his  white 
patients,  the  cures  he  employed  in 
treating  them,  etc.  Marshall  had  also 
referred  some  of  his  Barbadian  patients 
to  Rush,  and  some  of  his  letters  are  little 
more  than  personal  introductions  of 
these  patients  to  Rush.  In  all,  these 
letters  are  of  limited  value  in  regard  to 
medical  matters  on  the  island,  and  offer 
no  descriptive  materials  on  Barbados 
per  se.

Proceedings  of  Trial  of  the 
Murderers  of  Reynold 
Alleyne  Ellock,  Barbados, 

1 821  (Ac  2567) 

A  twelve-page  typescript  carbon  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  lc  in  1922;  transcriptions 
of  various  official  papers  relating  to  a 
case  in  which  four  slaves  were  accused, 
tried,  and  convicted  of  the  premeditated 
murder  of  the  owner  of  Mount  Wilton 
plantation  on  the  night  of  October  2, 
1821.  The  death  sentence  pronounced 
by  the  court  of  two  justices  of  the  peace 
and  three  freeholders  reads:  “That  the 
said  four  Negro  men  shall  be  conveyed 
.  .  .  from  the  gaol  to  some  convenient 
place  on  Mount  Wilton  plantation  by  a 
sufficient  and  proper  guard  and  be 
hanged  by  the  neck  until  they  be  dead; 
then  that  their  heads  be  severed  from 
their  bodies  and  stuck  up  on  long  poles 
in  some  public  and  convenient  place  or 
places;  and  their  bodies  be  hanged  in 
chains  in  some  other  convenient  and 
public  place  or  places  on  the  said 
plantation  by  some  Negro  to  be  pressed 
.  .  .  for  that  purpose.” 

An  account  of  this  murder,  based  on 
a  copy  of  the  coroner’s  inquest  and 
proceedings  before  the  justices,  was 
published  in  the  Jl.  BMHS  (8,  1940- 
41,  166-71). 

Pinfold  Manuscripts 

Charles  Pinfold  was  governor  of  Bar¬ 
bados  from  1756  to  1766.  The  eleven 
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bound  volumes  of  this  collection,  all 
manuscripts  unless  otherwise  noted, 
were  once  his  property:

Acts  (1764).  A  manuscript  commentary 
on  the  testimony  of  Jews  in  the  courts 
is  laid  in  between  pages  94  and  95, 
and  another  manuscript  note  between 
pages  420  and  421,  comments  on  Hall’s 
law  no.  22 1 . 

Acts  of  Assembly ,  1648-1738.  A  pub¬ 
lished  volume  including  Acts  of  Assembly , 
P assed  in  the  Island  of  Barbados,  From  1648 


to  1718  (London,  Printed  by  John 
Baskett,  1732)  and  Acts  of  Assembly 
Passed  .  .  .  From  1717-18  to  1738 ,  Part  II 
(London,  Printed  by  John  Baskett, 
C39)*  Following  the  final  page  of  the 
latter  item,  there  are  forty-six  manu¬ 
script  pages  giving  the  titles  of  Acts 
expired,  repealed,  etc.,  and  the  full 
texts  of  those  in  force,  passed  between 
July  10,  1739  and  March  6,  1753.  In 
the  printed  volumes  there  are  also 
various  manuscripts  laid  in  between 
some  pages  {pp.  36-37,  184-83,  232-33, 
402-3)  which  are  notes  and  com¬ 
mentaries  relating  to  some  of  the  Acts. 
Two  manuscript  notes  (laid  in  between 
pp.  232  and  233)  present  detailed  in¬ 
formation  on  the  island’s  defense 
system,  e.g.  the  names  of  the  forts,  the 
number  and  size  of  guns  in  each,  and 
the  number  of  matrosses  and  gunners 
manning  them. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  Ragatz 
{Guide,  p.  23)  notes  that  the  lc’s  Papers 
Relating  to  the  West  Indies,  1762—1824 
“includes  ships  outbound  from  St. 
Vincent  and  Barbados,  1772,”  and 
Philip  Hamer’s  Guide  to  Archives  and 
Manuscripts  in  the  United  States  (New 
Haven,  1961,  p.  120)  records  that  the 
collection,  The  West  Indies  Miscellany , 
1 434-1821 ,  contains  materials  relating 
to  the  British  West  Indies,  including 
Barbados,  1756-67. 

Copies  of  some  Barbados-related 
manuscripts  are  also  in  the  lc;  see  G.  G. 
Griffin’s  A  Guide  to  Manuscripts  Relating 
to  American  History  in  British  Depositories 
Reproduced  for  the  Division  of  Manuscripts 
of  the  Library  of  Congress  (Washington, 
D.C.,  1946). 

The  lc  also  has  the  manuscript 
journal  of  George  Washington’s  visit 
to  Barbados  in  November-December 
1751.  This  was  not  examined,  but  it  has 
been  published  by  J.  M.  Toner  ( The 
Daily  Journal  of  Major  George  Washington , 
in  1 7 31-2,  Kept  While  on  a  Tour  from 
Virginia  to  the  Island  of  Barbados, 
Albany,  1892  [nypl])  and  John  C. 
Fitzpatrick  [The  Diaries  of  George  Wash¬ 
ington,  1748-1733.  Vol.  1.  Boston  and 
New  York,  1925  [silt] ) .  At  the  age  of 
between  nineteen  and  twenty,  Wash- 
ington,  in  the  company  of  his  brother 
Lawrence,  came  to  the  island  where  he 
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stayed  about  six  or  seven  weeks. 
The  journal  of  his  stay  (Fitzpatrick 
comments  that  it  is  the  “worst  mutili- 
ated  of  all  the  surviving  diaries”)  has 
many  gaps  and  the  entries  are  generally 
very  brief.  These  are  largely  devoted 
to  the  names  of  the  persons  he  met,  and 
the  social  functions  he  attended.  There 
are  also  some  sparse  comments  on  geo¬ 
graphy,  population,  medicine,  agri¬ 
culture  and  agricultural  productivity. 

There  is,  in  the  Journal  and  Diaries 
section  of  the  lc,  a  four-hundred-twenty 


page  volume,  written  in  1814,  “Memoirs 
of  an  Old  Officer  [Major  Richard 
Augustus  Wyvill].  As  an  officer  in  the 
British  army,  Wyvill  visited  Barbados 
for  three  days  in  1 796,  and  was  stationed 
on  the  island  for  approximately  sixteen 
months  in  1806-07.  The  journal  entries 
(pp.  129-30 ,  38 1-9  £)  include  brief 
commentaries  on  a  variety  of  subjects, 
e.g.,  the  military  establishment  and  St. 
Ann’s  garrison,  slaves  and  slavery,  free 
colored,  miscellaneous  customs  and 
attitudes  of  the  white  creoles,  Jews.

A  Xerox  copy 
of  this  brief  letter  was  obtained.  It  is 
concerned  with  personal  matters  and  is 
prefaced  with  the  remark:  “I  would 
have  written  you  oftener,  but  really  in 
the  Hum  Drum  manner  I  have  been 
passing  my  life  for  some  time  past  in 
this  stupid  Island,  I  have  had  nothing 
of  any  kind  worth  communicating.”

estates”;  the  report  in  the  Barbados 
Mercury  of  April  30,  1816  which  includes 
Governor  Leith’s  address  to  the  slave 
population  {see  published  works) ;  ex¬ 
tracts  from  two  letters  by  Col.  John  R. 
Best  to  Abel  R.  Dottin  in  London, 
dated  Barbados,  April  27  and  Septem¬ 
ber  28,  1816.

Contemporary  copies  of  letters  written 
by  a  merchant  of  Norwich,  Connecti¬ 
cut;  only  two  relate  to  Barbados,  and 
both  are  addressed  to  William  Gill  on 
the  island.  One,  dated  Norwich,  Decem¬ 
ber  14,  1816,  deals  with  trade  and  per¬ 
sonal  matters,  and  the  other,  December

Hudson  Collection  (Box  i)

Four  published  sheets  which  reproduce 
about  fifteen  letters  written  between 
1663  and  1667.  Most  were  written  by 
Lord  Francis  Willoughby,  the  island’s 
governor,  to  the  Earl  of  Clarendon, 
and  relate  to  politics  and  the  settlement 
of  South  Carolina.  Judging  by  the 
print,  I  would  guess  that  these  letters 
were  transcribed  by  N.  Darnell  Davis 
and  originally  published  sometime  in 
the  early  twentieth  century  in  the 
Argosy  of  Georgetown,  British  Guiana. 
{See  Manuscripts,  England:  Oxford 
University  and  Royal  Commonwealth 
Society).  These  sheets  are  also  located 
at  the  Institute  of  Jamaica. 

Report  of  Admiral  [George  B.] 

Rodney  to  the  Hon.  George 

Grenville  .  .  .  1762 

A  contemporary  manuscript  copy, 
dated  Martinique,  December  4,  1762, 
to  the  First  Lord  of  the  Admiralty, 
giving  an  account  of  the  economic 
state,  health  conditions,  strategic  im¬ 
portance,  and  the  status  of  the  harbors 
of  the  Leeward  and  Windward  islands. 
Only  one  brief  paragraph  mentions 
Barbados:  “The  inhabitants  are  more 
numerous  than  all  the  other  islands 
and  are  at  an  extraordinary  expence  in 
raising  their  sugars.  The  whole  being 
the  produce  of  the  dung  made  by  their 
cattle,  the  natural  earth  of  the  island 
being  very  near  the  rock,  has  long 
since  been  worn  out,  and  from  the 
great  expence  attending  cultivation, 
there  is  scarce  an  estate  throughout 
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the  whole  island  unincumbered  with 
debts,  its  inhabitants  are  eager  to  pos¬ 
sess  and  would  soon  settle  a  new 
colony.” 

Hugh  Hall,  Jr.,  Diary  in 
Almanac  Form,  of  Weather 
Observations,  77/4-/777 

A  photostatic  copy  made  “from  the 
original  owned  by  Mrs.  Jerome  W. 
Coombs  of  Scarsdale,  N.Y.”  and  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  library  in  1933.  Contains 
an  elaborate  daily  weather  record  from 
January  1714  to  December  1717,  but 
only  the  period  November  1716  to 
April  1717  was  recorded  at  Barbados. 
Also  included  are  genealogical  notes 
on  the  Hall  family  (including  its 
Barbadian  branch)  and  a  list,  ap¬ 
parently  taken  from  official  returns,  of 
the  number  of  slaves,  windmills,  and 
pot  kiins  in  each  of  the  island’s  parishes,
